Auing had my breeding for 
many yeeres together in the 
courfesofMarchandizingand 
Nauigation 5 I haue, through 
the expence of my time in 
that calling, fet this downe to 
myfelfc, for my duty therein, 
to obferndand col left,where¬ 
in my labors might become profitable to my Coun- 
trey$and the rather,becaufe I could not be ignorant, 
how much the maintenance, and increafe of Ship¬ 
ping and Mariners concerncsvs, who may fitly bee 
ftiled, the nation ofthe Sea • which gencrall reafons 
weremoreand more commended to.ime, bymore 
particularconfiderations offered mee,in the notice 
I tooke of the difpofition & affaires of other States, 
to which ours hath relationjfomepoints whereof can¬ 
not now feafonably be mentioned j fome others, pro¬ 
per to what I difeourfe of, will pre&hf thcmfelues fri 
their places^s I fhallgoe along in giuing account 
ofmyendeuours. 

Among my vnderrakings & imployments in Sea¬ 
faring, the moft part haue bcene to>an Hand,called

New-found-land, in part heretofore outwardly difeo- 
ucred,butneuer looked into by thofe difeouerers as 
it deferued; from the beginning I found it promife 
well,inrelpe&ofthe purpofe I had, to gather feme 
thing for the bettering of the Common wealth; and 
the more I made triall ofir, the more fatisfa&ion ic 
gaue me: Therefore I affe&cd that courfe better then 
anyotherlfcllvnto; infomuch as l did fo fix my in- 
duftric vpon it, that for the qualifying of my tvauels, 
I obtained Commilfion from the State to procecde 
in it, andamnow come to propound to my Coun- 
treymen, the benefit they may make of an orderly 
Plantation and Tratfike there: the following pit 
courfe will fatisfic them, if they wijlforgiuc thq v|i- 
handfomenefle of the forme it is put into, andlooke 
into the matter it felfe onely. 

The Hand of New-found-land \% large, temperate 
• and fruitefull,the fruitfulneflc of it confiftiqg not on¬ 
ly in things of fuftenancefor thofe that Ilia 11 inhabitc 
it,but in many forts of comoditieslikcwife, of good 
vfeand valevv to be tranfported.The Natiucs in itare 
ingenuous,and apt by difereet & moderate gouern- 
: ments to be biought to obedience. The feat is fit for 
-Harbour and reljefc, vpon the way betweene vs aird 
. Virginia and confcquently of aduantage to vs in any 
aftion that mayengage vs, either by way of offence 
or attempt,in regard of thofe parts oftheWorlJ.The 
>Seas are fo 'rich, asthey are able toaduauceagreat 
Trade of Filhingjwihichjwith Gods bldfing, will be¬ 
come very feruiceablcto the Nauie; and the increafc 
of fiflaing there, cannot dcfpaire offindingportes'e- 
•now to vent thecommoditic at profitable rates.

Now ifyou would vnderftand what motiues v/ce 
haue at home with vs to carry vs thither; doe but 
looke vpon the populoufncfic of ourCountrcy,to 
what a furfet of multitude it is fubieft ; confider how 
charitable for thofe thatgoe, and how mucheafe it 
will be for thofc that flay, to put forth fome ofour 
numbers, to fuch an imployment ofliuing. Com¬ 
pare the Englifh nature with othersjand finde whe¬ 
ther wee haue not as much courage as they, both to 
vndertakeand maintaine ;oncly welofe it, inhauing 
lefTeinduftry.Turne then towards the Lowe Coun¬ 
tries, behold how they haue wonne vpon vs,by taking 
aduantage of our fitting ftill • (and moft remarkable 
in this point of fifhing) which,if their Audit were 
publifhed, would bee found ( I bcleeuc ) one of 
thebeft Agents they haue,both for their ftrength and 
wealth. 

There is another motiuealfo,which amongft our 
Anceftours was wont to finde good refpeft, namely," 
the honour of the a&ion, by the enlarging of Domi¬ 
nions ; and that which will crowne the worke, will be 
the aduancementofthc honour of God, in bringing 
poore Infidels (the Natiucs of that Conntrey) to 
his Worfhip,and their owne Gluation. 

I commend the defigne to the entertainment of his 
Maieftic and his Kingdomes: becaufe I cftccme it 
fuch a one, as deferues not only to be vndertakcn,but 
to be gone thorow withall. 

And as it is a Proieft of no fantafie in me,but a truth 
grounded vpon a well-weighed experience; fo haue I 
not prefumed to publifh it, but vpon good approba¬ 
tion, as hath already appeared.

Ltbough 1 well know, that it is an hard 
matter to perfwade people to adventure 
intoJlrange Countries • ejpecially tore - 
| main and fettle themfelues there,though 
■ the conditions thereof he neuer Jo bene - 


fc'tall and aduantagious for them: jet 
l cannot be out of all hope, that when it jhallbee taken into 
conf deration, what infinite riches and advantages other ' 
Nations ( and in particular, the Spaniards and Portugals) . 
haue gotten to themfelues by their many Plantations,, hot- 
onely in America^## alfoin Barbary, Guinnie 4 Binnie,' 
and other places: ^And when it Jhad plainly appearefty 1 
thefollowing T>ifcourfe,tbat the Countrey of Newfound¬ 
land (as it is here truly defcribed) is little inferim to <m 
other for the commodities thereof ; and lies,as it were, with 
open armestowardsEnghn6 } offeringitfilfetobei'nibra- 
ced,and inhabited by vs: I cannot bee out ofhope fifty) 
but that my Countreymen will bee induced, either by the 
thriving examples of others,or by the firengih of reafbn, 
tohearken,mdput to their helping hands tirih'£,aff#fy 
willin all likelihoodyield ^hs'dpkntffuttrxvhdod--^c4h'(t^'' 
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labours .

labours. Butbeforelenter into difeotirfe of the Country 
itfilfe, l hold it jit to make knowne partly the meanes and 
degrees ^hereby l attained vnto the experience and know¬ 
ledge -1 haue thereof. 

Andfirft,for mine owne poore ejlate and condition, it 
is mllknome,that my breeding and courfe of life hath bin 
fitch, as that I haue long time fit many people on rnr he, 
andfptnt mojl of my dayes in trauell,efpecialiy in Merchan¬ 
dizing, and Sea-voyages.,I haue been often in France, 
Spaine,T taly,Po rtugall, $auoy,Denmarke, Norway, 
Spruceland,://* Canaries, and Soris llands: and for 
the New found-land, it is almofifo familiarly knowne to 
me as my owne Countrey. 

In theyeere 1588 ./firued wider the then Lord i^Ad- 
mirall, as Captaincy in a Ship of my owne,fetforth at my 
chargeagainfttheSpanijh Armada: and after fuchtime 
as that firuice was ended, taking my leaue of his Honour, l 
had bisfauourable Letters to one Sir Robert Dennis, in 
theCounty c/'Dcuon, Knight 5 whereby, thermight bee 
fome courfe taken,that the charge,as well of my owne Ship, 
as alfo of two other, and a Pinnace, with the vifluals, and 
men therein imployed,jhould not be anyway burthenfome 
to met* Wherein , there was fuch order giuen bythethed 
right , Honourable Lords of the priuie Councell, that the 
fame was wellfatisfied 5 which firuice is to befecne recorded 
in the Booke at White-Hall. 

Nowjto exprejje fome of my Voyages to the New-found- 
Undjpbicb makemofifor theprefentpurpofi: 

okifirfiyoyage thither,was about 40. yeeresfince, in 
a worthy Ship ofthe burthen of 3 oo.Tunne,fitfoorth by 
tneMafierCotton gfSouth-hampton • wee were bound 
tttjhegrand Bay (which lyeth On the North-fide of that 
^ .Liu,, cl ^ 

u; A-'-V v.X.Wv/ V- M .J V. I " 
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Land,) purpdfmg there to trade then with the Saudge pea. 
fie , (for whom we carriedfundry commodities) and to kid 
Whales,and to make Trape oyle,as the Bifcaines doe there 
yeerely in great abundance. But this our intended Voyage 
was outrthrowne, by the indiferetion of our Captaine, 
andfaint-heartcdneffi of fome Gentlemen of ourCompa* 
ny. 

Whereupon toe fit fails from thence, and bare with Tri¬ 
nity Harbor in New-found-land : where we killed great 
fore of Fifh, Deere, Beares, Beauers, Seales, Otters,and 
fuch like,with abundance ofSeafowle: and Jo returning 
for England 3 we arriued[aft at Soutb-hampton. 

In a Voyage to that Countrey about 3 6 . yeeresfinct, l 
had then the command ofa worthy Ship of 220. Tun,fit 
forth by one UMafter Crooke of South-hampton : uft 
that time Sir Humfrcy Gilbert, a Dcuonfhire Knight, 
came thither with two good Ships and a Pinnace, and 
brought with him a large Patent, from the latemojl re. 
nowned Jt>ueeneE\uabcthjtndin her name tooke pojfifi- 
on of that Countrey,in the Harbour of S. lohnsjvbcreof I 
was an eyc-witnefe. He failed from thence towards Virgi- 
nia^andhy reafon offomevnhappy direction in his courfi, 
thegreatefl Ship he had,Jlrucke ypon Shelues, on the foafl 
of Cana die, W was there loft;,with mojlpart ofthe com¬ 
pany in her: \And heehimfelfc being then in afmall Pin> 
naceof 2 o.Tun,in the company of his Vice-CAdmirall, 

(one Captaine Hayes ) returning towards England, in a 
greatJlorme, was ouerwhclmdwith the Seas , andfo pe¬ 
riled. 

In another Voyage lmade thither, about 34. yeeres 
pafl, wherein 1 had the command of a good Ship partly 
mine ownept that time one Sir Bernard Drake ofDc- 
C a uonfhire,

tiOtiOaUc^Knight, cmt thither with a Commiffion, and 
hatting ditiers good Ships vnder his command, hee thereof 
look many Portugal ships, laden withfijh, and trains 
tyfcahd brbught them into England as Prizes. ■ 
omitting to fpeake ef other Voyages ! made thither, du¬ 
ring the late jgneenes Raigne, I will def end to later times. 

lntheyere 1611. heingin New-found-land, at which 
titpe that famous Arch-Pirate, Peter Eafton, came there, 
and had with him tenfaile of good Ships, well furnifed, 
and very rich , / was kept eleuen weekes vnder his com¬ 
mand, and had from him many golden promifes,<tnd much 
wealth offered to he put into my hands, as it is mil knowne: 
I didperfwadehim muchto aeftfi from his ettill courfeffsis 
intreaties then to me, being, that l would come for hag- 
land,#<J fome friends of his, and follicite them to become 
hutofile petitioners to your tMaiefy for his pardon: but 
hauingnowarranttoiouchfitchgoods,Igattehim thankes 
fir his offer • onely 'Irequefied him to releafe a Shipthathe 
had taken vpo the Coajtof Guinnie, belonging to one Cap- 
#rf»wRaflily of Vo'jin Cornewallj a man whom 1 knew 
htit onely by report: which he accordingly releafied.Where- 
uportlprouided men,vi&tiah, 'and a fraught for the faid 
Ship, and fo fent her home to Dartmouth in Deuon, 
though Ineuer had fo much its thankes fir my kindneffe 
therein . \_Andfoleatting Eafton, I came for England. 
dhdgaue notice of his, intention, letting paffe my Voyage 
thatUntehdedfor Naples, and lofi both my labour and 
charges: for before my arrittall, there was a Pardon gran¬ 
ted,and fent hmfrotn Ireland. But Eafton houeringwith 
thofi'Shibsandriches, vpon the Coajl fl/Barbary, as hee 
.prMkfea^i^filongwgdeftre, and full exfoliation to bee 
catledhomefof that hope,by a too much delaying of time 
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by kirn who carried the Pardon, Whereupon hee failed to 
the Straights of Gibraltar, and was afterwards entertain 
ned by the Duke of Smoy yonder whom he liuedrich. . 

twos there alfo in the yeere 1614. when Sir Henry 
Manvvaringnv# vpon thatCoafl , with fine good Ships 
Jlrongly provided^ bee caufedmee tofpendmuch time in his 
company, and from him l returned into England - 4/- 
though iwas boundfrom thence to Marfciles, to makefile 
offuch goods as I then had,and other employments,&c. 

In the yeere 1615. I returned againe to New-found- 
land, carrying with mee a Comm;f ion out of the high 
Court of Admiralty, vnder the great Seale thereof, autbo- 
rizing me to impanncll furies, and.to make inquiry vpon 
Oath,of fundry abufes and diforders committed amongH 
Fijhermen yeerely vpon that Coajl,andof theftteft meanes 
toredreffethefame, with fome otherpoynis,hatting a more 
particular relation to the Office of the Lord Admirall. 

What was then there done hyvertueof that Commifi- 
on, which was wholly executed at my owne charge, hath 
been at large by me already certified into the high Court of 
Admiralty . ifeuertbelejje, feeing the fame hath been oner - 
firpieuerfince^and not produced thofe good effcBs which 
were expefted,! will, infomeconuenient place of this Dif- 
comfe, jet downe a br'tfe collettion of feme part of my inde- 
uours (pent in thatferuice •• not doubling but it will hee ds 
auditable for the furtherance of our intended defigtie, 
any other reafon Ifhalldeliuer. ' 

In the yeere 1616 .1 had a Ship at New-found-land, 
of ico. Tup,which Returning laden from thcncc,being 
bound for Lisbonc, was ‘fhetwitb by a"French Pytate of 
Rochell Danle fTibolo,^ riftcd her, to the oxer- 

throw and Ioffe ofthyVoyagc, tn more then the fttmme of 
C 3 860. 
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860 .pounds, and cruelly handled the CMaflerand the 
Company that were in her: and although / made good 
prooft thereof at Lisbone, and reprefinted the fame alfi 
to this Kingdome, as appertained, after my returnefrom 
thence $yetfor all this great lop, 1 could neuer haue any 
recompence. 

Shortly after my returnefrom Lisbone, l was fern for 
by a Gentleman, who about ayeere before, by a grant from 
' the Patentees, had vndertaken to fettle people in New- 
found-land ; he acquainted me with his defignes, and af¬ 
ter fome conference touching the fame, wee Jo concluded, 
that hegaue me a conueyance vnder his hand and feale for 
the terme of my life,with full power to goner ne within his 
circuit vpon that Coajl ; whereupon (being defirous to ad . 
nance that worke ) in Anno 161S.I failed thither in a 
Shippeof my owno,whichwas victualled by that Gentle- 
man,myfelfe,andfome others . Weelikewtfe then did Jet 
forth another Ship, for affling Voyage, which alfo carried 
fome victuals for thofe people which had beene formerly 
fintto inhabite there: but this Ship was intercepted by an 
Englifl erring Captaine (that went forth with Sir Wal¬ 
ter Rawlcigh) who toohethe CMafler of her, the Boat- 
fwaine, and two other of the bejl men, with much of her 
vUiuals (the reft of the Company for feare running into 
ihewoods) andfo lefttheShtpasa prize, whereby our in^ 
tendedfifling-Voyages of both our Ships were ouerthrowne, 
and the Plantation hindred* 

• 2(ow feeing itpleafedyour Maiejly many yeresfince, to 
take good notice of fwyWNew-found-landj and gran¬ 
ted a Patentfor a Plantation there, wherein many Honou¬ 
rable and worthy mensindeuoursi and great; charge, haue 
defirucd good commendations ( as is well home) the 
which 
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which 1 defers to further with allmj hejl indeuours: and 
not to difgrace or difable thefoundation and ProieCls of o- 
thers, knowing they haue been hindered in their good pur- 
jofes,by Py rats,andfeme erring SubieCls that haue arriued 
upon that Coaft fet being indifferent to me, whether there 
be a new foundation laid, or whelhsr it bee builded on that 
which hath already been begun ffo that the Plantation goe 
forward: 7et lmay truly fay, that hitherto little hath been 
performed to any purpofe, by fetch as therein i vete imploy- 
ed, worthy the name of a Plantation, or anfeverable to the 
expectation and defert of the Undertakers^ neither haue 
fuch good effects followed,as may be expelled from a throw 
performance hereafter. Andfeeing that no man hath yet 
publijhed any fit motiues or inducements, whereby to per- 
fevadementoaduenture, or plant there • 1 haue prefumed 
plainly to lay downe thefe following reafons,whereby to fur - 
ther that wotke fo worthily intended, by preferring ft 
meanes how a Plantation might befettled there j and haue 
therefore undertaken it,as well to difcharge my confcience, 
which hath often prompted me thereunto, as hoping there¬ 
by toflirrevp many ofyour CWaiejties good and religious 
SubieCls, duely to waigh the piety, honour and benefet that 
will arifefrom fetch aworke,conftdering how your Otiaie- . 
feies Kingdomes doe abound and ouerflow with people. 

And although I haue oftenfuffered great Ioffes by Py rates 
and Sea-Rouers, and other cafualties of the Sea,yet in this 
poynt , 1 haue tajled of Gods exceeding great mercy, that ® 

neuer any Ship, wherein I my felfe wasprefent, mifcarried, 
or came then to any mifchance,or any cafualiy of the Sea, 
whereunto all Ships arefubieCl :fo as 1 may well fay, that 
my life hath beene a mixture pf croffes and comforts 
wherein neuertbeleffe they haue not been fo equally ballan- 

ced,. 
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ie'djbtlt that the one hath ouerweigbedthe other: for ptjwf 
after mbrethenforty yeeresjpent in the firefaid courts, 
there remaines little other fruit vnto mee, fitting the face 
of agood confcieitce, whichgiues me this tejlimony, that l 
hdutelterbeeinaloydllSubieflto my Prince, and a true le¬ 
tterofmy Count fey,and was neuer as -jet in all my time be- 
holdingtoany Doffors counfell,or Apothecaries drugs for 
theprifernation ofmy health • and it will bee to mee a con¬ 
tentment , if l may be Jo happy,as to become the infrument 
of anypublikegood herein, and in whatfoeuerfor the good 
ofmy prince and Countrey > Andfo 1 defend to the parti¬ 
cular Relation of the Countrey,&<r.

degrees North-latitude; It is asfpacious as Ireland^ 
and lyes ncere the courfe that (hips vfually hold in 
their returne from iheWefl-lndicsfind ncere halfe the

I (hall not much needeto commend thewhole- 
fome temperature of that Countrey , feeing the 
greateft part thereof lieth abouc foure degrees 
necrer to the South , then any part of England 
doth..

in the winter feafon it is as pleafant and healthfull^as 
England is. 

And although the example of one Summer bee 
noccrtaine rule for other yeeresj yet thus much al- 
focari I truly affirme, that in theyeere 1615, of the 
many thoufands of Englijb,French, Portugals, and o- 
therSj that were then vpon that Coaft, (amongft 
whom I failed to and fro more then one hundred and 
50.1eaguc,s)I neither faw nor heard in all that trauell, 
of any. man or boy of cither of thefe Nations, that 
dyed there during the whole voyage 5 neither was 
there fo much as any one of them fide. 

The natural! Inhabitants of the. Countrey, as they 
are but few in number 5 fo are they foinething rude 
and fauage people . hauing neither knowledge of 
God,norliuing vnder any kindc of ciuill gouerne- 
ment.In theirhabits,cuftomes and manners,they re- 
femble the Indians of the Gontinentyfrom whence (I 
fuppofe)they comejthey liue altogether in the North 
and Weft part of, the Countrey, which is feldome 
frequented by the Englijb: But the French and Btf 
caim(wko refort thither yeerely for the Whale-fifh- 
ing,and alfofor the Cod-fifh) report them to be an 
ingenious and tra&able people (being well vfed : ) 
they are ready to ^ffift them with great labour and 
patience, in the killing, cutting, and boyling of 
VVhales • and making theTraineoyle, without expe- 
dfcfetionofother reward, then a little bread, or fome 
filchfmallhire. . Ii : v

ny.ft>acioiis&excellent Bayes, fome of them ftretcfc

On the Eaft fide of the land, are the Bayes of Tru 
nity and Conception^hich ftretch themfelucs towards 
the South-weft ; Tor Bay,and Capelin Bay,lying alfo 
on the Eaft, ftretch toward the Weft: The Bayes of 
Trepajfey , S. CMary, Sorrell, and Plaifance, or 
the South part of the land, extend their armes co¬ 
ward the North: The great Bay of S. Peters^ lying on 
the Southwcft fide of the land, and Eaft, Souther¬ 
ly from the great Riuer of Canady ^ being about twen¬ 
ty leagues diftant, the fame ftrctchech toward the 
Eaft. 

And here I pray you note, that thebottomes of 
thefe Bayes doe meete together within the com- 
pafleofafmall circuit: by meanes whereof our men 
palling ouer land from Bay, to Bay, may with much 
facilitie difeouer the whole Countrey. 

From the Bay of S. Peter ^ round about the Weft- 
fide of the land, till you come to the grand Bay, 
which lycth on the North-fide of the Countreyjand 
fo from thencc,till you come round, back to Trinity 
Bay, are abundance of large and excellent Bayes $ 
which are the lefle knowne, becaufe not frequented 
by the 'Engltjb^ who feldom fifia to the Northward of 
Trinity Bay. 

Andit'istobc obferued, that round about the commodious 
Coaft and in the Bayes, there are many fmall Hands, 
(noneofthem further off then a league from the land ) l>ym ' m ’ 
bothfaire andfruitfull: neither doth any one part of 
the world afford-greater ftoreof good Harb6rs,more 
free from dangers j or more commodious, then are 
there built by the admirable workemanfhip of God; 

I willonely inftance two ot three of the chiefcft, for 
-fbmelpeciallreafons. -

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TrUhymrbm Trinity Harbour lyes neere in 4 9 degrees North- 
4 fordingdb latitude, being very commodioufly fcated to re- 
mdfties x Um ' €C ‘ ue Snipping in realbnable weather,both to an- 
' chor in, and from thence to faile towards either the 

Eaft, Weft, or South: It hath three Armes or Ri- 
uers, long and large enough for many hundred faile 
ofShips, to moarefaft at Anchor neere a mile from 
the Harbors mouth; clofe adioyning totheRiuers 
fide, and within the Harbour is much open land , 
well ftored with grafle fuflicicnt, Winter and 
Summer, to maintaine great ftore of ordinary 
cattell, befides Hogges and Goates, and it ftan- 
deth North, moft of any Harbor in the land,where 
our Nation pra&ifeth fifhing ; It is neerevnto a 
great Bay lying on. the North-fide of it, called 
the Bay. of Flowers ; to which place no Shippes 
repaire to filh; partly in regard of lundry Rocks 
and Ledges lying euen with the water, and full of 
danger 3 but chiefly (as I conie&ure) becaufc the 
Sttugis lining - Sauage people of that Countrey doc there inhabite: 
*ure to Trinity manyof them fecrctly euery yeere, come into 7 >;- 
fJerlioHK nity Bay and Harbour, in the night time, purpofe- 
ly toftealeSailes, Lines, Hatchets,Hookes,Kniues, 
and fuchlike. And this Bay is not three English 
miles ouer land from Trinity Bay in fome places ; 
which peoplcjif they might be reduced to the know¬ 
ledge of the true Trinity indeed, no doubt but it 
would be a moft fweete and acceptable facrifice to 
God,an eucrlafting honour to youcMaiefty,and the 
.heauenlieftbleffingto thofe poore Creatures,, who 
are buried in their owncliiperftitious ignorance.The 
taske thereof would prouc eafie, if it were but well 
begun, and conftantlyfeeonded by induftrious Ipt- 
., (i ‘ lits.v 


jits: and no doubt but God himfelfe would let his 
hand to reare vd and aduance fo noble, fo pious,and 
foChriftiana building. 

The boctome of the Bay of Trinily lyeth within Thtbmmtef 
foure leagues through the land Southweft, Souther- dimrsBayu 
ly,as by experience is found; and it comes neere vnto 
the Bay of Trepajfev, and the bottomc of feme other * 

Bayes, as I haue already touched before. 

And what commodities may thereby redound, 
if fome of your Maieftics Subie&s were alio once 
fettled to plant neere vnto the Harbor of TrepaJJey, 
being neere the South part of New-fouvd-Und , 
where fome Ships vfc yeerely to fifh? If therefore 
neere the Harbour of Tunity it were inhabited by 
fome of your Maieftics Subie&s, I fee no reafon to 
the contrary, but that a fpeedy and more certaine 
knowledge might be had of the Countrey, by reafon 
thofe fauagepeople are fo neere; who beingpoli- 
tikely and gently handled, much good might bee 
wrought vpon them:for I haue had apparant proofes 
of their ingenuous and fubtile difpofitions,and that V 

they are a people full of quicke and liuely appre- 
henfions. 

7 repaffey in like manner is as commodious a Har¬ 
bour,lying in a more temperate cliraate,almoft in ^6 n e rnrbmr 
degrees the like Latitude, and is both faire and plea. <rrepafyiji 
fant,andawholefome Coaft, free from Rockes and 
fhelues:fo that of al other Harbors,itlies the South- 
moft of any Harbour in the land, and moft conueni- 
ently to receiueour {hipping palling to &froni Vir- 
gma,Netv-found-land&mcBemuda Ilands;& alfo any 
other {hipping that (hall paffe to and from the Ri- 
ustoiCanady and the coaft thereof; becaufe they 
j,Di vfuallv i 
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vfually pafle, and fo returnc in the fight of the land 
of Trepajfey ;and alfo for fome other purpofes, as 
fhallbe partly declared in the following Difcourfe. 

But I will not infift vpon further particulars of 
Harbours in this place, feeing our men thatyeercly 
trade to thatCoaft, know them to be as good and 
commodious Harbours,as any other whatfoeuer. 

The fertility of The foyle of this Countrey in the valleys and 

tbefoyU, ^des of the mountaines, is fo fruitful!, as that in di¬ 
uers places, there the Summer naturally produced) 
out of the fruitfiillwombeof the earth, without the 
labour of mans hand, great plenty of greenepeafe 
and Fitches, faire, round, full and wholefome as our 
Fitches are in England ^oi which I hauc there fed 
on many times: the hawmes of them are good 
fodder for cattell and other beafts in the winter,with 
the helpe of Hay j of which there may be made great 
ftore with little labour in diuers places of the Coun¬ 
trey. 

,f Then haue you there faire Strawberries red and 
white, and as faire Ralpaffe berries, and Goofe ber¬ 
ries, as there be in England $ as alfo multitudes of 
Bilberries, which are called by fome, Whortes, and 
many other delicate Berries ( which Icannot name) 
in great abundance. 

There are alfo many other fruits, as fmall Peares, 
Cherries, Filberds, &c. And of thefe Berries and 
fruits the ftore is there fo great, that the Mariners 
of my Ship and Barkes company, haue often gathe¬ 
red at once,more then halfe an hogfhead would 
holdiof which diuers times eating their fill, I neuer 
heard of any man, whofe health was thereby any way 
impaired, • . • • 
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There are alfo herbcs for Sallets and Broth • as 
Parfley,Alexander,Sorrell, &c. And alfo flowers, as 
the red and white Damaske Rofe, with other kinds • 
which are moft beautifull and delightfull,both to the 
fight and fmell. 

And queftionlefle the Countrey is ftored with 
many Phyficall herbs and roots, albeit their vertucs 
arcnotknowne, becaufcnot fought after j yet within 
thefe few yeeres, many of our Nation finding them- 
felues ill, hauc brufed fome of the herbes and ftrai. 
nedtheiuyce into Beere, Wine or Aqua-vita jand 
fo by Gods aififlance, after a few drinkings, it hath 
reftored them tathcir former health. 

The like vertuc it hath to cure a wound, or any 
(welling, either by wafliing the grieued places with 
fome of the herbes boy led, or by applying themfo 
thereunto (plaifter-wi(e)which I haucfecne by often 
experience. 

This being the naturall fruitfulnefle of the earth, 
producing fuch varietie of things, fit for food, with-, 
out the labour of man j I might in rcafon hence in- 
ferrc,that if the fame were manured, and husbanded 
in fome places, as our grounds are, it would be apt. 
tobeare Corne, and no leffe fcrtill then the Englijh 
foylc. 

But I need not confine my felfe to probabilities 5. com growing 
feeing our men that hauc witttred there 
yecreSjdidfora trialland experiment thereof fowe ; 

fome. fniall quantise of Corne,whichljawgrow- 
ing very faire; and they found the increafe to bee 
great, and the graine very good; and it is wefl 
knowne to me, and diuers that trade there yeerely, ; 

how 
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how that Cabbage, Carrets, Turneps,Lettice, Par- 
fley,andfuch likc,prouc well there. 
sttre tf men In diners parts of the Countrey, there is great 

aulother ieafts. (fore of Deere,and fome Hares, many Foxes, Squir- 
rel$,Beuers,Wolucs,and Bcares,with other forts of 
! beafts, feruing as well for ncccflitic, as for profit and 

delight. 

Neither let me feeme ridiculous,to annexa mat- 
i ter of nouelty, rather then waight, to this difeourfe. 

btrareexmfte Intheyeere1tfi5.it was wellknownc to 48. per- 
oftbegentlena- fons of my company, and diuers other men, that 
Psoftbat three feucrall times, the Wolues and beafts of the 
[comtrejf. Countrey came downe neere them to the Sea-fide, 

| where they wcrelabouring about their Fifh,how- 

| ling and making a noife : fo that at each time my 

| Maftiffe-dogge went vnto them ( as the like in that 

Countrey hath not beenefeenc:) the one began to 

I fawne and play with the other, and fo went toge¬ 

ther into the Woods, and continued with them, 
euery ofthefc times, nine or ten dayes, and did re- 
j tume vnto vs without any hurt. Hereof I am no way 

j , fuperftitious, yet it is fomething ftrange to me, that 
! the wilde beafts, being followed by a fterne Maftiffe- 

| dogge,ihould grow to familiaritie with him, lee- 

! ing their natures arc repugnant: furely much rather 

| the people, by our diferect and gentle vfage, may bee 

i brought to fociety, being already naturally inclined 

| thereunto. 

But to returnc to our purpofe, and to fpeake fome- 
of Land- t hj n g 0 f t h c g teat plenty of Fowle in that Countrey, 

! ‘ as well Land-fowle, as Water-fowlej the variety of 
both kinds is infinite. 


The 
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The Land-fowlc (befides great number of fmall Gmtfidraf 
birdsflying vp and downe,fome without name, that und-fmk. 
liue by feraping their food from the earth in the har- 
deft winter that is)thereare alfoHawkes, great and 
fmall, Partriges,Thrufh,and Thruflels abundance 
very fat. As alio Filladies,Nightingales and fuch like 
fmall birds that fing moft plcafantly. 

There are alfo birds that liue by prey, as Rauens, 

Gripes, Crowes,&c. ForWatcr-fowle, there is ccr- wm-fiwlt. 
tainlyfogood, and as much varietie,as in any part 
of the world; as Gecfe, Ducks, Pigeons, Gulls, Pen¬ 
guins, and many other forts. 

Thefc Penguins are as bigge as Gecfe, and flye 
not, for they hauebut a littlefhort wing, and they 
multipliefo infinitely, vpon a certaine flat Hand,that . 
men driue them from thence vpon a boord,into their 
boats by hundreds at a time; as if God had made ‘ 
the innocency of fo poore a creature, to become 
fuch an admirable inftrument for the fomentation of 
man. 

There are alfo Godwits, Curlewcs,and a certaine 
kindc of fowle that are called Oxen and Kine, with 
fuch like; which fowle doc not only fteedc thofc that 
trade thither greatly for foode, but alfo they area 
great furthering to diuers Ships voyages,becaufe the . 
abundance of them is fuch, that the Fifhcrmen doc 
bait their hookes with the quarters of Sea-fowle on 
them: and therewith fome {hips doe yecrely take a 
great part of their fifhing voyages, with fuch baite, 
before they can get others. 

The frcfli Waters and Springs of that Coun* Fujbwtutrani 
trey, are many in number, and withall very plea- fm s > 
knt, delightfulland wholefome, that no Countrcy

But the chiefe commodities of Ncw-fomd-tatid yet 
knovvnc, and which isgrowne to be a fettled trade, 
and that which may be much bettered by an orderly 
Plantation there, (if the Traders thither will take 
fome better courfe, then formerly they haue done,as 
ftiall be dedared)is the Codfifhing vpon that Coaft, cod.flbmgh 
by which our Nation and many other Countries are put hope if be- 
enricht and greatly comforted. 

And if I fhould here fet downc a valuation of that 
fifh, which the French, Bifcaines,and Portugal ietch Tbebmfitm. 
yecicly from this Coaft of New-found-land, {and the $*l? a France 
Bank, which lieth within 25. leagues to the#*/? fyfimfifiing' 
of that- Countrey , where the French vfe to vpmtbtflctgfli. 
Winter and Summer, vfually making two voyages 
eucry yecre thither: (To which places, and to the 
Coaft of Canady , which lieth neerc vnto it,are yeerc- 
ly fentfrom thofe Countries, more then 400. faile of 
(hips:)

And this certainely, in my vnderftanding, is a Agmtbaefit 
point worthy of confideration, that fo great wealth 
ftiould ycercly be raifed, by one foie commodity of 
that Countrcy, yea by one onely fort of fifh 3 and not 
vpon any other trade thither, which muft needes 
yeeld 3 with the imployments thereof, great riches 
to your Maiefties fubie&s: And this alfo to bee ga¬ 
thered and brought home by the foie labour and in- 
duftryof men, without exchange or exportation of 
ourCoine,and natiueCommodities, or other ad- 
uenture (then of neeeflary prouifions for the fifh ing ) 
as Salt, Nets,Leads,Hookes,Lines, and the likcj anid 
of visuals,as Bread,Beere, Beefe, and Porke, in com¬ 
petent meafure, according to the number and pro¬ 
portion of men imployed in thofe voyages. 

The conuerting of thefe commodities (gotten 
by fifhing) into money, cannoKhufe but be a great 
benefit to all your Maiefties Kingdomes in many re- 
fpedsi 

What the charge in fetting foorth ofthefo 250. 
failemight amount vnto (being onely for victuals, 
which our Countrey yeeldeth ) I hold it not fit heere 
to fet downe, left I fhould be accufed for breaking a . 
gap into other mens grounds. 

Andwitball,itistobeconfidered,that the Trade rherdkfe that 
thither (as-now it is) doth yeerely fet on wqrkg y and ' lb ' there 
relieue great numbers of people, as Bakfetsyl

Difcoueries may bee made, and new trades found 
out, yea, peraduenture the fuppofedNorth-weft pat 
fage: For if it can be prooued, or if there be any pot 
Ability or probability, that there is fuch a paflage, 
rheViortbmi ontheNorthfideof America towards Japan and Chi- 
mtlpalfageto which in theopinion of fbme men, is to lie neere 
cbm the height of 64. degrees : the fitteft place from 
whence to proceed to that Difcouery, is (in my opi¬ 
nion) the Nervfoitndl.wd. And for thofet|lgt hcnce- 
foorth attempt to fcarch that ftrai rf^^ bwiige % to 
fet foorth fooner and more early^^P^fetoforc 
they haue done, and to faile dire&ly to fdrtic conue- 
nient Habour in New found-land, there to refreih 
themfelues with fuch prouifion as (hall bee needfull $ 
and fo putout from tnence about the twentieth day 
of May (if it bee once fet in a faire Wefterly winde) 
and to faile along the North part of New-found-land, 
and that Coaft which is called Cambaleu, continu¬ 
ing thatNorthcrlycourfevnto 64. which is but 12. 
degrees from the Newfoundland', and it may be failed 
in lefle then fixe dayes, with a faire Wefterly winde, 
which commonly maketh a cleere coaft all along to 
the North, both from fogges and Ice alfo j both 
> which are violent hinderers to men that haue vn- 
: dertakenthefe voyages - For comming to feeke out 
1 thofe ftraights or pafiages, with a large Eafterlv, 
Southerly, or Northerly winde, which commonly 
bring on that Coaft the fogges and Ice; and com¬ 
ming fo late in the Summer, they haue thereby loft 
the aduantage and benefit of time, for finding out fo 
happyabufinefle. 

But if this defigne of a Plantation fhould not bee 

enter- 
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entertained, and thorowlyprofecuted, it may bee 
iuftiy doubted, that fome other Prince will ftep in, 
and vndertake the fame • which if it fhould fo fall 
out, your Maiefty (hall not onelylofe all thofe ad¬ 
vantages and benefits, which your Maiefty, and 
your Fubiefts might reape by this Plantation, but 
alfo the aduall poffeflion • and then thofe that 
fliould viurpe your Maieftics right there,will be an 
hindrance to your Maiefty,either to remoue them, 
or to plant by them, without hazarding a breach of 
peace. 

And it may bee feared, thatfuch a Plantation, 
growing to haue ftrength,your fubie&s fliall be (if 
not prohibited)yet at leaft hindred of their free tra¬ 
ding and filhing there, or conftrained to take their 
filh of the Planters,and at their prices 5 which may 
fall out to be a notable dilferuice to your Maiefty, 
and the vtter ouerthrow of your fubie&s trade thi¬ 
ther. 

Butin fetting downe the aduantages wee fliall ugmtadmm. 
haue by a fettled Plantation there, I haue fufficient- 
Ay difeouered, what our lofles will be, if we fuffer by fettling a 
ourfeluestobcpreuentedbyothers. Plantation in 

That Countrey may be made a place ofgreat vie hS, " 

and aduantage for this State , in any aftion that 
may ingage vs, by way of attempt or defence, in re¬ 
gard ofthole parts of the world. 

For the firft, this Couhtrey lyeth lb neere the 
courfe which the Spanilh Ihips, that come from 
Mexico, Hmns , and other,places of the Weft-Indies, 
liold in their retume from thence, that they of 
ten faile within 190. leagues from the South part 
thereof.

In 
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In they cere 1615. whileft I was in that Coun- 
trey,three (hips returning from the Weft-Indies, did 
arriue there, purpofeiy to refrefh themfelues with 
water,wood, fi(h,and fowle, and fohauediuers 0- 
thers done at other times to my knowledge. 
MKchbtihbte *, Sundry Portugall /hips haue alfo come thither 
Kmm toloade fifh from the Engl/famd haue gi- 

£v>T WW ? 1 uen them a good price for the fame, and failed from 
} I'j thence with it to where that kindeof fifhis 
; ! in great.requeft, and they haue made great profit 
1 thereby. 

And diuers Dutch and. French (hips haue alfo of¬ 
tentimes come thither,purpofely to Ioade fi(h from 
the Englijh, which they afterwatds tranfportinto 
Italy, Spaine, and other parts, whereby they imploy 
both their (hipping and Mariners, making good 
profit thereof. 

Wee haue already fpoken of the great numbers 
of French and Portugall (hipping, that vfually trade 
eucry yeere to this Coaft, and the places neere ad- 
ioyning in fifhing voyages :£o that what in all like¬ 
lihood may be the euent of a Plantation to be made 
! there,if either Spaine or France (houldbrcake league 

with your Maiefty, or your royall Progeny* ,1 leaue 
to the confideration of your. Maiefty. r . . 
kniv&uuL • ^nd certainely,as your Maieftics fubie&s (ailing 
ivUtbegotHfor to and from Virginia, England, and the Ber- 

i : Maie l i<l °' ww&IIands, might in any extremity (hauing (pent 
! Tkntaim* amaftoryard,orwhenanyleakcisfprung)beere- 
j ’ iieued, .& at other times refrefiuhcmfelues in their 
I voyages, where are gpod.commoditics,ifa Planta- 

[ tion were fettled, neere about Trejpajfey $ So vpon 

! occafion of any attempr, or other iniurics which 

might 
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might be offered vnto thofe more remote Plantati¬ 
ons, they might from thence rcceiue fuccour in 
/boner time then from England. 

Befides all this, it would be a great eafe to all the A r t* claU 
reft of your Maieftiesfubietts, if fomepartofour TurdmaUbis 
fuperabounding multitudes were tranfplanted into MMfliesotbn 
New found-land 5 for befides the great number 0 f #»$*»«. 
idle perfons that Hue heere,fpcndingtheirtimein 
dr nking,and other exceflesjamong which,many of 
your New-found-land men may be reckoned, during 
the winter feafon,whileft they are at home: There 
are many thoufands of poore people of both fexes, 
which might bee well /pared out of all your Maie- 
ftiesDominions, wholiuing penurioufly, and in 
great want, would be perfwaded to remoouc their 
dwelling into New-found-land , where they might 
not onely free themfelues oftheir prefent miferies, 
butalfoby theirinduftry,intimeinrich themfelues, 
and deferue wel ofthe State by their imployments- 
for there is ycerely great abundance of good fifli 
loftforwant of labourers, and diuers othergood 
things alfo, whereof great benefit might bee 
made. 

Neither are the people of thofe your Maiefties 
Kingdomcs,' any way inferiourto other Nations 
in courage, either to vndertake, or maintaine, but 
they are often IefTe induftrious aud diligent • And 
(with griefe it is to be fpoken) by our fluggiflinefle, 
fome of our neere neighbours haue wonne from vs 
the ancient honour, and that reputation, by which 
wee were held the Mafters or Nauigation, and 
Commanders of the Seas. 

And I am verily of opinion, if their Audit were 
F a truly 
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trudy publilhed to the world, that their trade of 
fifhlng vpon your Maiefties Sea-coafts, hath beene 
the belt roeanes of their prefent ftrength, hauing 
thereby increafcd their (hipping and wealth, and 
inabled theirracn for Nauigation; For it is well 
Jmowne,that the French and alfo the Dutch, by their 
fifhingfoneereon your Maiefties Sea-coafts, doe 
vfera petty kinde of picking away of infinite fums 
of mony yeerely from your Maiefties Kingdomcsj 
not onely from North-Yarmouth,and other places 
thereby,all the time that the Herring fifhing lafteth • 
bptalfoat other places for Mackerell,Soles,Whi¬ 
tings , and other forts of fifh which they take, in 
fight of your Maiefties Kingdome , and bring it. 
heere to land daily, and fell it for ready money. 
Such daily gathering away of coyne, may well bee 
remedied, if your Maiefties fubic&s would but for- 
beare to buy any frefli fifh of other Nations,(which 
me thinkes they (hould) then Strangers fliould bee 
conftrained to bring coyne into your Maiefties 
Kingdomes with their fifh, to fet poore people a- 
tvjorke to fait and preferue their Herrings,and other 
fifh withall, when they, .bring it heere a-land ; 
whereby fome Cuftomes and other duties will alfo 
grow to your Maiefty : or otherwife they will 
leaue their daily fi/hing fo neere your Maiefties 
Kingdomes (as now they doe) and thenfuch fifh 
will be the more plentiful! for your Highncffe fub- 
iedlsto take, and thereby greatly incourage them 
to fet forth and imploy many a poore man the more 
iitfifhing, then now there is- and it will then not 
onely preferue great fums of money yeerely from 
carrying away from your Maieftes Kingdomes,but 
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alfothere will bee much more gotten, than now 
there island greater numbers of Mariners thereby 
yeerelyincreafed, to bee very feruiceable for the 
Nauy,whcn there may be caule. 

Now that which is like to be the prefent benefit, 
and which (in my opinion)will weigh rnoft toward 
the furtherance of this Plantation in New-found-laud 
at firft,by rcafon of the many confequences theirof, 
is the bettering of our Trade there,which will fall 
out exceeding beneficiall in diuers relpeds, if thole 
who aduenture thither, will follow fome better 
courfe then formerly they haue vfed: And in fo do¬ 
ing, Ihips may then faile in much more fafety thi¬ 
ther, and returneycerely from thence much more 
richer then now they doe 5 For many diforderly 
courfesareycerly committed by fome traders and 
aduenturers thither, infettingforth to that Coun¬ 
trey, and pra&ifed by fome of them when they ar- 
riue there. If thefe diforders were reformed, the 
great benefit expeded will foone follow. 

It is well knowne, that they which aduenture to 
New-found-hod a filhing, begin to drelfe and pro- 
uide their Ihips ready commonly in'the moneths 
of December,Ianuary, and February, and are ready 
to fet fooith at Sea in thofe voyages neere the end 
of February, being commonly the foulefttimcin 
theyeere. And thus they doe, firming to be there 
firft in a Harbour, to obtaine the name of Admirall 
that yeere- and fo,to haue the chiefeft place to make 
their fifii on, where they may doe it with the grea- 
teftcafe, and hauerhechoyceof diuers other ne- 
celfariesinthe Harbors,which do them little ftead: 
but the taking of them, wrongs many others of 
. . F.£„ vonr. 
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your Maiefties fubie&s, which* arriue thereafter 
the firft. 

And thus by their hafting thither, oftentimes 
there comes not only danger tothcmfelues,but alfo 
great mifehiefe, andlofles to many others which 
arriue there after the firft • as it may by that which 
followes truly appeare. 

For by the hafting foorth, as now they vfe, they 
greatly 'indanger thcmfelues , being many times 
beaten with rough and ftormy windesj ana often¬ 
times they aretherby forced to retumc backe with 
great lofle both of mens Hues and goods, as it is- 
wdi knowne: So that to get the fuperiority to ar¬ 
riue there firft into an Harbour,they will beare fuch 
anouer-preftfaile,and infodefperate a manner, as 
there are no true vnderftanding Sea-men that vfe 
the like to any other part of the world, whereunto 
theMafters of diuers fhips haue beenc often pro- 
uoked,notonely by their owne indiferetion • but 
alfo chiefely by the fclfc-will ignorance of fome 
careleffe Sailers of their company • For albeit 
when the -fogges are thickc, and the nights darke, 
that fometimes they cannot difeerne the length of 
three!fhips in the way before them, and the Ice 
often threatning muchperill to them:yet on runnes 
the fhipamaincyfofaftas poffibly fheemay, when 
commorily moft part of the company are faft a- 
fleep,eucn with extreme hazard of theirliues 5 Thus 
’Dmgers tfttn many times both fhips and men haue been fuddenly 
t ff 7 bJ dTr. caftaway, in diuers places, to the vtter vndoingof 
ftntewjji. ' many Aduenturers and families: So had I my fclfe 
a fhip loft, failing to that Countrcy, and diuers o- 
thers the like. 

And 



And alfo this vntimely fetting foorth , confu- 
meth a great quantity of victuals;, that might bee * 
faued to better purpofe,and it forccththem to carry 
andrccarry many more men in cuery fliip, euery 
voyage, then they necdc, if th^y oncetakea fitter 
courfe in thefe voyages. 

Then when they arriue there,fuch ftages & houfes 
that the firftarriuers into an Harbour find ftanding- 
wherin men fet diuers nece(farics,and alfo fait their 
fifhjfome men haue vied to pul down,or taken their nlfoMy cm- 
plcafures of them jby which vnfit diforders offome f M - 
firft arriuers there y eerely, thofc which arriue after 
them,are fometimes 20. dayesandmorcroprouide. 
boords and timber, to fit their boates for fifhing- 
and other neceffary roomes to fait and dry their 
filhonj whereby much time is loft, and vi&uals 
confirmed to no good purpofe 5 and thereby alfo 
another great inconucniencc followcth, by rcafon 
the voyag :s of the aftcr-commcrs there, are often 
greatly hindred and prolonged,to the great hurt of 
yourMaiefty , and many a good fubieft: and the 
Mariners themfeliics which trade to that Country, 
and commit thofe great abufes, are thereby alfo 
much wronged,as they haue acknowledged in their 
prefentincntSjby theirdiforderlybchaiiiour there. 

Wherefore if fuch which hencefoorth aduen- 
turetothat Countrey, take fome b tter courfe in 
that trade of frilling,then heretofore they haue vfed, 
they fhall finde the greater fafety of their aduen- 
turcs,and much good the more thereby .For where¬ 
as heeretofore they haue vfed to make ready their 
fhipsto faile in thofe voyages, in fuch vnfeaionable 
time of the yeerc , whereby they often rcceiue 
'V fuch 1 
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fuch great hinderances and Ioffes as aforefaid - they 
need not then goe foorth in the laid voyage, vntill 
the Hue and twentieth day of March, which is a 
fit time of the yeere to put to Sea from oiirCoaft 
to that Countrey; the winter ftormes beginning 
mb time and then to ccafe • And then any fuch ihip which carries 
jJJ* ^ in her thirty men in euery voyage, may well leaue 
S ' fixe men there behinde them, or more, all the win- 

, ter feafon, vntill the Ihips returne to them againe • 
And thefe fixe mens viftuals will befaued,and feruc 
tobettervfe, and thereby alfolikewifecut offthat 
moneths fetting forth in thofe Voyages fo fooiie in 
the yeere, as now men vfe to doe, and then the vi¬ 
suals for that moneth, which is lo vainly,and with 
fuch great danger confumed, may well maintainc 
thofemen, which are left in theCountrey all the 
winter feafon, till the fhips returne to them againc, 
with a very fmall addition to it. 

Agood munis And if it may fo pleafe your Maiefty, that any 
vmgujurtiy. fobiedt which will vndertake to fettle people in the 
9 T^ew-found-landy (hall haue this priuiledgethat in 

cafe he leaue there a fifth perfon of fuch which hee 
carries thither in his fifhing voyage to inhabit; 
wherby thofe men fo left, might keepe a certaine 
place continually for theit fifhing, and drying thcr- 
of, whenfoeuer their fliip arriueth thither; then 

( would all fuch which leaue people there, build 
ftronghoufes,and fitting nccefiary roomesfor all 
•purpofes; and then in fome of thofe ncceflatyhou- 
fes, orroomes^ they may put their fifh when it is 
i dried j which fifh now ftandeth after fuch.timc it is 
dried, vntill it is fhipped, which is commonly nigh 
. three moneths.of the yeere, in great heapes packt 
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vp vncouered, in all the heatc and raiiie that falleth^ 
whereby great abundance of good filh is there 
yeerely fpoiled, and caft away for want of fuch ne- 
ceflary roomes: And for the.want of fuch fit houfes 
in that Country, fome mens voyages (to my know¬ 
ledge) hauc beenc greatly ouerthrowne 3 whereby 
diuersaduenturershaue receiued great Ioffes: ^nd 
then a meane place to make fi(h on, will bee made 
much more commodious then the beft place is 
now, that men fo dangeroufly and defperately run 
for euery yecre* And thus euery mans fifhing Pin- i 
naces may bee preferued in fuch perfed readinefle, \ 
againfthis fliip fell yeerely arriue there againe ; I 
which Pinnaces are now often loft, and fometimes 1 
torne in pieces by the firft arriuers there,very difor- I 
derly, and moft Ihamefully. 

And if fuch Pinnaces,and fuch Stages and Hou¬ 
fes may be there maintained and kept in fuch rcadi- 
nelfe yeerely, it would bee the moft pleafanr, pro¬ 
fitable,and commodious trade offilhing,and other- 
wile,vnto your Maiefties fubieds,that is at this time 
in any part of the world. 

For then euery /hips company might yeerely fall 
to filhing, the very next or lecond day after their ar- 
riuall there 5 whereas now,it is aboue twenty dayes 
in euery voyage, vntill they are fitted for that pur- 
pofe ; and then fuch i hips Ihould not neede fo foone 
to hafte away from England, as now they vfe to doe 
in thefe voyages,by one moneth at leaftj mens liues 
might be then thereby much the better laued, lelfe 
victuals wafted, and many dangers preuented. And 
fo then euery Ihip in euery fuch voyage, may gaine 
quickly one hundred pound more then now they 
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doe that vfually carry thither but twenty men, by 
leauing of foure men there of twenty • And as the 
proportion (before named) holds for leauing fixe 
men in Mew-found-Und of thirty, fo the allowing of 
men to bee made proportionably from eucry fliip 
that trades there in fiihing, will foone raife many 
people to be fettled there in euery Harbour where 
our Nation vfeth to filh, and in other Harbours 
there alfo in little time. 

Some fhips by this courfc may then quickly 
gaine by filhing abouc two hundred pound, and 
fomc three hundred pound and more, according to 
their grcatnelfe, more then they doc yeerely now • 
Andthofe men fo left, will at times manure land 
for corne, faw boords, and fit Timber to bee tranf- 
ported from thence, andfearch out for diuers other 
good commodities in the Countrcy, which as yet 
Great benefit to lye vndifeouered • and by fuch mcanes the Land 
begotten. w ill.bee in little time fitly peopled with diuers 
i poore handy-crafts men, thatmay be fo commodi- 
j oufiy carried, thither to liuc with their wiues and 
; families: for women and youths may bee there 
j well imployed to doe diuers fit feruices ; which 
: now the better fort of the Filher-men are con- 
ftrained to doe , for-want of. fuch other people 
there. 

And that no man elfe fliould appropriate to 
himfelfe any fuch certaineplace, and commodity 
for his fifhing voyage^ except hee will in fuc-h man¬ 
ner.fettle a fifth part of. his company there toliue : 
And then fuch Aduenturers thither will carefully 
prouide, yeerely for fuch as theyleauethete; not 
onely for bread and.viftuals, but likewifc for all 
. - necefv 
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neceffary tooIcs,fit for any kind of husbandryjThe 
charge thereof will yeerely repay it felfe, with the 
benefit of their labours that (hall bee fo left there, 
with great aduantage. 

And for others which yeerely aduenture thither, 
and will not fettle people therein fuch maner • they 
may hold on fuch vnfit courfes in fetting on to that 
Countrey, and take their places, as it falleth out, as , 
formerly they haue done; wherein I am perfwaded • 
they will foone grow weary, when they /hall fee : 
the great commodity and benefit that other men 
will gaine by fettling of people there. 

By this meancs Will the burthens and numbers incmftofjbif. 
of your Maieftirs fubie&s /hipping bee greatly in . madman- 
creafed,and ftrengthned,and great numbers ofMa - ntU - 
riners yeerely augmented • and then our /hipping 
may well trade thither two voyages in cucry yecre, 
and more,whereas now they goe but once. 

If you will know what vi&uals might bee faued nmvifaiis 
by thofefixemenof thirty fo to bee left there,and wyhyurfy 
foproportionably for greater numbers- this is the ^ ' 
eftimatc. 

The allowance of vi&uall to maintaine eueiy fixe 
men onely, to carry and recarry them outwards 
bound and homewards, is fixe hog/heads of becrc, 
and 600. waight of bread, befidcsbeefe and other 
prouifion-vvhich men,when they faile to and fro(as 
now they vfe) doc little good, or any feruice at all, 
but pefter the /hip in which they arc, with their 
bread, beerc, water, wood,vidtuall,fifh, chefts, and 
diuers other trumperies, that eucryfuch fixe men 
doc cumber the fhip withall yeerely from thence : 
which men, when the voyage is made, may be ac- 
G i counted 
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c ounted vnneceffary perfons returning yerely from 
thence as now they vie to doe. 

But being left in the Countrcy in fuch manner,as 
aforcfaid,thofe parts of thcfe fliips that leaue thofe 
men there, thar are fo peftered now yeerely with 
Hawfitpsjwy fuch vnprofitable things, maybe filled vp yeerely 
Tomihmt S°°d ^3 a°d many bencficiall commodities, 
mntbennm for the good of thofe Aduenturers that wil fo fettle 
tbty vfetidoe. people there to plant. 

Thcfe men that may be fo fitly left in the Coun¬ 
trey, will not onely bee free from the perils of the 
Sea, by not returning yeerely, as now they vfe to 
doe,but will liue there very pleafantlyj and (if they 
beinduftrious people) gaine twice as much in the 
abfenceofthe Ihips that leaue them there, more 
then twelue men ihallbeeableto benefit their Ma¬ 
ilers, that are kept vpon molt Farmes in England in 
awholcyeerc.. 

For certainely I haue there already often ftene, 
1 and knowne by experience,to my coft 5 that the defi- 
r, t red Plantation can neuer bee made beneficiall by 
1 {L °' \ L fuch idle perfons, as I found there the yeere 1 5 18. 
CjP ' t; when I was there with power, by vertue of a grant 
from the Patentees, which people had remained 
there a whole yeere, before I came neere, or knew 
any one ofthem 5 and in all which time they had not 
I applied themfelues to any commendable thing • no 

: not fo much as to make themfelues an houle to 

: lodge in, but lay moll lhamefully in fuch cold and 
; fimple roomes all the winter , as.the Filhermen 
had formerly built there for their necelfary occafi- 

* ons, the yeere before thofe men arriued there. 

Such perfons arc not fit to aduance your Maie- 
llies 
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flies moft worthy intended worke there-butrathtr 
liluch dilgrace and hinder the fame. 

Therefore feeing thofe people that were fo for¬ 
merly lent to plant in the South part of the Coun¬ 
trey, to bee fo vnfit for that feruice, as it is well 
knowneto mahymen, I grew out of heart to be¬ 
hold fuchabufe to bee vfed by thofe' that were do 
fent to plant. 

Yet entring into confideration, how iniurious I 
fhould be to God,and (as I did conceiue in my con- 
fcience) trecherous to your Maiefty,and my Coun¬ 
try,hauing-once as it were laid hold oh the plough, 
I fhould take it off and looke backe • I did then jn- 
couragc my retiring fpirits: notwithftanding all 
my former wrongs then fuftained by Pirats & fuch 
idle perfons. And although I found them that were 
fo formerly fent to plant,fo vnfit for that feruice • t 
didnotonely confiaerof the fitteft courfe where¬ 
by to aduance that worke, which was formerly fo 
worthily intended - butalfo truly and plainely to 
Write this Difcouery, as now I haue, how cofnmo- 
dioufly and beneficially it may bee proceeded on • 
andfo fhipped lome of them to returne home a- 
gaine,arid gaue others lcaiie to depart,all,excepting 
fixe onely 5 to whom I gaue directions for building 
an houfe,and imploying themfclues,othcrvvlfe then 
formerly they had done,vntill they heard from the 
Gentleman that fent them thither: Andfo they li- 
ued there pleafantly all the next winter. 

Now hauinglaid open a commodious and be- 
neficiall courfe how that Land may be peopled-yet 
I fuppofe it may be qucftioned,that ifafifth man of 
fome (hips, or euery fhip were fo left in the Court- 
G-3 : treys 
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trey • that it will rather leffen the number of Mari¬ 
ners, that may be ready hcere at home to doe your 
Maiefty feruice,thento increafethem: and fo by 
mifconcciuing therein , your Maiefties intended 
Plantation may be hindrea. 

To which I anfwere, that.tnoft fiiips which 
trade thither yeerely afifhing, doe commonly 
carry in them euery fifth perfon that was neuer at 
Sea before, or fuch as haue but little vnderftan- 
ding in their Compalfe • neither knowledge of 
Sea-tcrmcsj or wha,t,to doe in a (hip: and thofe 
menare -yeerely hired by the Owners,and Victual¬ 
lers foorthof fiiips in thofe voyages, and by the 
Matter of the Ihip, and the better fort of men for 
fmall wages, who haucthebcnefit of their (hares • 
and they doe feruc eucn fo fitly for fome pur- 
pofes in thofe Nm-land voyages the firft yeere, 
as fome of thofe men doe that haue bcene there of¬ 
ten : So .that -by carrying thither yeerely euery 
fifth man,, fuch as were neuer there before , there 
will be much aboue i ooo.Sea-men incrcafed euery 
yeere by that trade - and they being left there the 
winter,will at times kill Deere and other beafts,and 
alfo take ftorc of fifti tobe tranfportedfr om thence, 
and fowle.for their prouifion - and it will harden 
them well to the Sea, and at other times they 
may imploythemfelues beneficially in Husbandry 
vpon the land, as feruants ought to doe. So that 
whereas there goes now yeerely, as the trade is, 
fometimes aboue two hundred and fifty Saile of 
your Maiefties fubieCts fiiips, with aboue fiuc thou- 
fand men in themjand being yeerely carried thither 
the fifth perfon that was neuer at Sea before, there 



wilfbee by that courfe increafed aboue fine thou- 
fand Sea-men in euery fiue ycercs • and whereas 
now there is trading thither aboue two hundred 
and fifty Saile of fhips in diuers yeeres, there will 
be then inlittle time(God ble/Iing that trade)aboue 
foure hundred Saile ofyour Maiefties fubiedts fhips 
there imploycd yeerely , which may bee an vn- 
fpeakeablc greater increafe of wealth,ftrength,and 
power vnto your Maieftie, and all your Maiefties 
other Kingdomes,than now it is. 

And although it be well knownc, that the 
found-land yeeldeth yeerely fuch great blcflings 
from God, by the trade thither, as now it is, to 
maintainc Chriftians • yet many of our Englifh 
Nation, who in greatfiilnefletafteofthem, doe 
there, as it were,moft vnthankefully tread them 
vnder their feetc • as may partly appcarc by the fol¬ 
lowing Difcourfc. For it is moftcertainc that our 
Nation, vpon their arriuall yeerely to that Coun¬ 
trey,doe cut downc many of the beft trees they can 1 
finde, to build their ftages and roomes withall,for 
their then neceflary occafionsj hewing,rinding,and 
deftroying many others,that grow withina mile of 
theSea,wherethcyvfctofifhi , 

The rindcs of thefe trees' ferue to couer their 


Stages, and-hcocflary roomes,with turfes on them-. 
fo that in few ycercs, I feai e, that moft of the good 
timber trees neerc the Sea-fide, where men vfc to 
filh, will bee cither felled, fpoiled or burned: yet 
at our peoples departure from fuch Roomes and- 
Stages, they williuffcr but little thereof toftand,-. 
whereby to doe any man fcruice the ycere cm 
iTuing.. 


Theft; 
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Thefe are fuch great abufcs, which are moft la¬ 
mentable to bee fuffcred, and therefore it is great 

a that it is not redrefled: for no Nation elle 
the like; neither doe the Sauagc people, af¬ 
ter fuch time as our Countrcy-men come from 
thence,either hurt or burne any thing oftheirs,that 
they leauebehinde them • fo that thofe trees, and 
that timber might beconuerted to many feruice- 
ablevfes,forthegoodof yourMaiefty, and your 
Highndfe Subie&s, if reformation thereof were 
haa. 

Now I thinke good to make knownepartly what 
abufes bee alfo offered to the Harbours and Rodes 
in 'X&v-found-UndjihtLt are fo beautifull, & fo excel- 
. lent, ordained by God, for (hips to ride fafe in at 
anchor j as there are not better in any part of the 
world - yet for all this beauty of theirs, and the 
commodity that wee receiue by them; thefe difor- 
ders diuers men of our Nation doe there commit, 
via. 


All ihips,for euery voyage they make there,takc 
in many exceeding great ftones,therewith to preffe 
their dry fifli in their /hips - which worke being 
. done, they caff many of thefe ftones into the Har¬ 
bours where they riae at Anchor, which are to be 
feene lying in great heapesin fome places, within 
. three fedome of water, to the great indangering of 
Ihipsand cables • to the peril! alfo both ofmens 
liues,and their goods, and likely in time to choake 
vp or /poile many excellent Harbors in that Coun- 
.trey,ir prouifion be not by y our Maiefties high au¬ 
thority made to the contrary. 

All thefe formerabufes are confefled by diuers 
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Matters of Englifh fljips, in the briefe of the pre- 
fentments, that follow in the latter pait of this 
booke, as may appeare, the which being made 
knowne to the fubie&s that aduenture thither,I am 
confident (in my opinion) that they fhould all moft 
humbly dcfire your Maiefty, that there may bee 
fome better gouernment eftablifiied thcre^ than 
now it is: and that fuch which plant there, may not 
abufe or hinder any fuch which yeerely come thi¬ 
ther a fifhing, whereby they (houldhaue any iuft 
caufe to complaine the one againft the other,as now 
they doe. 

And becaufe my defire is, that not onely Mer¬ 
chants, or fuch as liue neere the Sea-fide,but alfo all 
others that fhall giuc their furtherance to this Plan¬ 
tation, either by aduenturing their moneys, or 
fending men thither (becaufe it istobevndertakea 
by men of good ability) and in fuch manner, as di¬ 
ners wealthy men doe in other Countreys,ioyning 
their purfes to further any fuch good worke: I 
thinke it fit to thew how inch perfons may aduen¬ 
ture to that Country,though they .dwell farre from 
the Sea-coaftjand others likewife that dwell neere, 
may doe it with little trouble, but onely by a tnifty 
feruant, to giue account y eerely of his disburfings, 
and likewife of his rcceits • which (I truft) will bee 
very beneficiall to all fuch as will aduenture there¬ 
in; Yet I fuppofe that fome, who dwell farre from 
the Sea-coaft,may fay,they are fo farre off^that they 
fhquld be but little the better for a Plantation to 
bee made in New-found-Lnd, and fomay hold it a 
needlelfe thingfor them;to know how beneficiall 
that Couairey hath longtime bcene cothefe your 
r :' : . H • Maie- 
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Maiefties Kingdomes ; and how it may in little 
time be worth double to your Maiefties fubiedts, in 
refpcd: of what now it is, euen in the onely trade of 
filhing, befidesthe good that may come by other 
trades and commodities to be had from thence. 

To fuch therefore that ftiould fo obiecft, that 
thofe that liue farre from the Sea, whether Gentle¬ 
men or others 5 and are not experienced in affaires 
of this nature, cannot fo conucniently aduenture 
thitherjl anfwere,that none of your Maiefties Sub¬ 
jects dwell further then loo. miles from the Sea- 
fide,which is no great iourney 5 By the fame reafon, 
that Commodities brought from Forraine parts, 
and landed on your Maiefties Sea-cOafts, and Ha- 
uen-townes,are difperfed thorow all places ofyour 
Maiefties Kingdomes, and fo vented (our menli- 
uingthus in any of thefe places) may with as little 
difficulty aduenture to the New-found-land, andalfo 
into other Countries ; For as we haue the example 
ofdiuers, both Gentlemen and others of Italy, 
Sprint, Germany, Sauoy , the Low Countreys,and o- 
ther places that come ycerely, fome of them more 
then 200. miles to the City oiStuid, purpofelyto 
feile from thence to the Wefi-Indies , and thefe doc 
yeerely returne rich 5 So it may be alfo well vnder- 
ftoodby the following Difcourfe, how commodi- 
oufly there may bee fent many people from any 
.part ofyour Maiefties Kingdomes to bee there im- 
ployed,that haue but fmall meanes to liue, and bee 
very beneficiall tothemfelues, and all thofe which 
ftiajl be fo imploy ed there. , 

The firft thing, therefore : that t wilt aduife any 
fubic# that is but little acquainted with Sea-af¬ 
faires, 
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faires,and fuch as ftialbe willing to aduenture in the 
defired Plantation, is, to acquaint himfelfe with an 
approued vnderftanding man in Sea-affaircs^and al- 
fo with a fecoud-and then with both their opinions 
and his owne judgement,he may fet forward there¬ 
in, withgreater hope of the better fuccelTe 5 for to 
my knowledge, diuers worthy Gentlemen that 
haue aduentured to the Seas j partly through their 
own conceit, feeming to know that which they did 
not, haue alfo oftentimes bin animated on by fomc 
turbulent Ipirits that haue outrun thcmfelues, and 
lb brought men in fuch mindes, that on the coaft of 
Guinnie there, they might gather vp gold along the 
Sea-lhore, waihed vp with the Sea in great abun¬ 
dance* and Iikewife if they would aduentureto the 
Wef-Indies , there they Ihould load their fhips with 
Gold-oare, and draw it aboord their fhips with 
Wheele-barrowes, and then (hare it by the pound • 
and fuch like proiefts. 

Thus,by fuch meancs,diuers worthy Gentlemen 
haue runne fo farre at Sea, in fome fuch vnfit voya¬ 
ges , by ill dire< 5 lions, that they haue quickly 
brought land to water, and neuer knew how to 
fliape a courfe to recouer vnto their land againe • 
God lend all thole that will henceforth aduenture 
to the Seas in any Plantation or otherwife, good 
Pilots, and it will be the greater hope of good fuc- 
celfe to follow. 

Now for thofe that will put their hands to the 
furthering of your Maiefties Plantation in ^Hew- 
found-land , my opinions, they are beft either to 
buyaShipof 100. Tun, and a Pinnace of 40/run, 
or neere fueh burthens, or elfe to hire the like 
Hi Ship 
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Ship to feme for the palling of people,vi&uals, and 
prouilionSjinthe Spring of the yeerc, fit for fuch a 
purpofe, and for the returning offuch filh, and o- 
ther commodities from thence, as thofe men fo 
fent and imployed,imy procure with their labours 5 
and thofe Ships and men fo fent, may bee fo fitted 
and prouided with Salt, Nets, Hookes, Lines, and 
fuch l.kc prouifions, as thofe Ships and men are, 
which ycerely fade thither a fifhing. 

The beft courfe of the two,as I conceiue,is for a- 
ny fuch,to buy aShip and a Pinnaceto feruefor that 
purpofe, and then the Pinnace may bee fent thither 
before the biggerShip, wherby to fettle and begin 
tofiichaconuenicntplace for habitation, as God 
fhall direct them 5 whither the greater fhip may re<- 
paire: and they may imploy themfelues all the time 
that there is good to be done in filhing,in that trade 
onely,and betweene the faile ofthe Shoales of filh, 
they may build hdufes,and prouide other necelfary 
things in perfect readinelfeto be tranfported into 
Spaine, famgall , and Other places beyond the Seas • 
much cheaper then the Hollanders doe* feeing it is 
to be hid there eafily withmans labour only: And 
therefore mote commodioufly from thence for vs, 
from thofe parts, then the Hollanders are able to 
ferue them,as now they doe,who buy fuch commo¬ 
dities with their money inSptMCf-ld/ui, ahd 

other places, and yet thereby gaine much^ -arid in- 
creafe a number of Shipping and Mariners, ahd fet 
them aworke continually in fuch trade. 

Now hauirig ffiewOd howmen may vndertata to 
furtHer this Plantation ^ by f prduiding Ihips for thO 
filhihgtfade,as is formerly e^wefTedjIfuppofethat 
:• '4 : fome 
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fome worthy men, that may be zealous and willing 
to further fo pious, honourable, and bencficiall a' 
worke, may bee vnwilling to trouble them/clucs* 
with the fiihing trade, and yet very willing to fur¬ 
ther the faid Plantation, after iorne other courfe 
that may be leife troublefome to them; which they 
may very well perforate in this mariner: ; 

They may hire a /hip with men,afld victualled t6 
iaile from any part of your Maicfties Kingddracs, 
to the Nexv-found-land , to carry people, victuals, 
beafts,and other prouifions in fuch competent num¬ 
ber, as may bee fit to palfe in fuch a /hip, as any one 
/hall fo hire ; and hauing landed fuch people and 
prouifions there to plant,the /aid /hip may there rc- 
loade fi/h from the fi/hermen; (and if any will plant 
in that manner) they are to bargaine for their fi/h 
heere in England, with fuch as doe fft forth /hips in 
the fi/hing trade, which fi/h may be bought before¬ 
hand of them, to be deliuered there at eight /hil¬ 
lings the hundred waight, or ne0r<2 that price , and 
to pay for the fame within 40 . dayes, more or leife, 
after fuch times heere in England, that there comes 
from thence the fight of any Bills of Exchange, 
from thofe that receiue the fi/h therein that manor; 
and the lhip fo hired, being there loaden, may- faile 
from thence vmo France,Portugal!, Spaine, Or any 0- 
therPort wjthin the ftraights of Gibraltar ; I fup- 
po/e the freight ofeuery Tunoffifirfbto b£ traiifi 
pdrred there, willbce neere fotirepound the-Tun, 
twenty hundred waighttothe Tun; which'ftaight 
andhireforthe (hip^mon-and victuals, in all j:hat 
time, if m^ be agreed to bee paid thc'reWhiere the 
fifhisrraldjTo-thatfohthe-Ki/eof theflirpif^iSiand 
*-r. H 3 ' victuals. 
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visuals, there will be no occafiontodisburfeany 
money, before the jfhip fafely arriue to either of the 
places aforefaid, where, by Gods affiftance, any 
one lhall fo intend to make Tales j and there the fliip 
fo hired may bee fet free • and then what more fo- 
euer the fifh may yeeld, may bee to difchargc the 
buying of the fifli in the New-found-land, and what 
profit may accrew ouerandaboucthefraight and 
hire of the (hip,men,and victuals being difcharged, 
will redound to the good of any man that will ad- 
uenture fo to plant,and hire his (hip in that manner; 
and fuch courfe may anyfutficicnt man take euery 
yecre to further the (aid Plantation, wherefoeuer 
•nedwellinanyof your Maiefties Kingdomes,and 
fohaueone (hip to make three voyages therein a 
ycere., that (halibut land people and prouifionsfor 
them,and prefentlyreloade fuch Fi(h,Mafts,Deale- 
boords, Beames,Timber for buildings, and other 
commodities, fuch as chafe people which hce had 
formerly fent, fiiould haue prouided in rcadinelfe • 
with wnich commodities, if hee returne to Sjtaine 
or Portugal} , it will yccld ready money: and it hee 
returne with it to the City of London and Port of 
Briffoll, or any other place within your Maiefties 
KingdomcSjit will alfo not onely yeeld ready ma¬ 
ny,but it will be a meanes to imploy many the more 
of your Maiefties Subietts and (hipping therein; fo 
that; the Hollanders and other Nations, (hould not 
bring fo much of fuch commodities into your Ma¬ 
iefties Kingdomes as they do now yeerely, and car- 
ry awa^ much coyne for the fame, as it may be well 

AnSwithall it is to be confidcred, that whereas 
now 
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now there are yeerely at 'Km-fotmd-ltmd of your 
Maiefties Subie< 5 fcs /hips in the fi/hing trade, at Jeaft 
15 000. Tun burthen of /hipping 3 as is already ex- 
prelfed, and that thefe fhips yeerely carry thither, 
neere halfe their ladingof/alt, to faue their fifh 
withall, which cannot be lefle then 7000. Tun, the 
which fait, whether it be bought in Sjuune, Portugd 
or France at a cheape rate, it cannot coftle/fe then 
feuen thoufand pounds, which is but twenty/hil¬ 
lings the Tunne, adding the fraight thereunto for 
bringing it from thofe parts, it cannot ftand in lefle 
then twenty/hillings a Tunne more, whichis feuen 
thoufand pounds more j fo that the fait may/land 
thofe that trade thither, as the trade is now, yeere¬ 
ly, with the wafte and tranfportation of it thither, 
much aboue foureteene thou/and pounds 5 of which 
fumme,there is much aboue feuen thou/and pounds 
yeerely bellowed in other Countries, which I 
fliould gladly fliew fome fit meanes that it may bee 
henceforth faued and brought into your Maiefties 
Kingdomes in Coyne, or fomc other good com¬ 
modities. 

The which may be very fitly,commodioufly,and 
beneficially done,if thofe which yeerely aduenture 
thither, will fettle people there in fuch order as a- 
forefaid,in eucry Harbor where they vfe to filh,and 
prouide pannes in euery fuch Harbor to boyle/alt 
toprefeructheir fi/h withall • the which may bee 
perforated there very cheape •; fo in that maner one 
panne will make twenty bu/hels of good fait in 
euery fourc and twenty hourcs for that purpofe • 
onely with man£ labour and the fait water- and hot 
as fome doe vfe^tQ make fait vpon fait 5 artd there 

it 
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it wilbcvndertakentobe made with the wood-fire 
(which may be there had with little labour) with¬ 
out Charcoie or Seacoles.$ and that fait To made 
there, {hall not (land in foure pence the bufhell, to 
thofe that will prouide to make it there in that man¬ 
lier: and now fait ftands thofe that aduenturc there, 
neuer leffe then twenty pence a bu(hell,and fome- 
times three (hillings the buihelland aboue. 

And it is well approued by all thofe that yeerely 
fifli for Ling, Cod, and Herrings vpon all your Ma¬ 
iefties Sea-coafts , that fait orderly boyled in fuch 
manner,doth much better preferue fi(h,andkeepe it 
_ more dclightfuller in tafte, and better for mans bo- 
dyjthen that fifti which is preferued with any other 
kindc of fait j And I am well alTured, that fuch fifli 
asisfaltedwiththefineftwhitefalt, will fell fore 
better in Siuill, and other places of Spatnc and Italy, 
where I hauebeene often, then that which is pre¬ 
ferued with any other kindof muddy fait- and thus 
by takingfucha fit CourfeTor making thereof in 
New found land, it will notonelyfauea great deale 
of coyne yeerely in your Maiefties Kingdomes,but 
alfo imploy,andgreatly inrich your Maiefties Sub¬ 
jects thereby, 

There is no quelftion to bee made,but that thofe 
(hips which may bee To procured to carry people 
thither , will yeerely rcturne from thence deepe 
loaded with good fifli to diuers. places beyond the 
Seas , and make good profit with the imployments 
thereof,(if fit prouifion be madeto take fifti.with- 
allas k qughttobe: for euery man^ the better hee 
dqtjhprpr^ehimfelfcforthat purpofc^ftiall reape 
the greater l>enefit thereby Itti the firft yaridnot bee 
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able to returne from thence, Deale-bords, Mafts, 
andfuchlike, vntillfuchtimeas /hipping be buil- 
dedmuch greater, and fitter for that feruice then 
now they are. 

The trade to the Newfound-land being thus fol¬ 
lowed, as it may well be, yourMaieftics Subiefts 
may then haue there yeerely, aboue 40o.faileof 
good /hips from all your Maiefties other King- 
domes, which will be alwayes in readinefle to bee 
called home from thence, without imbarment of 
any forraine Prince, vpon le/Te then foureteene 
dayes warning,if the winde feme,with aboue eight 
or ten thoufand of lufty,ftrong and feruiccable Sea¬ 
men in them, vpon any occafion of feruice, when 
fome other /hips and Mariners that are then abroad 
in voyages,to the £<</?,or Wejt-Indies , and diuers 0- 
ther places,will not be fo fpeediiy called home-nei- 
ther (when they come) fo luftie and ftrong,as tho/e 
which vfe to the New-found-land are, ifyour Maiefty 
and Kingdomcs haue at any time neucr fo great 
need of their feruice. 

Which being confidered, muft needs bee alfo a 
great terror to any forraine Prince that /hall proffer 
to'quarrell with your Maieftie,when he fhallconfi- 
der that your Maiefty may fo fpeediiy be furni/hed 
with fo many feruiceable /hips of your fubie&s, and 
fo many Saylors,and that but from that onely place 
of trading. 

So,againeit is to bee confidered, that yeerely 
from the New-found-land, as the trade is now, the 
Subie&s bring from thence to the value much a- 
-boue the fumme of i 000.pounds: what the be¬ 
nefit and imployment therof, and the imployments 
•-_ - ■ I ■- ___ of 
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of(hips and Mariners are thereby,may be well con- 
fidered$and that trade carrieth not away any coyne 
out ofthe Land,as fome others doe • neither any o- 
thercommoditiess.md therefore.it may be well vn- 
derftood what a great benefit fballarife to all your 
Maiefties Kingdomes, if the trade be once orderly 
fettled and increafedas aforefaid- and then your 
Maiefties Subieds fhips will be much bigger bud¬ 
ded for that trade, and better furnifhed with good 
Ordnance,fit for any defence J & likewife then Ord¬ 
nance will not bee fo much fold into other Coun¬ 
treys ( as there hath beene great abundance in 
my time) which Ordnance fo fold (I feare) if oc- 
cafionfhould bee offered, may flioot their bullets 
at our owne bofomes, as it is already too much 
fee ne. 

And whereas my opinion is, that it is better to 
buy fhips for that trade, then to take them to hire 
(as fome doe) which ycerelyfcnd fhips thither, to 
loade either fifhor Trayne oyle,and tranfport it in¬ 
to France, Spaine, and other places - is,becaufe that 
thofe which hire fhips for that purpofe, are bound 
by conditions vnder hand and Seale, which wee 
call Charter parties 5 wherein it is expreffed, in 
how many dayes the owners of the fhips are t6 
make them ready, and how many dayes they muft 
Hay there, to attend the Marchant, and fuch like 
conditions: And althoughthe place where they a- 
riue, be neucr fo much ouerlaid with the like com¬ 
modity that they bring j yet there muft they dis¬ 
charge and alfo relade, according to the conditions 
in the Charter partie j though fuch Commodities, 
which, they are to relade, bee there much dearer, 

then 
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then at lo me other place not farre from it * which 
hathbecne a great Ioffe to many Marchants • yea, 
diuers cauils haue rifen thereby between them that 
haue taken and letten Ships in that manner. 

Therefore I hold, that the buying of Ships to 
follow that ffruice, is the belt & profitable!! courfe 
that may be taken therein 5 for then they may fend 
them to New-feundMnd } or where they thinke good 
at all times of the yecrc, and to any place, or Co ma¬ 
ny places as may pleafe God to direct them , to 
make their falcsand imployments; and likewife to 
vent the fame,where they may be belt aduifed. 

Such as will vndertake to fend people to that JfpuMtbfag. 
land, as aforefaid, I would alio aduife them to ac¬ 
quaint themfelues with a fit man to be Mailer in 
each Ship, that vnderftands the order of afifhing 
voyage to that Countrey • and hee will procure fit 
Fifher-men, to goe with him for that purpofe, and 
likewife acquaint them with euery particular thing 
that is fit for fuch a voyage. 

And withall it is to bee obferued, that for euery 
fuch feruant that any Mailer will fend thither to 
plant,ahd liue there all the yccre,hc is to haue a An¬ 
gle fliare allowed vnto euery man alike of fuch filh 
as is taken , whileft they labour together in the 
Summer time with the Ihips company with whom 
they are, though afterwards they flay in the land, 
and follow fome other fcruice for their Mailers, 
whiles the Ihips are imployed abroad in venting 
their commodities, and vntill they returne to them 
againc, to the New-found-land which finglefhare 
of filh To taken, may well defray all the charge 
and hire that any man fhall haue of his Mailer, 

I z who 
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who doth flay there all the winter, with good ad- 

uantage. 

N ote alfo I pray*, that any {hip which (hall be lb - 
. imployed to filh only, as now men vfe to doe, if{he 
be ioo. Tun, doth commonly carry in her 3 6. men 
and boyes; and that {hip will faile well to the ?Qw- 
found-land, and from thence to the Straites of Ctbral. 
Ur, or any other part of Chriftendomc, with 20.of 
the former 3 6.men: fo that r 6.of the laid company 
may veiy well remaine there, till the faid {hips re- 
tume to them againe, and doe good fertiice to your 
Maiefty and themfelues, but moft of allto thofe 
who {hall fend fo great a number thither to liue all 
the yeere 5 whereas now thefe 16. menlyeftillin 
the {hip at great charge euery voyage, much pefte- 
ring the {hips with their perfons, victuals, chefts, 
and diucrs vnprofitable things to no good purpofe, 
asistpuchedbefore. which places in the {hip may 
be filled with good filh and other profitable things, 
if thofe 1 tf.men were left behinde in the Countrey, 
where they may be well imployed,which is almoft 
the one halfe part offuch'a {hips company. 

By this it may plainely bee vnderftood, that the 
vi&uall which thofe 16.men fpend fayling thither, 
and returning homeward, and a moneths vi&u- 
all at leaftjfor all thofe 36. men,will yeerely be-fa- 
ued to- maintaine them there all the winter feafon,, 
withthehelpeof very little visuals to it: andalfa 
it wil be a great good eafe to the Common-wealth, 
to leaue fo many there all the Wintered after this 
rateproportionably fromdiuers{hips, great com¬ 
panies may commodioufly and beneficially be rai¬ 
led toremainethere in little time/romfuch as will 
voluntarily 


voluntarily and willingly entcrtaine their certaine 
places to make their fifli on,and plant: for the moft 
part of thofe men,who may fo well and beneficial¬ 
ly remaine there to plant,may be,fome handicrafts¬ 
men with their wiues, and fome fuch other people 
as your Maiefties Kingdomes may very well fpare, 
doing good to themfelues, their mafters and Com¬ 
mon-wealth, learning experience, and to bee fit for 
diuers other feruices. 

I am alfo confident in my opinion, that if Netv- 
fomd-Und may be thus planted, our Shipping and 
Mariners will be fo greatly increafed, that we may Mariners tote 
hereafter furnifh France, Spine, PortugaU, and other 
Countries, with fuch kinde of fifli as thofe Seas 
doe yeeld • and fo by this meanes the whole fifliing 
trade on that coaft, may be drawne into the hands 
of your Maiefties fubie&s only ■ and whether then 
I or no, it will be moft worthy,and better for your 
Maiefties Kingdomes in gencrall, let each man 
iudge. 

I doe not intend that other Nations fliould bee mm’mhiu 
prohibited the free priuiledge of fiftiing, which for 
many yeeres theyhaue inioyed therewith vs - or w *' 
that wee fliould afliime it vnto our felues by ftrong 
hand, or conftraine thofe that come thither, to take 
their fifli of vs, and at our prices: but this is my on¬ 
ly meaning ; That whereas at this prefent, the' 

French,Bifcaincs, and Portugals fend yeercly to 
that Country many hundred faile offliips, as I haue 
already declared, our men by fayling thither with 
fewer perfons,and in lefle danger in euery fliip then ; 
now we doe,by multiplying their voyages, & {pen¬ 
ding lefle time and vi&uals in the fame, and by car- 
, _ I i ' ryiog 
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lying more and better fifli incuery fhipthen now 
tneyvfctodoc, may be able not onely to furnifh 
France, Spaine , and Italy, withthofecommodities, 
but alio to fell farre better chcape,then any of thefe 
nations can poflibly. fetch the fame from thence 
with their ownc {hipping and labours. And which 
of thefe nations will then aduenture thither,let any 
man iudge, when hee knowes that his returne will 
beaceitainclofle'' 

Fmaofdmtrt Morcouer,our men wintring there,might take of 

Ms. the beafts of the Countrey yeelding Furres, when 
theyareinfeafon, and in their perfection-So that 
in proccffeof time, they may alfo fettle a traffike 
with the Sauages for their Furres of Beuer, Mar- 
tons, Seale, Otters, and whatelfc is of worth a- 
mongft them. 

sbifpkgmm - Shipping alfo (the walls and Bulwarkes of your 

tamed. Maiefties Kingdomcs) will bee heereby not onely 
maintained • but alfo greatly increafed, both in 
number ana burthen , which would bee a great 
aduantage to your Maicfty, and a notable defence 
and addition of ftrength vnto your Maielties King- 
domes vpon all occafions. 

Many more poore Artificers and others will bee 
tnrrorke, s t { ien j n great numbers heereby fet a-worke,what 
now there are • and by the increafe and bettering of 
this Trade,a very great augmentation of your Ma- 
ieftics Reuenues in your Cuftomes muft of necelfi- 
ty follow. , 

And certainely,if this trade and Plantation were 
once fettled in fuch manner, it would prooue, as I 
conceiue, to bee more commodious and beneficiall 
then any other Plantation your Maiefty hath elfe- 
where 
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where in thofe Wefterne parts of the world; for,as 
Ihauefaid, itbringeth in great wealth by mens la- m Mbmgk 
hours, and carrieth away nothing but a little vi&u- in.mnecarned 
als,which would be confumed by fo many idle per- 
fons in lefle then halfe the time, which haue no im- 
ployments,and yet the Kingdomesreceiueno be¬ 
nefit by fuch Drones neither. 

Much more.might be faid to this purpofc: but I 
defire not toinuent, or inlarge matters beyond my 
obferuations; yet thus much alfo may I truely fay, 
that the filhing trade onely on the coaft of New- Fijbhiontk 
found-land , is a fure and good trade to great Brit- 
taine,and therefore deferues to bee cherifhed; for 
trading thither and returning from thence , wee grtstBrittam. 
little feare the Turkes bondage and circumcifion, 
nor any outlandifh Inquifition, nor the Itnbar- 
ments of any Prince, nor fuch contagious heates, as 
thofe finde that trade neere the Line , neither the 
dangerandhurtof Art-wormes, wherewith fhips 
that trade to moft parts Southward,are fometimes 
much fpoiled- nor many other hazards and incon¬ 
veniences, to which fome of our other tradings are 
fubieft. 

And as this Plantation will bee in all refpe< 5 ts fo 
beneficiall, as any of thofe your Maieftie holds a- 
broadelfe where: fo may the fame bee effe&ually 
proceeded on in much more fafcty,and with a great 
deale kite charge. 

For .firft of all, touching the tranfportation of Transporting»/ 
men, victuals and other necelfaries from hence into 
New-found-land, it wil be by thecheapeftand eafieft fau^mbtL-, 
way that can polfibly bejfor there will be no occafi- auntafierate, 
onto hireany fhips exprefly for that voyage, as is 
vfualiy 
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vfually done to other of your Maiefties Plantati¬ 
ons,from whence hauing vnloden,fhips doe returne 
i . Sometimes with few commodities. 

v But thofelhips that goe there yeerely empty to 
the Tiew-found-Und, onely to loaae fifh and Trayne 
oyle,and fo to depart from thence,cannot be lefle in 
number fomc y cres then 40 .faile: Therefore what- 
focuer lhall be thought fit and neeelfary to be trans¬ 
ported from hence, towards the furtherance and 
Setting forward of that Plantation, may be, not on¬ 
ly by the Filher-men, butalfo by thofe Ships and 
Barkes'carried thither, which loade filh and oyle 
with a very little charge, and without trouble or 
hinderance to their voyages $ and for the prouiding 
andfurnilhingof the Plantation with vi&uals and 
prouifions for their liuelihood, the chiefe want at 
the beginning will be Corne, (the Countrey it Selfc 
yeelding plenty of beafts, fowle, filh, and fruits, as 
was before Spoken of:) yea, much good filh is there 
y erely call away, which might be made good food 
for the Planters, if it were preferued. And if need 
be, Ihipsmay faile from thence in fiue dayes with a 
ihaJsabm- faire wind,to the Hands of Flowers , & Azores,which 
dmgmihpett IlandsaboundinWheate,Beeues,Sheepe,Goates, 
Hogs,Hens,Potatoes,Muske-millions,Onyons,and 
viftuati. many other fruites which they may haue there at 

cheape rates* and if that Ihould faile, oiir Country- 
men-that flay there, may bee Supplied with as little 
-. inconuenience and preiudice, as to any other Plan- 
• tations, vntill the Countrcy lhall be by their paines 
and induftry made fit to beare Corne. 

For thelettling of people there,I haue Sufficient¬ 
ly declared, it being that they, who lhall either a- 

lone 
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lone or with their family voluntarily goc thither, 
haue good conditions,both for allowing them land, 
and other conuenient priuiledges. 

For the imployment of men in the abfcnce ofthe f mmt \ 

(hipping,it will be very beneficiall in many refpe&s- \ 

fo that although thoufands of your Maiefties peo- /auetfwmd 
plefliould at once goe thither,and foyecrcly, yet 
there would be prefent imployment for them all:no 
man (hall neede to liueidlely for want ofworke. 

And as New-found-land is neercr to vs by more T btqmktrf 
then 5 00.leagues then Virginia 5 and farre from any tumeifturfei 
of the Plantations of the King of Spaine, which 
peraduesture might make this bufinelfe the more mm . 
difficult • fo thole of this Plantation will haue a 
great comfort and encouragement abone all others, 
in that they ffiall not be left dcfolate in a remote 
Country, to ffiift for themfclues,as fome haue bin, 
but that after fiue moneths paft, they fhall againe 
fee great numbers of their countrey men, anaalfo 
of other Nations, and haue their company the reft 
oftheycere. 

Neither are there in that part ofthe Countrey a- w smgeim 
ny Sauages,tooppofe and refill our mens planting, that pm whir 
as it falls out in many other places ; Thofe that are 
there, line in the North and Weft parts ofthe 
Countrey (as hath beenc faid) where our Nation 
trades not h But on the Eaftand South fide ofthe 
Land, wheretheEnglifhdoc filh, and which is the 
fitted place for a Plantation, there is not the lead 
figne or appearance, that euer there was any habita¬ 
tion of the Sauagcs, or that they euer came into 
thofe parts, to the Southward of Trinity Bay; of 
which I could alfo giue fome reafons, ifit were not 
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a thing needleffe to trouble this difcourfewithall. 
suuthyfrm Ana as they (hall (land in no feare to receiue hurt 

Tyratt/Jand from the Sauages, fo may they be eafily fecured 
tfv smpt, againft the iniury of Py rates, who fometimes come 
- thither, and not onely take from the fifhermen, 
vi&uals and other prouifion and munition , and 
haue thereby ftrcngthened themfelues, but alfo 
haue carried away from them many feruiccable ma¬ 
riners into Barbary and other parts, and thereby 
made many a poore widdow anafatherleife childe; 
and it is to be feared,that thofc men fo carried from 
the Ntw-foundJund , who feeing their cftates and 
their families fo ouerthrownc, may be prouoked to 
animate the Turkcs men of warre,to faile thither to 
take thefpoyleofour Nation, and others that are 
yeerely a filhing on that Coaft(which God defend) 
j whereby to hinder that Trade, or the defired Plan¬ 
tation. N 

The which inconuenience that is fo to be feared, 
may be eafily preuented by maintaining two good 
fhips ofwarrc, of200.tunne apiece, and two Pin¬ 
naces of 40. tunne apiece well prouided, to bee 
there maintained all the Summer time, and that 
the Commanders of them may haue power, that if 
any great force of theTurkes, orany others Ihould 
at any time come thither, whereby to difturbe 
your Maiefties Subie&s in their trade offifhing, 
or attempt to hinder the Plantation* that then to 
raife a greater force from the Filhermen and Plan-. 
4„.e,cmU defend any fuch attempt. 
utioitjtrmin - The charge of which lhips& Pinnaces of warre, 

trtaxcetf their fi> to bee yeerely maintained there for that fcruicc, 
;«£ • may be eafily and commendably defraied, with 

vnur • 
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your Maiefties allowance therein, if euery Ship and 
Veflell of your Maiefties Subie&s, fifhing on that 
Coaft, will voluntarily contribute thereunto the 
value of a good daies fifhing in the whole voyage, 
which will bee abundatly recompcnced vnto them, 
in regard that they may then fifh continually and 
fecurely many a daies fifhing the more in cucry 
voyage, which now oftentimes they dare not doc 5 
And then thefe two Ships ofwarre,and two Pinna¬ 
ces fo to be maintained, by fuch a frtiall contributi¬ 
on to be paid for their feruiceat Newfoundland in 
dry fifh,they will fo fcoure the Seas euery ycerc go- . 
ing forth thitherward bound, and likewife in their 
returne, that no Pirate of any Nation durftcomc 
neerethe Southerne parts of your Maiefties King- 
domesj neither to lie in waight in the courfe failing 
to and from the New-found-land, for thole that trade 
thither,as yeerely heretofore they haue done, and 
ouerthrowne many a mans voyage. 

For which courfe, wee haue the example ofour 
neighbours the Hollanders, who generally in ail HtUtmdtrtatm 
their trades > but moft fpecially in their fifhing vp- tended mb 
on your Maiefties Sea-coafts, are attended with 
men of warre, which are defrayed by a certaine 
contribution from thofe men, in whofe defence 
they are imployed. And by this mcancs the Mar- 
chants and Traders of-Holland, receiuefarre grea¬ 
ter aftiirance and benefit, then if euery Marcnants 
fhippe fhouldfet themfelues forth in warlike man¬ 
ner in their owne defence. Forbefides the fecuri- 
ty they haue,and fauing the charge which fuch pro- 
uifions would require, they haue alfo much the 
more roome in their Marchants fliips for their j 

. K 2 Com- i 
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And thefe lliips thus fent to guard their Fleets, 
wSK"* which are called Wafters, doe continually brcede 
Mainmbnd , many fit fcruiceable Sea-men, not onely Mariners, 
thus. butalfo good fouldiers,and fit Commanders, that 
are well experienced how to comand in Ships vpon 
all, occafions j for without fuch fit Commanders in 
good.Ships,.tlicre is but {mail hope ofgood-feruicc 
to be performed by them 5 and ifthe 'N^ptfowd-Und 
' men may be thus guardedwith two fuch Ships,and 
two Pinnaces,it would not only in little time breed 
many a Gentlemanand.othersin.themto bee well 
experienced how to command in (hips, vpon any 
occafion of feruice, butalfo it will make your Ma- 
iefties fubiedts Ships that trade thither,• fo ftrong, 
that they neede notfearcthegreateft force,that a- 
ny Prince Ihould at any time lend thither to di- 
fturbe or. hinder them, neither in returning from 
thence vpon any occafion to doc your Maieftie 
feruiee. 

If after all this, I Ihould be demanded by thole 
k which know not the Countrey, what other places 
/ in the Land are al£ofttto bepeopled at firft,fo well 
! as theHarbors.of T repajjey y and T rioity (of which I 

| haue already fpoken)wherebythpfe which will ad-r 

j uenture thither, may not be doubtfull to plant in 

i • other Harbors,although I hauefirftexprefled them 
| , for fome fpeciall reafons,as it may be well ynder- 
| flood,the one of.them lying North-moft, where 

| our Nation vfeth .to fifii .neere the Sauages,and the 

[ other lying on the South-moft part ofthe Land,and 

neere vnto the pallages of diuers Ihips that laile 
ygerely toandfiom otfierplaces of the world,as i? 
. ' : ‘ a lready 
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already plainely (hewed ; yet there are many other ! 
excellent good Harbors where our nation vfeth to 
fi(h, lying betweene them both, which are very 
good for (hips to moore faftat anchor,and eafily to 
be defended from enemies, that (hall at any time 
attempt to moleft fuch as (hall plant in them: and ■ 
better for fifhing, then either of the forefaid two 
Harbors are, of which! will particularly exprefle 
fome of their names. 

Firft, the Harbor of Saint lohm: For Hand-.Forme* 
ft: Agafort: Harbor dk Grace-: Renouze: and diuers ' 
other good Harbors, Bayes and Rodes, where there 
is good fifhing, and are fit places for fiiips to ride in 
at anchor the Summertime : and as it is already 
(hewed, that the bottomes of diuers Bayes,that are 
exprefTed to be in this South part of the Land, doe 
euen meete together, within the compare of a fmall 
circuit, neere vnto the Bay of Plcapwce • So like- 
wifenotfar fromTrepaffey, which lyeth fix leagues 
to the Weft, from the South , cape of the Land,’ 
which is called Cape Derajfe, and fixe leagues to the 
North-ward ofthelaid Cape, lyeth the Harbor of 
RettouzejN hich is aplace eafily to be defended,there 
being at a low ebbe not 18.foot water fine fand.-yct 
in danger to be fpoiled by the (tones andballaftthat s tom and m- 
are throwne into the fame, which are to be feene in l f l r r .T nt , in 
great heaps when the water is clearc,: as common- dnyrmfit 
ly it is in a jfaire Sun-(hining day, right vnder the ftt'- 
(hips,where they: ride.at anchor. Thefe (tones and 
ballaft, fo throwne into the Harbors.by Chriftians, 
is very dilhonourable to our Nation (if there bee 
not fome better courfe taken therein) it is to be for- 
rowed,that the offenders are not feuerely punifhed. 
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Gtod'pndfif j ^iClofeadioyning tothc Harbour of Renouze,are 
3<%f. aBoue 300. Acres of good land, that is cleere with¬ 
out Woods or Rocks, and liech commodioufly to 
be ouerflowne with frefh Riucrs in the Summer 
time, with very little labour, as I haue well obfer- 
ued: and within a mile further off from the laid 
Harbours, lye many thoufand acres more of very 
good open land, that arc able to recciue and relicue 
many hundreds of Cattell,and fit,with little labour, 
to be manured for Tillage. 

Gmtflare >f There are yeerelyneerevnto the faid Harbor of 

Dttn. Renouze,great ftore of Deere fecne 5 and fometimes 

diuers of them haue been taken. T here is a man yet 
liuing , that was once at Nm-fottnddand in a fhip 
with me*and he in one voyage did there,neerc vnto 
the Harbour of Renouze, kill 18. very large and fat 
Deere, as it is well knowne, yet he went with his 
Pecce but feldome for that purpofe, & would then 
haue killed many more,if he might haue been (pa¬ 
red from other labour to attend thereon; whereby 
starea/Fifi it may be well vnderftood,that there is great ftore 
• t^tn&wud Deeres flefh in that Countrey, and no want of 

* er m ’ good fifh,'good fowle, good frefh water, and ftore 
ofwood,&c. By which commodities people may 
well Hue there very pleafantly. 

From the faid Harbour of Renouze, it is not a- 
boue twelue miles auer land to the Harbor of Tre- 
pafley, and not farre from thence to the bottome of 
Trinity bay, and within three leagues vnto the 
Harbour of Renouze, are three very good Har- 
i hours, where our Nation vfeth to fifh, which lie to 

| theNorthward ofit. 

| . Now whereas there haue been fome doubt and 
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reports made of great cold in that Countrey,by peo- v, dnbt te h, 
pie thathaue traded thitber, who (I fuppofc) neuer "Mtoftbentd 
few any other Countrey, but onely that, and (heir thtrt ' 
owne natiue foyle; and fuch when they haue retur¬ 
ned from thence one voyage, though thcy'neuer vn- 
dcrftood,or felt the nature and temperature of other 1 
Clymatcs, neither confidcr the goodnefle of New¬ 
foundland, as it is now partly made knowne, haue gi- 
uen a great deale worfe report of that Countrey, then . 
in reafonthey Ihould$ and if fuch were but a little 
acquainted,or would vndcrftand of the great cold 
that is at times in UMufcouia, Srnidon, Norway,Spruce- 
land, Poland, Denmarke and other Eafternc and Nor- 
therne parts of the World,where the people liue well 
and grow rich j fuch ill reporters of New-found-land 
would ipeake better of that Countrey, and alter their 
opinions; And although the Ice is fo great in thole 
other parts of the World in the Winter feafon, com¬ 
monly abouefoure moneths together, that neither 
Ship nor Boat can pafle in all that timc,fromone 
place to another, but Iyefkill faft frozen, yet in that 
feafon,whereShips vfe to feile the Summer time from 
one place to another, Carts and Coaches doe pafle 
vpon the Ice, and the people in all thofe North parts 
of the World, liue there rich and exceeding well. 

Shipsalfo in Holland and in thole nccre places, in 
fome Winters doe lie there faft frozen a long time 
together:and likewileit hathbeene in lomc Winters 
lb hard frozen in the Riuer of 7 homes , aboue 
London-bridgc ncere the Court, that the tendereft ibeald 
faire Ladies and Gentlewomen that arc in any part ufXnEnghnd 
of the world, who haue beheld it, and great num¬ 
bers of people, haue there Iported on the.Ice many 
ii =—-■ • ' _ '■ - - ■■■■■ .. .da.ves. . 
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daycs together, and haue felt it muchcolder there, 
then men doc that liue in New-found-Und. 

Now if fuch men, when they come from thence, 
- that hatie but little experience of the coide in other 
Countries,neither take due obferuation of the coide 
that is fomctime in England, would liftcn to men 
that haue traded in the Summer time to Greeneland , 
for the killing of Whales, and making of thatTraine 
oyle(which is a good trade found out)andconfider 
well of the abundance of great Hands of Ice, that 
thofe Ships and men are there troubled withall at 
times, they would thereby bee pcrfwaded to Ipeake 
but little of the coide in New-found-land: yet, praifed 
be God, feldome any of thofe Shipsand men that 
trade to Greeneland, haue taken any hurt thereby. 

■People Hue there Wherefore I defire to fatisfic any that (hall bee 
vitb little appa, willing to further this Plantation, and clcare thofe 
rt V' reports and doubts that are feared by fome people of 

the cold therejand alfo to let them know,that the Sa- 
uage people of the Countrey that liue in the North 
parts,endure it fo well, that they liue there naked 
Winter and Summer. And alfo my felfe, that haue 
becne there often, and diuers others of our Nation, 
that haue traded there, endure the greateft coide 
wee haue met withall there at any time, in our fa- 
ces, neckes,andearcs, as well as any Gentlewomen 
in England doe the coide in their naked bofomes, 
neckcs and faces in the Winter time, when they goe 
fovneouered 5 arid therefore I doe conceiuc, that it is 
but a little needlefle'charie riiceneffe vfed by fome 
that trade there, that complainc any thing of the 
coide in that Countrey, by keeping themfelues too 
warme: which coide.(I fuppofe) fome that haue bini 
:- 
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there, may feek the more, if they haue becne much 
accuftomcd to drinke Tobacco, ftrong Ale, double 
Beere,or haue beene accuftomed to fit by a Tauerne 
fire, or touched with the French difeafe, fuch pejr- 
aduenture may, when they come to a little cold, 
wherefoeuer they bee, feeleitthemore extremely 
then otherwife they would. 

Furthermore they may be alfo more fully fatilfi- 
ed ofthe cold in that Countrey by a Gentleman, 
one Matter John Guj^ late Maior of the City of 
Briftolljthatliued there two yeeres together, and 
diuers others alfo offort & qualitie, many yeeres lo 
pleafantly,and healthfull with their wiucs and fa¬ 
milies, as if they had Iiued in England. 

And whereas there come fome yeeres vpon that 
Coaftgreat Hands of Ice, which arc congealed in 
the North, farre from thence,as it may be well vn- 
dcrftood,and that the Coaft of New-found-land lieth 
in longitude from the South Cape thereof to the 
graund Bay, which is the^Morth-moft part of the 
Countrie, North, North-Eatt, and South, South- 
weft, aboue fiue degreesjand that from thence, any 
jhip being off from that Coaft twelue Leagues, 
and failing North,North-Eaft,may run on,till they 
come to the North-ward of 70. degrees, and no 
land to hinder him, neither from thence any land 
found, in that altitude, dire<ftly Haft vnto Greenc- 
land, where the trade is for killing of Whales, 
which is much aboue 400. leagues diftancefrom 
thatcourfe: 

Therefore it may bee well concerned, as it hath 
bin approued by diuers men that haue attempted 
to fetke out fomenewDi/couerics, in thofe North

parts afrhe world, that there is alwaies abundance 
ofgreat Hands of Ice, which the current letting ve¬ 
ry urongly from thence, by reafon of fome Strait 
and paflage that the Sea hath from thofe large 
Seas that lie on the North fide of Tartaria, and 
thofe other vnknowne parts of the World, and 
lets towards the Coaftof Ncw-found-Und, with the 
fajd. Current and North winds $ & do there inlittle 
, time dilfo!ue,and thereby they make the ayre and 

water fome thing the colder there. Thofe Hands of 
' Ice are not dangerous vnto Ships being once de- 
fcried,as by their, whitenes they may in a dark night 
whenmen looke out for them 5 for they wiH driue 
alongfo faft with the windjas I haue often prooued, 

, that if a Ship bee vnder the Lee of an Hand of Ice, 

and there ftrike downe his faylcs, the Ice will driue 
fafter with the winde, thenthe Ihip wilt driue be¬ 
fore it, fo that a Ihip may turne from it when there 
ascaufe. 

Thus hauing Ihewed>as I conceiue) the reafons 
that fuch Hands of Ice are feene fome yeeres on the 
Coaft of2 Vm-found-laM will alfo Ihew my opini¬ 
on partly,why there arefuch Fogs there alfo/ome- 
times. 

It is well knowne vnto all thofe that haue feene 
the Country and oblerued it,how the Land is ouer- 
growne with Woods and Buibes that haue growne, 
and fo rotted into the ground againe(in my opinion 
eqerfincethe floud):he rottennestherofhath fo co, 
u: red the earth, and Rocks in diners places of the 
Gountrey in great thicknr:s, and by reafon thereof, 
Themfe »f , the open land and woods doe a long time in the 
tbi F*&ti. Summer containe agreac njoiftufe vader.^e lame, 

fo. 
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fothata man may obferue, when the heateof the 
yeere comes on, a kinde of Fogge arifing continu¬ 
ally from it. 

Therefore,in my opinion,which I fubmitto dee- u ab»tt 

per Iudgemcnts, lfthofe vnncceflary bufhes, and ,fciF V»^ tt 
fiich vnferuiceable woods were infome places bur- 
ned, fo as the hot beames of the Sunne might 
pearce into the-earthand ftones there, fo fpeedily 
as it doth infome other countreys, that lye vnder 
the fame eieuation of the Pole, it would then there 
make fuch a reflexion of heate, that it would much 
leffen thefe Fogs,and alfo make the countrey much 
the hotter Winter and Summer, and thereby the 
earth will bud forth her bloffoms and fruites more 
timely in the yeere, then now it doth, andfo bring 
the Land more familiar to vs, and fitter for Tillage, 
and for Beafts, and alfo for Lahd-fowle,then now it 
is 5 and thereby thofe Hands of Ice that come on 
that coaft at any time, will the fooner difTolue, 
which do fpeedily melt, when they come neere the 
South part of that Land, &c. 

Alfo, it may be obie&ed by Lome, that the coun¬ 
trey is rockic,and mountainous,and fo ouergrowne 
with trees & bullies,in fuch a Wildernes,thatit will 
be an endles trouble to bring it to goodperfc&ion: 
and fuch like obie&ions are often vfed, as if they 
would hauefuchaLandcleanfcd to them without 
labour. Yet my hope is, when any fuch fliall 
reade ouerthis Difcourfc,and confiderwell of the 
particular motiues herein expreffed, whereby a 
Plantation there fhould bee imbraced, they will 
be well fatisfied therein, and Ifuppofe,forbeare to 
fayitisfucharockie, and cold countrey as is vnfit 
La to 
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to be planted, thereby to bee vnited vnto your Ma- 
iefties Royall Crowne. 

Ihauebcenfcuerall times in 2 Norway, where the 
Countrey is in moft places more rockie, and moun¬ 
tainous then the New-found-land, and lies aboue fixe 
degrees more to the North,and yet very beneficiall 
to the King of Dcnmarke , where many of his Ma- 
iefties Subie&s liue rich and pleafantly; but the 
New-found-land is much more pleafant to liue in. 

I haue often feene the Coaft of Biskay and Portu- 
gallzW along the Sea-Coaft, how rocky, barren and 
mountainous thefe countreys be in moft places, al¬ 
though they lie in a pleafimt and temperate Cli- 
matej if fuch which fhould difpraife the N&vfound- 
/W, had feene it, and trauailedin thofe parts as I 
haue, they would not onely like well,and be in loue 
to further the defired Plantation, but alfo admire 
how the people in thofe other Countries doe liue 
by their good induftrie, and feeke out little places 
amon gft the Rocks, and in the fides of HiJs and 
gooTfors'tlds, Mountaines,tofetandfovv theirfeedesfor Rootcs, 
Run mi Cabage, Onions, and fuch like, whereby they re- 
V'mv.. cc | ue g reaf com f orts : for all alongft thofe parts on 

the Sea-coaft, their beft meanes of lining is by fil¬ 
ing, and other trades by Sea. The like benefit may 
all fuch haue, that will plant at Newfound-land, and 
much better in many other things 5 as is already fuffi- 
ciently touched.. 

Likewife it is well knowne to all thofe that haue 
trauaiied from thence all along the Coaft of Spatne, 
euen'to Granada^vm barren and rockie thofe parts 
o £ Spain* are alfo in moft places • and yet the people. 
by their good induftry, plant many of their Vines 
j ‘ ■ 1 and 


and other fruits, on thefides of fomefrecpeHils a- 
mongft the Rocks, where men are faineindiuers 
places, eucn tocreepeontheir handsand knees to 
prune the faid Vines, and gather the Grapes of 
them, to make their ftrong wines,and fwecte Ray- 
fins withall, which wee fo much delight to. taftc. 
In thofe toothfome, and delightfull Commodi¬ 
ties, our Marchants bellow much money, which 
the New-fetind-land trade and Commodities had 
fromthence,willbeablein little time, ifit be peo¬ 
pled as aforelaid,to fupply all your Maieftics King- 
domes withall, with thefales offuch commodities 
had from thence, to be imployed therein,andfome 
other good commodities alfo. 

Likewifefrom Granada to Carthagena , llegant , 

Denia, and from thence euen to theCitie of Valen- 
rw,which is a large circuit, the moft parts all along, 
as I haue trauelled, are veiy barren, rockie and 
mountainous-that very few Cattell, Sheepe,Goats, 
or any other beafts are able toliue there 5 and yet 
doc the people in thofe parts vfe great induftry,to 
plant their Vines and other fruits, whereby they 
feeke out their, beft meanes they haue toliue: and 
like wife alfo in diuers other places neere the CMc- 
diterranean Sea, from thence to Bajfatonia, Marfellis , 
Saucy 3 and Gemway , and in diuers other places in - 
Italy , thefe Countries are very Rocky and Moun- 
tainous,as I haue well obferuea: & yet thole places 
doe abound with many other rich blelfings, by 
meanes of the peoples good induftrie therej and 
fo by reafon thereof, the people in all thofe parts 
from the Coaft ofBiskaj.yntp Italj • & alfo the moll 
parts of France, Gafcoyne, Brittaim , Normandy and 
La_ Pica rdi , 
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Picardj, are by th c New-found land fifhandtradeto 
that Countrcy greatly relieued: .which iifli is in all 
thofeparts in great requeft, & deeds them greatly, 
and dothfell very well thcremoft commonly, and 
fo like wife in England great abundance thereof is 
{pent j which being well confidered, I know no rea- 
fon to the contrary, hut that the Subie&sof all 
yourMaiefties Kingdomes Ihouldbemoitwilling 
to further that Plantation, and fhew their good in- 
duftry to cleanfe Land there for Cornc & Woadc, 
and plant diuers kindesof fruits, which queftion- 
lelfe will alfo proue fo well there as in England • 
and then will it be to all your Maieftics other King- 
domes fuch a nurcery to get wealth, and to increalc 
and maintaine Shipping,and beget feruiceable Sea¬ 
men, as great: Brittaine hadneuer the like,nor any o- 
.ther Chriftian Prince in the World. 

With thefe good Welfings which are before re¬ 
cited,being followed by induftrious ipirits,therc is 
a great hope of a'plentifull harueft vnto your Maie- 
Ikie & Kingdomes thereby: God fend good Seedfc 
men and Planters to fet it forward, as I trull in God 
it will haite, feeing it hath already had many right 
Honourable and worthy Fathers to commend it. 

And although that fithence I prefumed to write 
this Difcourfe,I haue bin often vpon diuers occafi- 
©ns dishartned from proceeding herein- Yct j when 
I did remember Columbus his good indeuors,that 
• firft & patient Difcouercr of the Weil /^w,whom, 
if God had not haitcncd him on with a .worthy 
mind, & a bofom armed for all the ftormes of erode 
fortunes,he had nctier finiihedthat Honourable at¬ 
tempt for hading fuch anhappie bufmeffe out: the 
which 
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which Difcouery of his* hath euer fince filled the 
Spanifli cofers with gold andfiluer, and made 
that Nation Lords of the greateft riches vndcr 
the Sunne : and although that attempt ofhis> 
was held at firft impomble tocomevnto any 
good effedt, and Columbus laught at by fome : 
yet euer fithence, by his attempt,I may fay, that 
Smm hath had from thence to helpe furnilh o- 
ther Ghriftian Kingdomes with gold, - filuerand 
diuers-'other great riches- and alfo now to that 
countrey fodilcouered, thole commodities that 
great Brittme may yeerely well fpare, and o- 
ther Countries-alfo, are the better vented : and 
fo likewife, may the New-found-land and the parts 
of <^«eMV»yneere thereunto, prouealfobenefici- 
all for diuers trades in little time,vnto all your Ma- 
iefties-other Kingdomes. , 

Thcfe good motiues confidcred ,, what great 
good comes vnto Ghriftian Kingdomes, by For- 
raine Plantations, and what infinite wealth is 
yeerely brought from the Weft Indies into Sp.iine t 
as Ihaue there often feene landed 5 doe put mee 
in great hope, that if there bee an orderly Plan¬ 
tation fettled in New-found-land^ the trade to that 
Countrey by your Maiefties Subiedls -, and other 
places thereby, may yeerely be fo beneficiall to 
your Maieftie and: your Highnefle other King- 
domes,as the Weft Indies are now yeerely worth to 
theKingofS’/w/tf. 

Now hauim* thus commended the C’ountrey of 
New-found land, in my opinion, it ought not to bee 
one of the leaft motiues, whereby to further this 
Plantation, the fetting of fome better order and 
gouerne- 
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gouemement -amongft the Filhermen, and all-o¬ 
thers ofour Nation that'yeerely trade therc,then 
now there is-* fothat there may be a reformation 
of fiich abufes as are there yeerely committed- 
wherein it is well knowne, that I haue already vfed 
mybeft endeuors, when.in the ycere 1615. at 
which time I hada CommifiGon with me for that 
purpofe vrider the broade Seale of the Admiralty, 
and did then therewith fet forth, to follow that 
feruicefromthe Port ofExceter, in the County 
ofpeuon,on the it. day of May. 1615. in a Barke 
* yidtialled and manned at my owne expence of 
j time and tharge, and l did then arriue at the Coaft 
1 0 f Nm.fottnd-Und, in the Bay of Trinity, vpon Tri- 
faufJmsi n Sunda y> being f ^ e 4 - °f inne, 'and anchored 
mpantiiedbtl ^ fame dayinthc faid Harbour of Trinity 5 and 
itw-fmd-! there, in the name ofthe holy and indiuiduall Tri- 
w nity,began,to the vfe of your moft Sacred Maieftie, 

byvertueof thatCommiflion,to fend forth a Pre¬ 
cept, to call the Mafters ofthofcEnglifo fhips,thit 
were then there riding at Anchor,and alfo the Ma¬ 
fters of fome other Englifii Ihips that were neere 
thereunto, and fo began to hold the firft Court 
of Admiralty in your Maicfties name,that euer 
was (as I beleeue) holden in that Countrcy, to 
the vfe of any Chriftian Prince, and proceeded 
therein according to courfe of Law, as the tenor 
ofmyCommiflion did warrant mee therein - and 
alfo in other Harbors of the faid Coaft I did the 
like; Part of which abufes there committed,I haue 
already touched: fo fikewife I will briefly infert 
a part of the feuerall prcfentriients of fuch iniuries, 
that were then deliuered vnto me, as aforefaid, vn- 
tfder 
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der the hands and fcales of thofe 170. Matters of 
Engliih Ships, tothevfeof your Maicftywhich 
prefcntments were,vpon my returne from the faid 
voyage, deliuered by me into your Maiefties high 
Court of the Admiralty,and then by thofe Matters 
of lhips there impannelled, fueh abufes as follow, 
they did acknowledge, and order, that henceforth 
with your Maiefties allowance might be redreffed, 

&c. 

Firft, they did all acknowledge, that there is but -1. 

little difference ofdaics obferued amongft the Fhh- jj M 
ennen ; fomc men prefuming to goe to Sea, and to 2 . 
fifh with hooke and line, vpon the Sabbath day, as 
vfually as vpon the weeke daycs. 

Secondly, that diuers of our Nation doe take in- 
to their fliips very great ftones, to prelfe their dry 
fifh withall; which worke being done, they caft 
thofe ftones into the Harbors where their fhips vfe 
to ride at anchor ; which will vtterly fpoilc the 
Roadesand Harbors in that Countrey, and bee to 
the indangering of Ships and Cables, yea and mens 
Hues alfo,if it be not reformed in time. 

There are many men ycerely, who vnlawfully 3 ’ 
conuey away other mens filhing boates, from the 
Harbour and place where they were left the yeerc 
before in that Countrey • and fome cut out the 
markesof them; and fome others rippe and carry 
away the pieces of them, to the great preiudicc and 
hindrance of the voyages of fuch fhips that depend 
on fuch filhing boates, andalfo to the true Owners 
of fuch boates. 

There are fome men,who arriuing there firft into 4, 

a Harbour, doe rippe and pull downe Stages , that 

_ M' , were 1 
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j were left Handing for the fplitting andfalring of ft,'ll 
the y eere before ; and other Stages fome men haue 
; let on fire: which is a great hindrance to the voya¬ 
ges of fuch men asarenot therewith the firftin the 
Harbour, for that they mud thenfpend 20. dayes 
time and more,for prepai ing new Stages,and fitting 
new Pinnaces, and other neceflary things, in euery 
voyage before they be fettled to fifh.. 

iv.,.- ' There are alfo fome,who arriuuig firftin Harbor* 

; take away other mens Salt that they had left there 
; the yeerebefore, and alfo rip and fpoile the Fats 
. i wherein they make their Traine oyle, and fome 
teare downe Flakes,whereon menyeerely dry their 
fifli, to the great hurt and hindrance of many other 
that come after them. 

5. Some men dikewife- fteale away the bait out of 

other mens Nets by night,and alfo out of their fifh- 
ing boates by their (hips fide,whereby their fifhing, 
from whom it is fo taken , is ouerthrowne for the 
next day. 

7. They did acknowledge , that- fome men take vp 

more roome then they neede, oris fitting to dry 
their fifh on, whereby other mens voyages are of¬ 
tentimes greatly hindered-: 

S. They alfo found, that diuers of your Maiefties 

fubie&s haue come to that Coaft,in fifhing voyages 
in (hips not appertaining, to any of your Maiefties 
fubiedts, which they concerned worthy of punifh- 
ment,and reformation. - 
They did acknowledge,that fome men rip , and 
. takeaway Timber and Rayles from.Stages, andor 
.: ther nccelTary roomcs,thar are faftenr.d with nailes, 

Spike or Trey naile andfome men takeaway the 
Rindes, , 
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Rindcs & T urfe whcrwith diaers neceftary room-s 
are fitly couered for fcruiceable vfes, and likewife 
rake away Srakes that are fattened in the ground 
withRaylcson them, whereupon men vfero dry 
their fifli - and that fomefet the (landing Woods 
in the Countrey on fire, which haue in little time 
burned many thoufand acres 5 and that there are 
fome which yecrely takeaway other mens Traync 
oy le there by night 5 which they concerned worthy 
of reformation. 

They found, that diuers idle perfons,which were 1 °* 

hired for thofe voyages, when they come thither, 
notwithftanding that they were ftill in health, 
would not worke, and were fo lazy and idle, that 
their worke was to little purpofe: which was wor¬ 
thy of punifliment. 

Againft all thefe great abufes, and diuers others • j i. 
committed in the faid New-found-land (which they 
didfet downe in their fcuerall prefcntments, as by 
them it may at large appeare, they did all condc- 
fcend,and order from that time thenceforth-that no 
lubied to your Maiefty fliould commit any more 
fuch abufes in that Countrey: which may bee very 
■wel remedied,feeing they tend to the aduancement 
of the Trade, and quietnesamongft the Fifhermen, 
and to the glory of God, the honour and good of 
your Maiefty,and the gencra&bcncfit of the Com¬ 
mon-wealth. ' - ' • , 

They did fiirther prefent to the vfe of the Lord \ 12. 
Admirall of England , two fmall Boates, An- | 
chors, and - a fmalL Grapple, that Were 1 found in \ 
the Sea vpon that Coaft, which were there pri- J 
zed to bee worth two (hillings fixepence apiece, J 

.. M2 amoun- j 
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amounting to feuen (hillings (ixepence. 

Novv hauing laid open how commodious and 
beneficiall it will bee to your Maieftie and King- 
domes, to fettle a Plantation in the Nen>-ftur>d-land y 
and. alfo made knownefomevnfitcourfes that arc 
yecrely vied by fome Fiflicr-men that aducnture 
there: and likewife (hewed a part of fome great 
wrongs that haue becne committed there by Pirats 
and fome erring fubie&s j and alfo touched a little, 
that there haue not bcenc fuch fit courfes taken by 
fome of thofe that haue beene imployed to that 
Countrey. in the Plantation already there begunne, 
as they mould haue done, by reafon whereof it is 
to bee feared, that fome of thofe Honourable, and 
other right Worfhipfull perfons that vndertake 
the (ame, and that haue beene at fome great charge 
therein, feeing their good indcuours and charge 
take no better fucccfle, they may waxecold and 
weary in disburfing more thereunto ,, and jfo by 
their remifleneffe the Plantation might beegiuen 
ouer, and the Countrey left to the fpoile and vfur- 
pation of fome other Prince that may vndertake 
the fame, and then rcapethe harueftof yourMa- 
iefties Subie<$s laboursthat (hall then trade to 
that Gountrey,&c. And therefore (hewing how it 
may be prouiaed for by your Maiefty, and all thofe 
wrongs henceforth remediedjhe thatis in fault may 
(peake for himfelfe. Now I fuppofe,that fome,who 
mayiinde themfelues a little touched heerein, may 
notonelyenuy mee, for laying open that which 1 
hate j whereby to preuent fuch further dangers and 
inconueniencies in that Countrey, and to further 
filch* worthy worke: and therefore I may bee vn- 
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inftly taxed, as many worthy men hauc beenc, for 
well doing; For although I baue by Pyrats, and 0- 
ther crofles receiued great Ioffes, yet doe I ackno w- 
ledgemyfelfe much bound to God my Creator, 
whoTiath preferued mee from many dangers in my 
time,and alwayes (praifed be God)fafely to returnc 
with my /hip,goods and men wherein I was 5 1 doc 
alfomoft humblygiue God the pra'fc, that I am 
now fo happily ariued with this my plainc and true 
Difcouery,vntotheviewof your moft Sacred Ma- 
ieftie, ana the right Honourable Lords of your Ma* 
iefties moft Honourable Priyie Counceli, and my 
Countrey, whereby to fhewwhat in all likelihood 
the effed of a Plantation will there produce • v/ing ■ 
alio many arguments, motiues and inducements 
to perfwadc a generall willingneflc thereunto. 

And thefe excellent benefits diftribute them- 
felues, betweene your Maicfty and your Subicds: 
your Highneftc part will bee the Honour of the GosdftreS. 
A&ionjihe accefle of T crritory,increafe offtrength 
and power, aduantage againft other Princes, aug¬ 
mentation of Reucncw, and eafe of your Maiefties 
Kingdomes,&c. The Subie&s part will be the bet¬ 
tering and fecuring of their Trade • inriching of 
themfelues ; reliefc of other Trades • and a meanes . 
of further Difcoueries. 

But thefe two haue a relation and dependcncie 
the one on the other, that neither can fubfift with¬ 
out the other $ I will not therefore diuideyour Ma- 
reftie from your Subieds; your Highnefle profpe- 
rity being their happineffe 5 and their wealth, your 
Maiefties riches. 

The firft thing which is to bee hoped for,' and 

__ ' . U ~ « • • 
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which hath euer bcene your Makfties principal 
care, .is the propagation of the Chriftian Faith : and 
JnftMs brnpht by thatmeanes oncly, the poore vnbeleeuing Inha- 
<di ' Chants °f that Countrcy,may bee brought to the 
knowledge of God, and a ciuill kind of gouerne- 
ment: and it is not a thing impoflible, but that from 
thofe (lender beginnings which may bee made in 
Tietv-fiund-lafid, all the Regions adioyning (which 
betweene this place , and the Countries a&ually 
poifelfedbytheKingof Spaine, and to the Norm 
Qf New-jdfwdMndfiK fo Ipacious as all Europe) may 
be conuerted to the true worlhip of God. 
jmSftief The next is, the vniting of a Countrey fo benefi- 
•Domim. ciall already, and fo promifing vnto your Maiefties 
Crowne, without bloodshed,-charge,or vfurpation, 
which muft needs bee a perpetuall Honour to your 
Maicfty,inallfucceedingages • neither will it bee 
an Honour onely to yourHighnefle, but a benefit 
to the State, by a new accefle of Dominion • And 
what Prince can inlarge his Territories by a more 
eafie andmore iuft meanes then this, feeing that of 
right it appertained vnto your Maicfty, and there¬ 
fore deferuesto beimbraced r 

Now ifit may (o pleafe your moft excellent Ma- 
iefty,not onely to lend your care to a Proieft of this 
nature,but alfo to approuc the matter proie<fled-and 
vouchfafethc furtherance therein, the which,Out 
of my foules deuotion, and zealous affe$ion to doe 
ferdice to your Maiefty and your Kingdomes ■, 1 
tender onmy knees; moft humbly befeeching your 
Highndfe., bothto accept of my honeft and zea¬ 
lous intent, as alfo to pardon my boldnelfcand pre^ 
fumptioh therein • for it is, an,d fo hath cuer beene 
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my refolution, rather to bcare the burthen of po- 
uercy, then iuftly to defcrue, or giue caufeof re¬ 
proach 5 and to fubieCi all the dayes of my life, and 
the manifold dangers thereof, thereby toapproue 
my felfe a profitable member, both to yourMaie- 
ftie, and to my Countrey that gaue me my firft 
breath, for which onely caufe I haue aduentured to 
publish this my fimple and plaine Difcourfe, where- 
unto my very confidence hath a long time, and /till 
doth not forbeare to follicite me. 

The profecution and perfection of the worke, I 
leaue to thepleafureof God, and your Maiefties 
happy directions • in the difcourfe and difcoueiy 
whereof if I haue either beene tedious, or any o- 
ther way offenfiue, it is to bee imputed to my want 
of learning: andfo, though perhaps I doe not fa- 
tisfiefomemens curiofides, yet I hope Ihauefuf- 
ficiently informed their iudgements - and befeech 
God to incline their affections to the furtherance of 
fo pious, and fo profitable a bufinefTe, as this appea¬ 
red to be. 

Andfo I reft, and euer will remaine afaithfull 
andloyall SubieCttoyourMaiefty, an hearty and 
true louer of my Countrey, and a zealous well- 
wifher to this intended Plantation, .

Entlc Reader, lhaue in myformer Difcourje 
fometbing like vnto a Harbinger, chalked 
out the my for a Plantation in the New- 
found-landjt vherebyit may prooucto beta 
worke both prof table and neceffary for his 
CMaicfies Kingdomes ingcnerall. But becattfe the affecti- 
ons and refilntions ofmen,doefometimesfreeze,inflead of 
heating ; and mof decline,when to the eye of the world they 
feerne mo ft to adttance: l bane therefore aduentured tofor- 
tife and afsifi my former Difcourfe, with this fecond, by 
vnfoldingotherreafons to make it more apparant, that to 
fettle an orderly Plantation in that Countrey, it be ares di¬ 
ners great perfwdfons with it, yea fuch as haue all the 
N grounds, 
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grounds,and runms on all the feet of goodprobabilities, as 
R eligion, Honour, Empire, andprofit, the which may bee 
performed with fmall charge, and to haue yeerly good be. 
nefit with great facility. T herefore 1 purpofe now more 
plainly to acquaint allfuch undertakers of that Plantation, 
what particular prop may redound to themfelues andpo- 
fierities,and what honour,through their indujlry, will ac¬ 
crue thereby into all his OHaiefiies ether Kingdomes. 
Beare therefore,! befeech you, with my rough file, and 
plaine meaning, in which lJlriue rather to pew truth in¬ 
ker owne brigbtneffe,then to heape applaufe, or glory to my 
felfe. To crowne that Country of New-found-land with 
dutpraifes,itmay (by the approbation andfattour of his 
CMaiejly) beiujtly filed a Sifier.land to this great Hand 
fl/’Brittania, Ireland, Virginia, the Summcrllands, 
New-England,WNoua Scotia. <^fnd thatJhce may 
claime herfelfethis bold and honourable title, the world, 
1 thinke,willbe on herftde,efpecially,becaufe from her owne 
mouth dothJhew what infinite and vnfpeakable benefit for 
many yeeres together, the negotiation of our Kingdome 
with her,hath brought to all our people,not onely by the in- 
creafe and maintaining of Mariners and jhipping,but alfo 
by the inriching of many a Subiefl j and fo consequently,by 
relieuingjfmany thousands of families,which elfe had li¬ 
ned in miserable wants ) for lacke ofhonefi imployments, 
ourEngltjh hauingmore then fourefcoreyeeres together, 
made thriuing andprofitable Voyages to that Countrey,the 
pojfefiion whtreof began in our late Soueraigne of happy me- 
mory,gueen.e Elizabeth, andfo continues more firongly 
now in his c Maiefiy, without the claime, interefi and au¬ 
thority of any other Prince. This proper and commodious 
fituation of the place j together with the correfpoudency 
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of benefits, which not onely great Brktaine,£w/ alfo other 
Countries may, and doe receiue from the fame, files met 
more with an ardent defire foto haue her called (Sifter- 
land.) Kyindworthilj may that Royalty bee befiowedvpon 
her: for as great Brictaine hath euer beene a cherijhing 
Nurfe and Mother to other forren fonnes and'daughters, 
feeding them with the milke of her plenty, and fat¬ 
ting them at her brefis, when they haue beene euen flamed 
at their owne.Euenfo hath this worthy Sifter-land^from 
time to time, giueu free and liber all entertainment to all 
that defire her bltfiings, and chiefly (aboue all other Nati¬ 
ons) to the EngliJh.What receiue we from the hands ofour 
owne Countrey, which in mofl bountious manner wee haue 
not had,or may haue at hers ?

Thewantsof o- 
ther Kingdomes are not felt heere • and thofe prouifions 
which many other Countries want, are from thence fupply- 
ed.How much nSpaine 3 France 3 Po rtugall 3 I taly 3 <W o- 
ther places beholding to this noble part of the worldfor 
fijh, and other commodities (it is to bee admired) let the 
Dutch report: what jweetnejfe they haue fuckt from thence 
by trade thither, in buying of fijh, and other commodities 
from our Nation: and (albeit all the reft jhould be dumbe) 
thevoyceseftbem areas Trnmpetslowdenough to make 
England fal more dr more in loue with fuch a Sifter-land, 
l am loth to weary thee (goodReader) in acquainting thee 
jhus to theft famous, faire and profitable Riuers, andlike- 
N z wifi 
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wife to tbofe delight full, large and inejlimable Woods, and 
alfowiththofefruitfullaud inticing Hills, and delightfull 
Failles i there to hawke and hunt, where there is neither 
fait age people, nor raitenous beafts to hinder their forts. 
They are fitch,that info fnall a piece of paper as now my 
louefalutes thee with, 1 cannot fully fet them downe as they 
defer tie. And therefore 1 doe intreat thee with indgement, 
with patience,and with a true deftre for the benefit of thy 
dread Soueraigne and Countrey, to reade. otter this Dif 
coftrfe, which (1 trujl) may incourage theeio furtherfo 
hopefulta Plantation its it appearsth to be ^ andalfo, 1 trttft, 
n puethee amplefatisfaftion,and ittft cauje to anfverc oppo- 
fers-Jfany out of ignorance$r any otherftnifter refpeciJhall 
feeke to hinder fo honourable and worthy defignes. So wifh-

Richard Whitbovrne, 
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that Countrey affordeth, vpOn fuch fit conditions 
as are exprefled in a fmall Treatifc which I haue 
written,and dedicated vnto his Lordfhip * which is 
to be had at the figne of the gilded Cocke in Pater- 
nofter-rowe,in London. And whofoeuer will ad- 
uenture therein a hundred pound,, (hall not onely 
haue two thoufand Acres of fuch woods and land 
meafured out to him in fee for cuer vpon fit condi¬ 
tions, bilt alfo haue fomc other priuiledges, and 
conueUient places to fait and dry fifii on, for fo ma¬ 
ny people as any fuch Aduenturer fhall at any time 
imploy there,and fuch as will be Aduenturers with 
himj andhee fhall alfo haue the yeerely benefit, 
which may accreW by his forefaid fumme oTahun- 
dted pound to be fo aduentured. The which faid 
famme, and arty Other greater or leffer furames, 
which are to bee fo disburfed, are to raife agreater 
fumme, to bee as a ftocke for the fetting foorth of 
dipping, men, and prouifion, necefTary for the ad- 
uaftcement of.the faid intended Plantation, and im- 
ploying of people hi the fifhingtrade, and otfik la¬ 
bors^ the time may ferue for the general good of 
all fuch as,fhall fo aauenture therein.

yeeres, a great number of men and women,with all 
necelfaries fit for their liuelyhood, and they are 
there building of houfes, clenfing of land, and ma¬ 
king of fait • whereof they haue already fent home 
a good quantity of the faid fait fo already made,, 
which hath beene there well approoued to bee fo 
good for the faking, and fit preferuing of fuch kind 
of fifh as is taken on that coaft; and likewife for any 
other kindeof victuals, as any other fait whatfo- 
euer. 

By which tryall therein, it is very likely that the 
making of fait there, may in little time, not oncly 
be a great benefit vnto all thofe which fhall aduen- 
ture thither 5 but alfo by meanes thereof, great 
fummesof money will be yeerely preferued in all 
his Maiefties Kingdomes, which are now beftowed 
in France,Spatne, and Portugali, for fait, by his Maic- 
ftiesSubieds, and tranfported for the New-found-' 
land voyages • and thofe people which are already 
there imploye-d, haue done many other good feruf 
ces, as it may appeare by thofe letters which are 
Printed in the latter part of this Booke,which doth 
giuegopd incouragement vnto the forefaid right 
Honourable Secretary, that his worthy vnderta- 
kings and proceedings in the faid Plantation doe 
profper fo well • and his Honour is alfo well pleated 
to entertaine fuch as fliall bewilkng to bee Aduen- 
turers with him therein, vpon very fit conditions, ^ 
which are to bee feene fet foorth in Print, at the v

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There are diuers others which are formerly 
mentioned, that haue vndertaken to plant fcuerall 
Colonies in that Country, which haue already fent 
thither great (tore of people, and they intend to 
fend yeerely more there.So that there is great hope 
the faid Plantation will profperwell. : 
f Now my hope is,that for the better aduancemet of 
the faid Plantation, the great benefit which is very 
likely to be gotten yeerely thereby, will incou¬ 
rage fome.toaffedtthat, which Religion,charity, 
or the common good cannot: for my fclfe haue 
no other piirpofc,by thus laying open the benefits 
and neceuary conferences, which may begotten 
by the imbracing of fuch a Sifter-land vnto his Ma- 
tefties other-Kingdomes. 

But for the honour and benefit which may ac- 
crew thereby vnto my dread Soueraigne, and for 
the gencrallgoodof all his Maiefties Subicds- and 
nottoperfwadeanymentoaduenture thither, but 
for honour and profit; nor arc thefeperfwafionsto 
draw children from their parents to goe thither, 
neither men from their wiues, nor any feruants 
from their mailers; but onely fuch induftrious peo- 
ple,as with free confent will goe., or may be fpared 
from fuch Cities and Pariilics, that will but appar- 
rell fome oftheir fatherlclfe children,offoureteene 
orfifteeneyeeresof age, and fome fuch yong mar¬ 
ried people, ashauebutfmallmeanesto fet them- 
feluesforth; who by their good induftry may liue 
there pleafantly,and grow rich.in little time. 

And if any man defire to bee further fatisfied of 
that Countrey, then my DifcOurfe (hall informe 
them, they may inquire of any vnderftanding man,

A LL which former prouifions, the Matter of 
the Ship, or the Purfer are to be accoutable 
vnto the Aduenturcrs in euery voyage, 
what is /pent thereof and what is left of the fame, 
withthofc which (hall continue there to. plant ; of 
whichnumber, if but ten perfons remaine there, 
they may well haue referued for them of the for¬ 
mer vittuals and prouifions, thefc particulars fol¬ 
lowing,^/*. 

Hue hundred waight of the Bisket bread, fiue 
hogs-heads of becre, or fider, halfe a hogs-head of 
beefe,foure whole fides ofbacon,4.bufhels of pcafej 
halfe a firkin-of butter, halfe a hundred waight of 
cheefes, a pecke of muftard-feede, a barrell or vine- 
ger, twelue pound waight of candles, two pecks of 
oatmeale, halfe a hogs-headpf aqaa vita , two cop¬ 
per kettles, one brafle crock, one fryingpan,a grin- 
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dingftone,and.all the axes, hatchets, wood-hooksj 
augcrs,fawes,crowes of iron, fledges^ hammers, 
mattocks, pickaxes, Ihoouels, drawing irons, Iplit* 
tingkniues,haire-cloth,pynnaces failes, pynnaccs 
anchor-ropes, a fayne,fome nets • and keepe all the 
eight filliing boats,and the iron works appertaining 
to them, in perfcd readinelfe there,from yeere to 
yeere 5 and many of the other fmall necefi&ries, 
when the fiihing voyage is made, as pikes,nayles, 
andfuch like,which may ierue to helpe build hou- 
fes, cleanfe land, andfuch like feruices fitly for the 
Inhabitants to labour withallin the winter time, 
whiles the Ships are wanting from them. 

Now to make an eftimate what filh all the 40. 
perfons fit for fuch a voyage, may well take, and 
keepe eight fifliing boats allthe fummer time there 
at Sea, with three good fiihermen in euery of the 
faid boats-you ihall vnderftand, thatfo many men 
doe vfually kill aboue twenty fiue thoufand fiih for 
euery boat, which may amount vnto two hundred 
thoufand, fixe fcore fiihcs toeuerv hundred:and 
diuers Sliips being fo well prouiaedas aforcfaid, 
haueycerely taken there, aboue thirty fiue thou¬ 
fand, for euery boate: fo as they not onely load 
their Ship, but alfo hauc fold great quantities, be- 
fidcs their loadings yeerely to Merchants } and if 
fuch Ships which arc fowell manned for that pur- 
pole, cannot make faile of fuchfilhas they take 0- 
uerand aboue their loading; then they vfually giue 
ouer taking ofany more fifh in diuers yeeres, when 
there is great abundance eafily to be taken, becaule 
there are not any Marchants to buy it, nor no fit 
houles to lay vp the lame in fafety. for another y ere. 
__ O i _• Now 
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Now to make an eftimate but of twenty fuie 
thoufand of fifli/dr cuery of the eight boates^it will 
at that rate amount vnto two hundred thoufand • 
which may be a fit.quantity to fill and load a Ship of" 
an hundred Tun burthen, if the fi(h bee not very 
finally if it be large, a Ship of that burthen will not 
loadefomuch, befides the water, wood, vidhiall, 
and other prouifions, fit for fo many men as (hall 
faile in the faid Ship from thence, to make fale and 
imployments of the faidfilh $ which, as Iconcciue, 
will bee a fit courfefo tbdoe, and thereby great 
charge, and fome aduenture will be faued in carry¬ 
ing the fame dire&ly to a market, in regard what it 
would be, if it (hould bee returned home into Eng- 
/W,and then afterwards relade the fame againe and 
fend it to a market. 

Wherein my opinion is, that the faid Ship, ha¬ 
iling her voyage at Nerv-foHnd-landjhould faile from 
thence dire&ly toil iarfetlcs or Talletm, which places 
lying withinthe Straits of Gibraltar in the French 
Kings dominions, where the cuftemesvpon Fi(h 
are but little,and the Kentall lefle then ninety Eng- 
li(h pounds waightj and the price of fuch Fi(h there 
Ihauenotknownc,tobefoldforle(fe at any time, 
then twelue (hillings of currant Englifh payment 
for euery Kentall, and commonly a farre greater 
price ; and there (peedy fales are vfually made of 
fuch Fifh, andgoodreturnes had: and if any man 
will retiirne his money from thence, hce may haue 
iure bills ofexchange,for payment thereofheerc in 
London,vpon fight of any fuch bills. 

The forefaid two hundred thoufand of Fkh,loa¬ 
ding the faid (hip, -it will then make at Marfeiles a- 

boue 
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boue two and twenty hundred Kentalls of that 
waightj which being fold but at twelue fhiljings the 
Kentall, amounts to thirteene hundred and twenty 
pound fterling, and is-—13 20. pounds. 

A Ship of that burthen to ferue the voyage, be¬ 
ing hired by the moneth,. when flie is there vnloa- 
dcd, may be then there paid for her hire, and fo dif- 
charged • or being hired for a longer time, may re- 
turne from thence vnto fome other place in Spaine, 
to bee reloaded home with fome Marchandize, 
which may be well performed, andthefaid Ship 
returne in fit time to faile againe vnto New-found* 
land the yeere following,with leflfe charge then the 
firft yeere; and then greater hope of benefit it will 
bee to the Aduenturers then the firft yeere, when 
peopleare there before-hand,and all things in fit 
readineife againft their comming. 

There may well be of thcforefaid two hundred 
thoufand of Filh, twelue Tun of Traine oylc, or a 
greater quantity, the Which being fold and deliue- 
red in New-found-land atten pounds the Tunnc, as 
commonly it is the price there,it will amount to the 
fumme of fixe fcore pounds, and is-—no.pounds. 

And alfo there may be.well madeouer and aboucf 
the foreiaid quantity oftwo hundred thoufand dry 
fifli,ten thouland of large greene fifli ? which being 
fold in N^w-found-land but at fiue pounds the thou- 
fand,it will amount to the fumme of fifty pounds ;

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c he Tunne, and fometimes at twenty j which ouer- 
priccsof the faid Oyle and ercenenfti , Idoeheerc 
omit to fumme the fame,what it may be more. 

. Now if the forefaid two hundred thoufand of 
fifti may be fold at Marfeiles , at fixteene fliillings the 
Kentall,asoftenfuchfifhis,and much dearer the 
two thoufand two hundred Rentals, will then a- 
mount to the fumme of feuenteene hundred and 
threefcore pounds.-—-- 1 760. pounds. 

And it is very likely,that the forefaid eight fiih- 
ineboates being well manned, and flay continually 
fifning in the Countrey, vntill the 15. day of Octo¬ 
ber, as they may well, they may then takeaboue 
thirty fiue thoufand of filh for eucry boate,as diuers 
yeeres many men haue done in much Idfetime : 
which will then amount to fourefcore thoufand. 
more then the former two hundred thou/and. 

The which fourefcore thoufand fo gotten ouer 
andaboue the Ships loading, may bee otherwile 
dilpofed of at Newfound-land-^ be it more or lefTe, it

O F which fumme, bee it more or le(Te,what- 
foeuer is gotten in the voyage; if victuals, 
Salt,and the other former prouifions, bee 
prouided at reafonable cheape prices: Then the 
Mailer and Company haue a third part thereof, al¬ 
lowing fome fmall matter from the fame, towards 
the victualling; and there is another third part like- 
wife to bee allowed towards the Ships traucll and 
charge, deducting fome thing likewife thereof 
rowards the Mailer of the Ship, for taking the 
charge, and for fome other of the better fort of 
men, which they vfually haue ouer and aboue their 
lharesoftheformerthird: and the other third rc- 
maines vnto the Victuallers forth of the Ship. 

So that the voyage amounting as aforefaid, to • 
the fumme of two thoufand, two hundred & fifty 
pounds: A third will bee the fumme offeuen hun¬ 
dred and fifty pounds for the victualling part- from 
which deducting the former charge of 420.fi.—• 
oi.s.—04.d.which is to bee for the victualling 
forth of a Ship with forty perfons • thcremay rc- 
mainc to the Aduenturers for the bearing the 
Aducnture,and all Charges difcharged,the fumme 
of—33i.fi.—n.s. And in fome yceres, when 
lair, bread and becre is dearc bought; the viCtual- 
lingpartisallowedtheone nroiry or-halfe part of 
what is gotten in th; voyage,and the Company 
and Ship the other hal;e part.

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which may bee gotten vpon the fales of the two 
hundred thoufand of fifh at Marfeiles , or the benefit 
which maybe made vpon the rcturnes of the mo¬ 
ney for the fame from thence, or what may be got¬ 
ten by the imployments ofthe forefaid fumme, at ‘ 
the place where the fales are made. 

Likewife what may be more gotten vpon the 
traineOyle and grccnc Fifh, if it bee not fold in 
Nervfotmd-land , but brought home, and fold here at 
the belt hand : ' 

And ifa {hip bee hired by the moneth to per- 
forme this voyage,wich may be ended in leffe then 
nine moncths, the (hip to be free at Marfeiles , when 
the fifh is vnloaden there • and being hired at for¬ 
ty pound a moneth or much cheaper - 3 it may then 
bee efteemed what may bee fitly gotten by hiring 
ofafhip in that manner,'if the fifh and traineOyle 
amount vnto the prices, as it isvalucdrifityeeld 
more,then the^greater benefit will iromeby hiring 
of a fhip $ ifleffe, after the rate accordingly. 

And if Pans bee prouided for the making of Salt 
in the New-feund-land, as fitly and cheapely it may 
be, then will the chargcin letting forth of any fhip 
by the Aduenturers, be much leffe, and the benefit 
much the greater. 

Now. whereas there are but twenty foure men 
of the forty nominated to fifh 5 the other are to la¬ 
bour the fifh at land, (of which fixteene) feuen are 
tobeeskilfullheadders, and fplittersof fifh • two 
boyes to lay the fifh on a table,^and three to fait the 
fifh,whichlabour,thrce women may fitly do • three 
men may fetch a-land fait,and tend to wafh fifh,and 
and dry the fame • which may bectwohoule Car¬ 
penters 
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penters and a Mafon, the other may bee a woman, 
which makes vp fixteene to be left a-land,who may 
be fit to prouidc meate, and to wafh and dry fifli fo 
well as men,and for other labours alfo. 

And thofe perfons which remainc there, fliould 
be hired by the yeere, whofe ycerely wages will 
not be abouc 8 .or 9.pounds a couple one with the 
other, and apparell themfclues- which apparcll the 
aduenturers are to prouide, and thofe which are 
thus hired,to allow for the fame againe out oftheir 
ycerely wages. The which yeerely wages, for c- 
ucry couple ofthofe which fliould continue there, 
will be borne ycerely on that part of the fifli and 
oyle,which may come to the Companies part,as a- 
forcfaid,if the bufinefle be orderly carried- So that 
the viduals of thofe perfons which fliould rcmainc 
there to plant, from the 20.'day of March, vnto 
the 20. day of Nouemberj and their whole 
yccrcs pay fliould cueryycerc be, as it were char¬ 
ged and raifed out of the Companies third part, 
from y ec re to yccrc; 

Neither fliould the aduenturers bee any other 
way charged for them, but oncly for fome fit quan¬ 
tity of Mcale,Mault, Bcefc,Porke, Butter, Checfc, 
Aqua vita, and fome other fit things to ferue them 
in winter, vntill the Ships returnc to them againe, 
in the beginning of eucry Summer - and then they 
are to bee againe as of the Ships company. 

Inwhichtimcof winter, their labours vponthc 
land, in building of houfes, jawing of boords/q.ua- 
ring oftimber, manuring of land, and doing other 
feruices,may wel defray the faid charge,with good 
benefit ouer and aboue the fame.

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And then the fecond yeere,eucry of tliofe perfons* 
which lo fhall remaine there, may haue their equall 
fhareswjth the Filhermen, which may well pay their 
wages and charge that the Aduentnrers fhould bee at 
for them,with a greater benefit then in the firft yeere. 

This is the order and courfe which 1 haue long 
time had an opinion and confidered of,, whereby to 
aduance his Maieftics good purpofe for the faid Plan* 
ration, fo that an orderly and beneficial! Plantation 
in the New-found land, is to bee at firft proceeded on, 
and not by carriage of beafts thither to till the hand, 
before fuch time as prouifions bee made for them to 
liucin Winter, which will require fome time to fit 
Meddowes at firft for hay, and fit houfes for them. 

A Ship of a hundred Tun burthen, being thus im- 
ployed,may alfo well carry in her the firft yeere for in- 
creafe, Hogs,Goates,and Poultry, which will not be 
chargeable,norpeftcrmuchroomein the Ship, and 
they will proouc and increafe exceeding well there, 
as I haue often prpoued, and. bee at very little or no 
charge in keeping of them there: And after the firft 
yccre,thefaid Shipfailing.thither with a lefle num¬ 
ber of people,prouifion being made there in readi- 
nefte/hemay carry in her great ftore of Beafts, and 
prouifion for them. 

And for the better proceeding in this Plantation, 
it will be good for fuch Aduenturcrs as (hall imploy a 
Ship of ioo.Tun,with 40. perfons,to hire twofmall 
Barkes, neere the burthen of 30. Tun apiece by the 
moneth,to be vi&ualled and manned by-them, which 
fhould ferue as ina fifhing voyage, with ten perlons 
in each Barke,and they fhould haue in euery of them, 
alj prouifions fit to keepc two Ffher boatesat Sca,ei- 
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thcr of them all the Summer, and then thole Barkes 
may alfo well carry fome beafts for increafe j and they- 
fhould depart hence before the Ship of a hundred 
Tun burthen,for fome fpcciall.feruiccs toprouidea* 
gainft the greater Ship ariues,and then the Ship of a 
hundred Tun,with 40. perfons, need not depart out 
of England,before it bee towards the end of March;. 
which Barkes, if either of them bee there timely in 
theycere, it may bee,inmanyrcfpe#s, worth much 
more, for the good of the fifhing voyage,and the laid 
Plantation,, then their hire by the moneth will a- 
mount tvnto, as for many reafons which I can deli' 
uer. 

And then taking that courfe, there may bee fome 
falcs made before-hand of a hundred thouland offifh, . 
ora greater quantity to fome Merchants,to be dcliuc- 
red in Nm-feund-land, and to recciue money for the 
fame here in London, ypoo Bills of Exchange. All 
which, by Gods affiftance, may bee well performed, 
and the bigger Ship alfo, well loden, to faile from 
thence to fome good market, to make, falcs of the 
fame. 1 

And then one of thofe Barkes may load a|f fitch 
traineoyle as may bee gotten in the voyage, and rc- 
turne with thejamc, where it may be thoughtbeft to 
make fale therof: And the other Barke may then load 
allfuch grecnefi(hasmaybemade,andreturnehome 
to England,orelfewhere to difpofe thereof. . 

Thus it may bee all well performed, and ftoreof 
fi(h left for the prouifion.of thole which are to flay in 
the Countrey to inhabit; and. alfo for the hogs and 
water-fowle to feed on in the Winter when there is 
caufe. ; 
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Now whether it may be beft to buy a Ship of ioo. 
Tun burthen,,or bigger, to ferue for the faid voyage, 
or to hire fuch a one by the monetb, for that purpoic; 
I leaue it to the coniidcration of the Aduenturcrs 
themfelues. 

T Hus it may well bee vnderftood, that the laid 
Plantation will bee for the generall good of 
all his Maiefties Subie&s, and not hurtfull t6 
arty: And it will bee alfo a moft fpeciall benefit, and 
good for all thofc which yeercly trade there infix¬ 
ing, what how it is,though they fettle no people there 
to plant, whereby to kcepe and maintaine their cer- 
taine places, there to faltand dry their fiX on $ by rca- 
j fon.thatthofe which fhall inhabit there, will, vpon 
( rcqueft,and fome (mall gratuity, preferue their fiX- 
’ ing Boats yeerely from fpoyling, fo as they may haue 
them and their Stages, and all commodious and ne- 
ceflary roomes fo plcafantly, and in fuch perfeft rca- 
dinefle,yeerely againft theircomming thither, which 
will vndoubtedly be worth vnto them in their fiXing 
voyages, many thoufands of pounds more yeerely 
then now it is, as it cannot bee denyed by any that 
knowes the manner and order of thofe voyages. 

Now whereas I haue formerly made but an efti- 
mate what number of FiX forty perfons being there 
io imployed, doe vfuaily take, and fo all others may 
doe theUke, and orderly make the fame in the Sum¬ 
mertime, when they haue fet faile from England, in 
that voyage neeretheend of March, and returned 
home from thence neere the twentieth day of Sep¬ 
tember,fuch as haue irt the feme Summer, after they 
hauearriued there,felled and brought all their Tim- 
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bcr, with great labour and paines out of the Woods, 
and fpentaboue twenty dayes about the fame, and in 
building of their Stages, and other large neceflary 
roomes there, to fplit, fait and dry their 'fifti in, 
and alfo in building and repairing their fiftiing 
Boates, which hath beene more labour and paines to 
them in doing thereof,then all the taking and making 
of fuch a great quantity of fifti as aforefaid hath been 
vnto them; fo that it may be well concerned,what an 
vnfpeakablecharge, labour, and time is nowyecrely 
fo fpent by dilbrderly courfes therein,which may bee 
well fauedyecrely,and imployed to much better pur- 
pofe in that Countrey, if order bee taken fo,as thofc 
Stages and fiftiing Boates may be there from yecre to 
yeere fitly preferued,and thereby will bee not oncly a 
greater benefit yecrely more gotten then now there 
is,vnto all his Maicftics Kingdomcs, but alfo many 
great perils at Sea, in failing thitherwards bound in 
fuch vnfeafonable times of the yeere, and in fuchdef- 
perate manner asfome men vfe to doe,preuentcdjand 
alfo there will be yeerely a greater abundance of fifti 
the more taken,by continuing there* longer time to 
fiftijthen as now men vfe to doe. 

And whereas I haue before ginen but an eftimatc 
what fuch a quantity of fifti lo taken may yecld, be- 
inga part thereof difpoled away at New -found-land , 
and the greater quantity thereof tranfported from 
thence vnto c Matfeiles, and there fold as aforefaid: 
Itmay,asIfuppofo,dif-hearten fome men fromad- 
ucnturing,to further the faid Plantation in that kind, 
becaufe it is wel knowne,that in returning from New- 
found-Undsnio Marfeiles, or to any other places with¬ 
in the Straits of Gibraltar jlo make Sales and imploy- 
tnents 
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ments of fuch a quantity of filh, that the eourfeby 
Sea in failing thither, and returning from thence, is 
fomethinglong j and the perils that may happen in 
that eourfeby Pyrats,and theTurki(hRouers,are ve¬ 
ry dangerous : Therefore I haue prefumed more at 
large,to adde vnto my former Difcourfe this further 
incouragement and inftru&ion,to any which may be 
willing to aduenture with any of the aforefaidVn- 
dertakers. 

That if any fuch Aduenturers will returnefrom 
thence with their Fifh into Spain e, or Portugal!, the 
dangers of the Sea are much lelfc, and the courfe 
much (hotter, then they are in (ailing to UVUrfeile^ 
and the price of fuch Fifh is commonly fold there at 
a price,and better returnes are to be had from Spaine, 
and Portugall,then from Marfeiku 

And whofoeuer (hould returne from 3 {erv-founcl- 
land with their Fifh vnto any Port of the Coaft of 
Biskay, which is very ncerevnto vs, they (hall moft 
commonly finde a greater price for it there, then 
fometimesthofedoe that fade with it vnio Marfetlcs, 
Spaine,or Portugall. 

And whofoeuer fo aduenturing, (hall returne 
from New fourtd-landwhh. his Fifh vnto any of thefe 
Cities in France j as namely,Naunce,Burdeaux,Ro- 
chell, Bayon,Roane, or to diuers other places within 
that Kingdome, which is euen heere at our owne 
homes:That kind of Fifh is in all thefe parts of France 
info greatrequeft,andyeerely felles there at fo great 
a price,and fo good payment for it there, as it is fold 
either in Marjalss, Spaine,Portugall,or the Coail of 
Biskay ; and very good iinployroents are there 'o bee 
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into England, Scotland or Ireland. 

Hailing thus plainly cxprefTed with what facility 
die New-found-land Plantation may bee orderly pro¬ 
ceeded on, I haue thought goodalfo to relate how 
filch Aduenturers to that Countrey may yccrly make 
much greater benefit of trade, in returning from 
thence, then I haue as yet written, or that any man 
which I haue heard of,that hath as yet put in pra&ice 
fiich a fitcourfe, leauing it to thofe that will make tri- 
all thereof, as their owne judgements (hall aduize 


I T iswellknownc, that from the New-found-land, 
vnto a place called the Banke, which lyeth Eaft 
from thence towards England, 2;. leagues in the 
like altitude: which Banke is a fand, and in moft pla¬ 
ces twcluc leagues broad j and in length Norch-eaft, 
and Southweft,about 100.leagues; on which Banke 
there is no lefie then 20 Jadomc of water at any place, 
and there doe fiiliyeerelyaboue 100. faile of French 
Ships,Winterand Summer, fome of them making 
two voyages there in a yeere, and another voyage to 
iome other place alio in. the lame yeere, andfpend 
much time of the fame yerc at their owne homes like- 
wife. 

I haue often (failing towards the Newfound-land) 
met with feme French Shipscomming from thence, 
deepe loden with Fill),in the firft of Aprill, who haue 
taken the fame-there,in Ianuary, February, & March, 
which are the fharpeft inoneths in the yere for ftorms 
and cruell weather. 

To which Banke mayour Nation, fuch as will ad- 
uenpjre therein, and doe great good in Hilling, 
CL faile 
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failc from the Ngw-fotmlUnd in the latter part of the 
Summer, when the Fifh begins to draw from that 
Coaft,as commonly it doth when the Winter comes 
on } I meanc, fuch (hipping as are to be imployed by 
whomfoeuer may vndertake to plant there, and like- 
wife any other Ships that faile thither a fifhing, as 
now they vfeto doe, who hauing difpofed away fuch 
fifh and traineoylc as they take there in the Summer 
time vnto Merchants^s vfually cuery yecre fomefuch 
as aduenturc thither haue done, they may then (Salt 
being made there, as it may be fitly and cheaply)take 
in thereof a fit quantity,and frcfli water,wood, frefh 
fowlesgrcatftore,and other vi&uall, and likewifea 
fulficient quantity of Herrings,Mackercll,CapeHpg, 
and Lawnce,’to bait their hookes withail, for taking 
of fifh on thefaid Bank} becaufefiich bait the French¬ 
men are not able to haue, that faile purpofely to fifh 
there,but are conftraincd to bait their hookes with a 
part of the fame Godfifh Which they cake there 1 , 
wherewith they load their Ships. 

The whichfithfoyecrely taken there, ismuchlar- 
ger,thicker,and fweeter, then the fame kind of fifties 
are, that are taken on the Goad of New-found - 
land, ot thofe parts neerc thereunto. Whereby it 
may bewellvnderftood to be much more neceflary 
and beneficiall, for fuch as will faile there to fi(h, ,to 
carry fuch kind of bait as aforefaidwith them, to put 
on the hooks j then they dial the more fpeedily load 
their Ships then the Frenchmen may poflibly doe, 
who haue there no fuch bait to put on theit hookes to 
fifh withall, neither any other frefh vi6tuall of flefh 
kinde,wood, orfrefh-water ttf di?6(fe theirWeat with- 
alLbut only fuch a$ they carry with the frota France. 

. : P Whereby 
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' Whereby it maybe wel concerned,thatthe fifhing 
which the Frenchmen hauc there on the fame Banke, 
is a very profitable trade vnto them • feeing they 
not onely faile thither of purpofe to fifti in the hardeft 
time of Winter,which isaboue £50. leagues difiancc 
from theneereft part of Faance; and in all which time 
to liue vpon the Sea in fuch a cold place, with but lit¬ 
tle wood,wherewith to make fomtimesa good fire to 
drefle their meate,and to fit by to warmc themfelucs. 

All which hardnefle of liuing fo on the faid Banke, 
in that manner, the gaine which they make by the 
laid fittaing trade,doth make them greatly to delight 
therein: whereby it may be well vnderftood, to be a 
farre better trade forfuch as fifh the Summer time at 
New-found-land , and doe prouide for that purpofe; 
they may there reload their Ships againe with good 
fifti,in twenty dayes and lefle, comming thither fo 
well prouided as aforefaid: and fo they may then 
merrily attimes fit by a good fire, when they haue la¬ 
boured hard all day; whereby they willbee the better 
able to take more fi(h there in a day, then fo many 
Frenchmen (hall bee able to take in two dayes, and 
with a greater pleafure therein. 

And thus may any performc the faid voyage home¬ 
ward, bound from New-found-land , and in fit order, 
andbeeatno charge about trimming of any Ship, 
which (hall ferue iri fuch a voyage, but onely as is v- 
fed eucry yecrefor the New-found-land voyage onely, 
and with a very final) addition of Bread and Becrc to 
be allowed more thereunto. 

Neither need the Matters and Sailers of any Ships 
that will vndertake the faid voyage, prepare rhem- 
felues with any other apparell or neccffary prouifions, 
Qjz then 
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then they yecrcly vfeto doe for the Ncw-joundland 

voyage onely. 

Which voyage, fotobee performed from the 
7 {eto-feund-land to the faid Banke, I am of opinion, 
diuers men will gladly vndertake,when thofe Plan¬ 
tations, now lately intended in that countrey, are 
orderly fettled • which is likely to proue very 
profitable, for any that will prepare themfelues 
for that purpofe, feeing it will bee vnto fuch as 
a double voyage of benefit, and all vnder one 
charge. 

And whofoeucr will fo imploy Ships, they may 
faile with their loading fo gotten there, vnto 
France, Portugall, or Spaine, where that kinde of 
fiflr doth vfually fell at a great price 5 and retume 
loaden from thence ( by Gods afliftance)yeerely 
againftChriftmas, with fome Salt, Oyle,Wine, 
Fruit, and fome Royalls of Plate, or French 
Crownes,and fo make foure voyages in three Quar¬ 
ters ofa y eere, and all vnder one fetting forth from 
%pgland. Scotland or Ireland. 

And then, fuch as fhall be imploied in that voy¬ 
age, may afterwards fpend the time at their homes 
merrily,vntill it be towards Aprill in euery yeere, 
which i? timely enough to fet forth againc in the 
faid voyages. 

Ana if any Ship fo impldyed, doe returne 
frqm thence directly home to England, that 
kinde of Fifli wiHfellfo well here, and is fogood 
as any powdered Coddc which is taken in the 
N orth Seas, or vponthe Coaft of England or Ire¬ 
land. 

Thys briefely and plainely, but not curioufly, I 
haue 
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haue funne thorovv my intended taske of hiy fc- 
condmotiucsand rcafons, which leads to the ad- 
uancement ofhis Maiefties moft hopeful Plantation 
in the New-found-l/wd- not that my refolution is any 
way to infinuate ‘with the capacity, either of the 
higheft,or meaner fort of people, thereby to inuitc 
them to the fetting forth of this great and happy en- 
terprize/urther then the folidity of the truth, and 
well grounded probabilities flialldircd and leade 
them 5 but rather to informe their iudgements of the 
naturall ftate,condition,benefits,and trades to that 
Countrey,which promifeth fo many hopes 5 and 
thefe hopes fo much affurance ofa moft flouriftiing 
and lucceffull iflue, that indecde, to vfe but few 
words for all, we neede much defire to know fuch a 
Sifter land as the Newfound-land is,and to loucitas 
welhould. 

But as the fmalleft terrcftriall a&ion cartnot pofti- 
bly prolper, without Gods diuine afliftance,to per- 
fe&and finilh it: fo this great worke, fo pious and 
noble of it felfe,as tending to the propagation offo 
many Chriftian foules to God, will (by his cternall 
prouidence and great mercyjbe both furthered and 
blefled in the attempt, preferuation, and eftabliih- 
ing thereof. 

As for my felfe,who out ofmine own experience, 
and the integrity of my thoughts, am confident, 
that the end will crowne the beginning ofthis moft 
hopefullPlantation,Iftiall cuerlikea true-hearted 
Engliftunan,& his Maiefties moft humble and faith- 
full Subied, religioufly defirc and wifti'ta fee it in 
a faire fowardnes & good proceeding.-yct howfo- 
eucr,as vertue is fubied and incident to be crolfed, 
Q 3 and 
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and maligned by the followers of vice* and that we 
foinetimes fee many excellent and noble proieds 
ftrangled or made ahortiue in their births: Euen fo 
this great worke may(perhaps) be either blafted by 
nipping whirlewindes at home, or decay and die, 
through fomefatalland difaftrous misfortune, in 
the mifearrying or vnskilfulnefle of fuch as may 
feeke,and fo be imployed in the managing and con- 
duding'thereof, as many worthy attempts haue 
beene, by taking fuch vnfit agents and procee¬ 
dings. 

And if it fhould fo happen by any fuch mif-lea- 
ding therein (which God defend)in either of thofe 
worthy Vndertakers good purpofes, or whomfoe- 
uer,hauing already, or fhalbeat any time thereunto 
well affeded ; let the fault then, gentle Reader, be 
imputed where it ought to be, and not vnto the ill- 
neffe of the Climate,which hath beene fo wellim- 
proued .• neither to the Countrey, which is well 
knowne to be fo fruitfull,as hath beene before rela¬ 
ted?. neither vnto thofe peaceable Seas there,which 
are very fejdome tempeftuous with any boifterous 
ftormes, and doe fo plentifully abound with fuch 
great variety offeueralibrts offifh,and multitudebf 
Sca-fowles as hath beene likewife exprdfed • Nei¬ 
ther let me, gentle Reader, that haue thus freely 
thrpwne my felfe with my mite into the treafury of 
my Countries good, be raif-cenfured for any thing 
which I haue written in this difeourfe, which hath 
beene fo worthily and well approued : 
u Fojrnpwmy defire is, for the auoiding of any 

and* good fucceffe thereof, that thofe peopfc 
which 
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which arc to be iraployed thither, at firft fliould be 
diligcntpeopleandinauftrioustolabour, and fub- 
ie<ft to be directed by fuch as well vnderftand, how 
toimployeucry feuerall perfon there at all times, 
not only in the fifhing trade when that time feruesj 
which indeede is the only inftrument and finewe 
C as I conceaue) that is belt like at the firft to giue 
comfort,and hold life vntofo great and worthy a 
worke- and therefore requisite to be followed, in 
fuch manner as it may giue comfort vnto all fuch as 
fliall be willing to aduenture thereinjfor as there is 
a fpeciall care taken eucry where in time ofharueft, 
tobeinduftriousand careful!, as well to reape and 
gather theIheaues from the fields into fome places 
offafetyin the Summer time, as there is to till the 
land,and fow thefeedc in the Winter fcafon 3 So is 
there alfo a Ipeciall regard to be had,thataproui- 
dentcourfe betaken with all fuch,which arc to be 
imployed to that Countrcy, that they fliould be ei¬ 
ther skilfull or induftrious to doc fuch things as 
fliall be fitting when time ferues, or to bee directed 
bythofe that are well experienced therein - and 
then vndoubtedly it will giue great comfort vnto 
allfuchasareormallbepleafed to be vndertakers 
thereof, becaufe that in Summer time, when thole 
great flioalesoftheCod-filh draw to that coaft to 
jpawnc,and take their fills on multitudes of finaller 
fillies, which they follow there, dofe to the cliffes 
and fands- 'commonly abouc thirty dayes together, 
before they hale off from the lhore againe,and in 
fuch.manner, there come three feuerall Shoalcs of 
the Cod-fillies in the Summer time : .The one of 
them followes on the Herrings: the other fol- 
lowes 
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lowesthe Capling, which is a fifti like the Smelt; 
And the third followes the Squid, which is a fi(h 
fbmething like the Cuddell. 

And at thofe times there vfually go many boates 
forth a filhing from that coaft,onely with but three 
men in each boat 3 And thofe three being fit Fifli- 
ermen,will daily take at thofe times aboue 12 00. of 
thofe CodfifheSjfixe fcoreto the hundred,and eue- 
ry of thofe fifties with the Oyle whichcomes of 
them, being valued but at a penny for euery fuch 
filh, which isacheape rate, it will amount to bee 
worth fixe pound flailing,being Iplitted,felted, and 
dried,as the feme ought to bee- wherein there is 
good induftry, experience ,and much iudgement 
to be vfed • otherwife, fuchfifhcannot be taken and 
fitly preferued, as it ought to bee,whereby to de¬ 
fray the charge, and bringprofit withall to the Ad- 
uenturers,as I much defire that all fuch may haue: 
fo that it may be wellvnderftood, it is good ang¬ 
ling with the hooke and line there, whenafingle 
man may take in that imployment aboue forty fal¬ 
lings worth of fiihday by day • for I haue often 
fe$nethere,that thofe who haue bin moftinduflri- 
ous in taking and well handling of fuch fifli, .haue 
certainely beene moft willing,fitteft and readiefl to 
build,and doe any other good feruice there,at fuch 
times whileft the fifti failesj when fome others that 
are vnskilfull in the one, will ftand idlely, and 
talke with their hands in their Gloues or Pockets, 
anddoe but little to anypurpofe inthe other 5 like 
vnto thofe that come on the Stage to a<ft their part 
in a Comedy, but perforate it not in any refpeft 
fufficiently- fo that they are not onelyfcoffed and 
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hift at; by the beholders but af fo thole which are at 
the charge,and chiefe ACtprs thereof,receiue fome 
difgrace and wrong thereby: euen Co I haue often 
knowne there fome proper men ofperfon, which 
haue not beene well acquainted with thofe affaires; 
yet haue had fome other good^arts in them, and 
would fpeake well when they haue come from 
thence,yet nencr did they performe any thing there 
worthy of any great commendations. 

Thus, gentle Reader, I haue endeuoured 
with much trauaile, cxpence, and Ioffe of time, 
to make it plaincly appeare, that it will be ho¬ 
nourable and bencficiallvnto all thofe that (hall be 
willingtoaduancethe faid Plantation; although I 
expert to receiue but fmall benefit thereby to my' 
felfe, or for my great expence, and Ioffe of time 
herein;yet I fhal euer giue Godthepraife,ifal others 
which fhalbe yet willing to aduenture therein may, 
arid I (hall, among many great lofTes, and difeon 
tents which I haue had, Itruft in God, bearc this 
ono.content to my graue, that I haue euer bin a true 
Iouing SubieCtto my Prince & Countrey; & in the 
Pollicitation by this my difcourfe,aud otherwife, I 
haue dealt truly with his Maiefty,carefully and vp. 
rightly with all thofe which fliall be willing to af- 
fift the faid Plantation. 

Now if any which fhal not be willing,Or it may be 
is not able to performe a part, for the perfecting of 
this great & moft hopeful workc,fhould diflike that 
I haue thus laid open a gap for al his Maiefties Sub¬ 
lets into thofe grounds,which fome men-do feeme 
to challenge and appropriate,as it were,vnto them- 
felues,andfo would not haue all others of hisMa- 
. . R. iefties 
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iefties Sublets made acquainted with the trade and 
benefit, which is there like to bee obtained: they 
may therein(as I conceiue in charity) be compared 
to befomething like vnto Efip dog, which could 
cate no Hay, neither would he fufter the hungry 
Aife to feede thereon. Yet my hope is, that fuch 
may well vnderftand by what I haue written, that 
my truedelire is,to fhew vnto any ofthem, that by 
the laid Plantation and trading to that Countrey, 
being fo well followed,as it may orderly be, that 
all his MaieftiesKingdomes,which noware.behol- 
ding vntoother-countries for fome necelfary com- 
modities,might not only be furnilhed with the like 
from thence,but alfoin taking of fuch fifli, as thofe 
Seas do yeeld at an eafier rate then now we vfe to 
haue them: wherby we may ferue For- 

tugalljtaly, and other places,much cheaper with that 
fort offim,thcn any of thefe other nations lhalbe a- 
ble to fetch the lame from thence, and thereby to 
haue and retaine all the trade of that countrey,vnto 
his Maiefties Subiefts hands only: & that whereas 
there fail in fome y eers to j. country aboue 2 5 o.failc 
4>f Ships frouvEngland only>with aboue jooo.Eng- 
lilh men in them,by whofc labours,there is yeerely 
gotte into this Kingdom,aboue the fum of 13 ? 000 
Hand alfothcrby many families fet on worke and 
relieued:then it may be well vnderftood, what a 
great benefit and ftrength it will be, when there 
lhal faile thither 5 oo.faile ofIhips, & aboue 10000. 
feruiceable Subiefts inthcm,whichwill be able to 
gaine, with the help offiich numbers of other men, 
Women,& children,as may yeerly be fo commodi- 
oully carried thither in few yeercs, when the Sub¬ 
lets are made acquainted with fuch an orderly 
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courfe,as may be taken for the aduancemcnt of the 
faid Plantation. - 

Whereby there may be thus yeerely gotten,not- 
only much wealth, but alio great ftrcngth againft 
fuch time, as any Prince fliould breake league with 
his Maieftie,that then to haue in fuch readines 700. 
jfailc of his Subie&s Ships, fo ready to come from 
thence,with more then ioooo.feruiceablc lea-men 
in them,in lclfe time then 15 .dayes warning, if the 
wind ferue, which is fo Ihort a time, as Saylers may 
be preft in fome part of this Kingdome, and be able 
to come from thence vnto his Maicftics Nauy 
RoyallatChattam, vpon anyoccalionof feruice. 

The like ftrengthby Sea,there is not any other 
Prince in the world able to call home vnto him in 
fo Ihort a timeof his owne fubie&s, from any one 
place of trading,if he haue neuer fo great occalion. 

Thus,Godblelfing the faid Trade and Plantati¬ 
on^ will be,not only a great augmentation to his 
Maieftie in his rcuenues and cuftomes,but alfo a ge- 
nerall good vnto all his HighnelTe Kingdomes and 
Subiefts,bothin inriching of aduenturers in parti¬ 
cular, & alfo in lengthening the wall of defence, 
which God hath fet about our natiue neft, Great 
J?rr//rfW,namely,Nauigation, which muft needs be 
much cherilhed and fumifliedby this Seminary of 
Filhers,implpyed in fuch Colonies,and out ofthat 
lhoale,willbealwaiesin readines and of ability to 
be tranllated higher,from fifhing velTels, into fight¬ 
ing Ships Royall • and fo are alwayes vfefull 
for peace or warre, merchandize or defence, as the 
occafions of our eftate and welfare Ihall require.

Gentle Reader: 

■ Nett you haue perufed my former Dijcourfe and 
T>ifcoueriescontainedtherin,andfuchgeod appro¬ 
bation^ ithathreceiued, whichgiues me cuenan 
ajfurance,it wilalfo rectiue good acceptance fro all 
hie Maieflies well- ajfeBed SubieBs-, when it (ball 
beprefented vntoyou,and if it dofo appeare vnto me, I}hall fa the 
fatterincouraged to fet forth,what Ihdue taken mo tines of, in my 
trauels to that Countrey, concerning the fetter all depthf of fhe 
water,anddiuerftiesof the ground in euerj fetter all depth that 
hath come in theTallo,on the end of the Leade,whenit hath faen 
caf into the Sea, which l conceiueto bee neceffary for thofe that 
fall henceforth trade thither, bccaufeasyetjno man, to my know¬ 
ledge,hath vndertaken fo to doc: and whenfoeuer itmaypleafe 
his dWaiejlyjor the State fallfeemegood to command meffad 
fa ready with my life and rheanes to make a perfetl difeouerydnd 
defcription of the fetter all Head-land's, Bayes, Harbours, and 
Koadsjor Ships to anchor, as alfo the Hands,Rock.es and Shelues 
roundafauttheNevt-(o\iniLnn &; which atyeM man hath 
done: neither aire there (I fuppofe ) but few men lining if his 
MaieBies SubieBs, that did at any time, fade round about the 

Land, 
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Zand,betweene the Continent af America and that, whereby to 
fet forth a true (JWap of that (fountrey, which asyet there « not, 
butimaginarily, bccaufe fuch at haue vfflally trauelled there, 
haue alwayes made their Voyages in the Harbours and Roads 
on the Eafi,and Southmofl parts of that land, but neueronthe 
Wtfl and North parts thereof ; and fo by fuch an imployntent, 
(which may be wellpofermedwitb a vtry fmallcharge) there is 
no doubt,but that fome other good difeoueries of trade may. bee 
made infome other parts of that Countrey, and alfo with the na r 
tiues there ; not only with thofe which Hue in the North and tVcfl- 
mofi parts of the New-found-land, but alfo withthefe which 
border in the maine Continent of America, neere thereunto. For. 
it is wellknowne, that they are a very ingenious and fubtill kinds 
of people (as it hath often appeared in diuers things) fo like - 
wife are they traElable, as hath becnewcll approoued, when 
they haue beene gently and politickly dealt withall: alfo they 
are a people that will feeke to reutnge any wrongs done v»r 
to them, or their Woolues, as hath often appeared. For 
they marks their Woolues in the Barts with feuerall market, as 
isvfedhereinEnghad onSheepe, and other beafts, which hath 
been likgwife wellapprmd ; for the Woolues in thofe parts are not 
fo violent and deuowring as Woolues are in other Countries . For 
no man that leuer heardof, could fay,that anyWoolfe, Leopard, 
’Bears,or any other be offs did euerfet vpon any man or boy intie 
New-found-land, although diuers times fome menhauebeenby 
themfelues in the Wbodt, when they kauefuddenly come neere vn? 
to them,andtkofcBcafisha«eprefcntly. vpon fight of any Chri- 
flianfpeedily runne from them. Neither are there any Snakst, 
Toads, Serpents, or any other vemmous Wormes, that suer were 
knowne to hurt any man in that (fountrey, but onely a very little 
nimble, fly,(the leaf of all ether Flies) which is called a Muf- 
keitoi.'thofe Flics feeme tobauea great power and authority 
vpon allloyteringandidle people that come to the Ncw-foun'd- 
land :for they haue this property, thatwhen they finds any fitch 
lying lazily,orfleeping in the Woods, they willprefently bee more 
nimble tofeize bn them, then any Sergeant will bcetp.arreft;* 
man for debt: Neither will they leans flinging or fucking out 
R 3 ' the 
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the blood of fitch {laggards, vntitt, like a Beadle, they bring him 
to his Maficr , vrhere hee Jhould l.beur : in which time of 
hyterir.g, thofe flies will fo brandfuck idle per font in their fae¬ 
ces that they may be kytownefrom others, as the Tierkes doe their 
. fanes. 

Now it may be wed vnderflood] there is great hope that thofe 
parts of the world widyeeld feuerad commodities of exceeding 
worth,whereon diners good employments may bee made for great 
nmbersofhis Maiefties SubitUs. For it is wellknowne, that the 
Notifies ofthofe parts haste greatftore of red Okar, wherewith 
they vfe to colour their bo dies,Bowes, Arrernes and Cannowet, in 
a painting manner; which Cannowet are their Boats, that they 
•vfe to goe to Sea in,whicharebHiltin fiape like the Wherries on 
theBiucr of Thames,with [mall timbers,no thicker nor broader 
thenhoopes;andinfieadaf boards, they vfe the barkes of Birch 
trees, which they few very artificially and clofit together, and 
then ouer lay the feames with Turpentine,as Titch is vfed on the 
feametof Ships,andBoats: Andintikg manner they vfe to few 
the barkes ofSpruife and Firretrees, round and deepe in propor¬ 
tion,like a Brajfe Kettle,to boyle their meat in, as it hath been 
wellappreonedby dinerjmen;butmoflefpecially to my certaine 
knowledge, by three Mariners of a Ship if Tty&m,intbe Coun¬ 
ty of Devon; whichShipridirtgthere at Anchorneere by me, 
dt the Harbour calledtieitts-czk, on the North fide of Trinity 
Bay, and being robbed in the night,by the Sanages,of their oppa* 
red, and diners other pronifions, did the next day feekg after 
them,and happened to come fuddenly where they had fetvp three 
Tents, andwerefeajhngfauing three fuch Cannowet by the, and 
three Tots made offuch rinds of trees, fiandingeach of them on 
threefionet,boyling,Withtwelue Fowles in each of them, euery 
Fowle as bigas a Widgeon,andfomefo big as a Ducke: they had 
alfo many fuch Pots fofewed/mdfdfiioned like leather ‘ Buckets f 
that are vfedfor tjutnehing off remand thofe ware fud of the 
jolkps of Egges, that they had taken and boyled hard, and fo 
dryedfmauasithadbeen powder-Sugar, which theSauagesv- 
fed in their "Sr6th,as Sugar is often vfod in fdme mates. They 
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hadgreat flare of the skins of Deere, Beauers, Scares,Seales, 
Otters, and Suers other fine skins, which were excellent well 
Are fed ; as alfo great fore offetter allforts offlefi drjed, and by 
Jbooting off a Musket towards them, they all ran away naked, 
without any appitrell, best onely Conte of them h.td their kitt en 
their heads,which were made ef Seale skinnes, in fajl/m like our 
bats, fbwed handfomely,with narrow hands about themfet round 
withfne white fbels, All their three Cannowes, their fleflj, skim, 
ytikes of Egges,Targets, Bowes and Arrowes, and much fine 
Okar,and sUtters ether things they tooke and brought away, and 
[bared it among thofe that tooke it ; and they brought to mee the 
heft Cannow, Bowes and Arrowes , and diuers of their skins, and 
maty other artificial!things worth the noting, which may feemt 
much to inuite vs to indeuour to finds out feme other good trades 
with them. 

New alfo I will not omit to relatefame thing of a ft range Crea- 
ture,which Ifirfifaw there in theyeert 1610. in a morning early, 
_ as 1 was [landing by the Riuer fide, in the Harbour of Saint 
Iohns, which very fwiftly came fwimmingtoveards mee, looking 
cheerfully on myface,as it hadbeen a woman: by the face, eyes, 
nofe,mouth,chin,eates,nccke, and forehead, it feemedtebttfo 
beauiifull,andin thofe parts fowell proportioned, baaing round > 
aboutthe head many blue fir cakes, refcmbling haire, but cer¬ 
tainly it was no haire,yet 1 beheld it long, and another of mj com-' 
party alfo yet liusng,that was not then farre from mee, [aw the 
fame cammingfofwifily towards me:at which Ifieppedback;-, for 
it was com: within thelengthof a long Pike, fuppofing it would 
haue [prang aland to mee, becaufe I had often feene huge 
Whales to fpringagreat height aboue the water, as diuers other 
great Fifhts doe ; andfo might this firange Creature doe to mee, 
if Ihadjloodjlillwhere 1wm,osI verily belecue it had fitch a 
purpofe. But when it (aw that I went from it, it did thereupon 
diue a littlevndrrthe water,and(warn towards the place where 
a little before l landed, and it did often look; backe towards mee- 
wherby l beheld the (boulders & backjo wn to the middle, to be fo 
Jqttare, white and/mooth as the backe of a man ; and from the 

middle t 
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middle to the hinderpart, itwaspoyntingin proponionfamething 
like a broad hooked Arrow: how it was in the forepart from the 
necks andjhoulders , I amid not well difeernefbut it came- Shortly 
after, to a Boat in the fame Harbour (wherein one William 
Hawkridge then mj[truant was,) that hath been fince a Cap- 
taine in a Shipyo the Eaft Indies, and is lately there fo imployed 
againe\ and the fame Creature did put both his hands.vpon 
thefdeoftheBoat, anddidfiriuemuch to come in to him, and 
diners then in the fame "Boat ; whereat they were afraid, undone 
ofthemflrtickcit afullblow on the head, whereby it fell off from 
them: and afterwards it came to two other Boates in the [aid 
Harbour,where they lay by theJbore: the men in them, farfeare 
fed to landandbeheld kflhisf Ifuppofa) was a OMaremaid, or 
Mar man. Now bccatsfc diners hane writ much of Maremaids, 
Jhdue prefamedto relate what is mofi certaine,offuch aftrange 
Creature that was thus thenfeene at New-found-land, whether 
itwerea Maremaidorno , lleaueit for ethers to iudge:Atsdfo 
referrejou to the perufalloftheCopies ofthofe LettersfolUmng , 
which katsebeenlately (tut from the New-found-land, which I 
doubt pot but they will alfagueyou fame fttisfaftion of what I 
hauewrittenofabat Countrey,whereby to bring you the more tn 
latte tot he imbracing of a ‘Plantation in that Countrey, which 
■maty bt welt fiileda Sifter^Land-,which God grant to. blejfe>and.

iM/ty it fkafeyour Honour: 

V Pon the ly.day of May,I receiued here your Letters 
of the i j>.of February fronuhe handsofT^rrJYo- 
tting. Vpon the z 6 . of the fame, a (hip of Matter 
Iemins, with your people and proutfion, arriued 
here in fafety: and from the bands of Captaine ‘Powell I re¬ 
ceiued then your Honours Letters of the 14. of March. And 
vpon the latt of Iune Matter lames came hither, from Rc- 
□ouze,and the Salt-maker Matter John Hickson ; from whofe 
hands I receiued two Letters more: that by Matter lames be¬ 
ing of the 4. of May ,and the other by Hickson of the 10. of 
the fame* 

All thefe being receiued by me, with an humble and a 
mott thankefull hand,firft, vnto God for your Honors health, 
and next,toyour Honour for your continuall fauour towards 
mCjbefeeching the fame Almighty God, long and long to 
continueyour health, to the aduancement of his glory, both 
here,at home and clfc- where :I mott humbly pray you to 
buildvponrtiydutifullcare and diligence, inthefccting for¬ 
wards and following of your Honours bufincire,eucn to your 
belt aduantage, and aduancement of the vvorke, and alfo that 
S Khali 
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I (hall bee a dutiful! obfcruer of your pleafure and comman- 
dement. 

And fo with the like humility, I doe prefent your Honour 
with the good tydings of all our healths, fafety and good fuc- 
ceflc in our proccedings(Gods holy Name be praifd for it.)It 
followeth now(as my duty requireth)that I render vnto your 
Honour a due account of what hath becne done by vs here 
this yeere, and of all things elfe, which appertains vnto me 
to doe. 

This was the Therefore it may pjeafe your Honour, that as foone as I 
laft letter lent had deliuered my laft Letterscfthe y. of September,I imme- 
the* wf'b' d <liate, y ac ^ rc ^d my klfe onely to our bufinefle: Notwich- 
Gste^H. 6 Ending our diligent labour & extraordinary paines-taking, 
* ' it was Alhallontide before our firft range of building was 

fitted for an habitable being. The which being 44. foot of 
length, and 15. foot of bredth, containing a hall 18. foot 
long, an entry of 6 . foot, and a cellar of 20. foot in length, 
and of the height, betweene the ground floore and that ouer 
head about S.foote,being deuided aboue,that thorowout in¬ 
to foure chambers,and foure foot high to the roofe or a halfe 
florie.The roofe ouer the hall, Icouered with Deale boojds, 
and the reft with fuch thatch as I found growing here about 
the Harbour, as fedec,flagges and rufhes, a farre better coue- 
ringthenboords, both for warmth and titenefle. When I 
had finifhed the lame with onely one Chimney of ftone- 
worke in the hall, I went forward with our kitchin, of length 
18. foot, 12. foot ofbreadth,and 8. foot high to the cues,and 
walled vp with ftone-worke, with a large Chimney in the 
fame. Ouer the kitchin I fitted another Chamber. All which 
with aftaire-cafeand conuenient palTages, both into the 
Kitchin and the roome ouer it,wcre all finifhed byChriftmas 
eue.Thisis all the building with a hen-houfe, that we haue 
beene able to accomplilh before Chtiftmas. 

Many things elfe were done by vs in th t interim^ as the 
getting homeoftimber trees, firewood, the railing vpofa 
face of defence to the watcr-fide ward, with the earth 
that we digged both for celler and Kitchin roome,(which we 

found 
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found a very laborious workeJalfo the fowing offome wheat 
for a trial!,and many other bufincfi'csbefides. 

After Chriftmas,we imployed our felucs in the woods, cf- 
pecially in hard weather, whence wee got home as many 
boord-ftocks, asaffoordcd vsaboue two hundred boords, 
and aboue two hundred timber trees bcfide*. We got home 
as much or as many trees, as ferued vs to palizado into the 
Plantation about roure Acres of ground, for the keeping off 
ofbothmanandbeaft, with poft and rayle feuen foore high, 
ftiarpened in the toppe, the trees being pitched vpright and 
fattened with (pikes and nayles. 

We got alfo together as much fire wood,as will ferue vs 
yetthefetwomoneths. Wee alfo fitted much garden ground 
for feede,! meane Barley,Oates,Peafe,and Beanes. 

For addition ofbuilding,we haue at this prefent a Parlor of 
foureteene footc bcfidcs the chimney,and twelve foot broad, 
of conuenient height, and a lodging Chamber oucrit; to ! 

each a Chimney offtone-worke with Staires and a Staire- | 

cafe,bcfidcs a tenement of two roomes,or a florie and a halfc, 
which ferues for a Store-houfc till wee arc otherwife pro- j 

uided. The Forge Tiath beene finifhed this fiue weekes : | 

the Salt-worke is now almoft ready. Notwithftanding this They were 
great taskeforfo few hands, wee haue both Wheat, Barley, 

Oates, Peafe and Beanes about the quantity of two Acres, ^winter,. 
Of Garden roome about halfc an Acre: the come, though vn till the new 
latefownc, is now in caring: the Beanes and the goodlieft fupplycamcin 
Peafe that I eucr faw, haue flourifhed in their bloomes the Spring 
this twenty dayes. Wee haue a plentiful kitchin garden of <ol ‘ 0 ' vin 8* 
Lettice, Raddilb, Carrcts, Coleworts,Turncps and many 
other things. We haue alfo at this prefent, a flouriflu'ng mc- 
dowofat lcaft three Acres, with many hay-cocks of excee¬ 
ding good hay, and hope to fit a great ciealc more againft a- 
nothcr yeere. In the beginning of the laft Winter, we fiinkc a | 

well, or fixteene footc deepe in the ground, the which affords j 

vs water in a fufficicnt meafure. The timber that wee haue i 

got home firft and laft, is aboue fiue hundred trees of 
good timber.There haue beene aboue three hundred boords, j 

- • - - S 2 bcfidcs 
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beiides the former,fawcd lince the arriuall bf Captain tPewell. 
We hauealfobrqken much ground foraBrew-houlcroome 
and other Tenements. We ham a Wbarfe in good forward- 
neffe towards the Low watcr-marke. So that our indcuour 
that way afFoords a double benefit, the one of ridding and 
preparing the way to a further worke, the other of winning 
fo much voyd or wafte ground.to fo neceffary a purpofe,as to 
enlarge this little rome, whereon ( with your Honours leaue 
and liking ) I hope to fortifie: fo that within the fame, for the 
comfort of neighbour-hood, another row of building may 
be fo pitched,that the whole may be made a prcttic ftreete. 

For the Coun trey and Climate : It is better, and notfo 
cold as England hitherto. My comfort is, that the Lord is 
with your Honour, and your defignes: for wee haue profpe- 
red to the admiration of all the beholders in what is done.

The (hip with the reft of our prouifion arriued 
here this morning: and what is omitted by me, 
fhall by Gods helpe ftiortly be performed. Your 
Honour hath greater hopes here , then hereto¬ 
fore I haue beene able to difeerne. All things fuc- 
eeede beyond my expedition. 
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Another Letter to Mafter Secretary Caluerr, 
from Captaine Daniel Powell , "toho con¬ 
duced the new fuppty of men , that y»ent 
for the Plantations the laft Spring, dated at 
Ferryland 28.70/) i6n. 

Right Honourable 

M hy it plcafc your Honour to vnderftand, that on 
the 18. ofAprill, mylclfc, and all the company, 
whofc names I Tent you in the Lift,by my laft from 
Plymmouth tooke (hipping there, & on the 2<5.of 
May ( Gods holy Name bceuer praifed for it) wee all arriued 
fafeand in good health in New-found-land. Our icurney 
proued fo long by reafon efthe contrary windes we continu¬ 
ally had. For at the lead uree weekes together, wee were 
forced to trauerle the Seas ti' and againe,and got not forward 
to the Weftward in all that time one hundred leagues. 

The accidents which happened in our ouerbound paffage 
were thefc: The firftweeke after our being at Sea, three of 
our Ewe-Goats,by reafon of their extreme leaneftefle when 
they were bought and brought aboord,died, fo that now we 
hauc but onely one Ewc-Goate and a Buck-Goatc left : 
the other Buck dying likewife within few dayes after our lan¬ 
ding. 

On the itJ.of May,the furnace in our fhip tooke fire,and as 
God would haueit.burtt forth in the day time ;otherwife it 
had endangered both (hip and vs. 

On tlje 26. asaforcfaid,earIy in the morning we deferyed 
landin New-found-land, a little to the Northward of the 
Bay of Bulls, and before night came to anchor in Capcling 
Bay within one league of FtrrjUitd. The next morning our 
(hip came about to Ferryland Harbour* and there landed 
allour people, where wee found the Gouernourand all his 
, x S3 company 
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company in good health,as we all continue in the fame, prai- 
fedbeGodforit. 

The Coaft and Harbours which we failed by, are fo bold 
andgood,asIa(Turemyfelfc there can bee no better in the 
world: but the Woods along the Coafts, are fo fpoylcdby 
the Fi(hermen,that it is great pitty to behold them, and with¬ 
out redrefle,vndoubtedly wilbe theruine of this good Land: 
For they waftfullybarke,fell,and leaue more Wood bchinde 
them to rot,then they vfe about their Stages, although they 
imploy a world of Wood vpon them: and by thefc their abu- 
fesdoc.focumber the Woods euery where neere the fhore, 
that it is not poflible for any man to go a mile in a long houre. 

The Land whereon our Goucmonr hath planted, jts fo 
good and commodious, that for the quantity, I thirike there 
is no better in many parts of England. His houfe which is 
ftrongand well contriued, flandeth very warme, at the foot 
of an eafie afeending hill, on the Soutlvcaft, and defen¬ 
ded with a hill, (landing on the furtherfide <jf the Hautnon 
the North-weft: The Beach on the North and South (ides 
of the Land locke it,and the Seas on both (ides are fo neere 
and indifferent to it, that one may (hoot a Bird-bolt into ei¬ 
ther Sea. No cold can offend it, although it bee accounted 
the coldeftHarbour in the Land, and the Seas doe make the 
Land behind it to the South-Eaft, being neere i ooo. Acres 
of good ground for hay, feeding of Cattcll, and plenty of 
Wood,almoft an Iland,fafe to keepc any thing from rauenous 
beads. 

Aquafort fome I haue, (incc my comming,beenea little abroad, and Bride 

two or three rnuch good ground forMedow,Pafturc, and arable, about 
mylcs from fX^fort, as well neere vnto the head of the Harbour,as all 

erry an ‘ the way bctwecnc that and FenjUnd. Theneerenefleofthe 

place,and the fpacioufnefle of thofe grounds aforefard, will 
«iuc comfort and helpe to the prefent Plantation,and quick¬ 
ly cafe your Honours charge, if aPlantationhcc there this 
next Spring fettled. If therefore it will pleafe your Honour, to 
let me befurnifhed againft that time,but with thirtcencmen, 
and giuc mccleaueto fettle my fclfc there, I make 1 no doubt

And fo forward.as in his for¬ 
mer Letter of the a8. of Iuly, relating the manner 
and proportion of their building. 

. We haue Wheat,Barly,Oates and Beanes both eared and 
fcodded, and though the late fowing and fetting of them 
might occafion the contrary,yet it ripens now fo (aft, that it 
carries the likelihood of an approching harueft. 

Wehaue alfo aplcntifullKitchin-Garden ofmany things, 
indforanke.thatlhaue not fccne the like in'England. Our 
Beanes are exceeding good: our Peafe (hall goe without 
compare; for they arc in fome places as high as a man of an 
extraordinary ftature: Raddilh as bigas mine arme: Lettice, 
Cale or Cabbcdge,Turneps,Carrets, and all the reft is of like 
goodnelfe. We haue aMedow of about three Acres; itflou- 
riflicd lately with many cockcs of good hay, and now it is 
made vp for a Winter feeding. Wee hope to bee well fit¬ 
ted with many Acres of Medow againft another yecre:of 
PafiurclandjWc haue already to ferue at leaft three hundred 
heads of Cattell: and to all this, if it pleafe God, a good 
quantity of feed- ground (hall be fitted,and fuch buildings as 
we (hall be able to accomplifh. 

Now in the next place it may pleafe your Honour tovn- 
derftand; That touching this Countrey, the Summer time 
hecre is fo fairc, fo warmc,and of fo good a temperature, that 
it produceth many herbes and plants very wholcfomc, medi- 
cinable 



cinable and dele&able, mar^fruii tries of fuhdryklnd*, ma-i 
ny forts of Berrieswholefomero cate^and in meafure moft a- 
bundant; info much as many forts of birds and hearts arc 
relieued with them in time of Winter, and whereof with fur- 

Ourhighleuclsof Land arc-'adorned with Wbodsboth 
faite and fccmcly to behold,and greene ail Winter. Within 
Land there are Plaines innumerable, many of them contai¬ 
ning many thoufand Acres, very plcafant to fee to, and well 
furnilhed.with Ponds^rookcsand Riuers, very plentiful of 
fundry forts of’filh, befidesiiore of Deere, and other beafts 
thatyecldboth food and furre. Touching the foyle, 1 findc it 
in many places jofgoodncflc farre beyond my expe&ation: 
the earth as good as can be: tbegrafle both fat and rn&ious; 
and if there were ftore of Catielk'io feed it vp, and with 
good ordering,it would become a mod ftedfaft nourifoment: 
whereof the large breed of Cattell to our Northerne Plan¬ 
tation,hauc lately giuen proofes fufficient, though fincc, they 
hauc been moftmaroefuily deftroyed. The ayre hcereisvery 
hcalthfull,tlie water both.clecre and wholfome,and the Win¬ 
ter (hort and tolerable, continuing onely in Ianuary, Febru¬ 
ary, and part'of March; i the day in Winter longer then in 
England', the nights both filcnt and comfortable, producing 
nothing that can be faid, either horrid or hideous. Neither 
was it fo.cold bccrc thclaft Win terras iuEnglandthe yeerc 
bcforeilrcmembcr but three feucrall dayca ofhard weather 
indeed, and they not extreme neither; fori haue-knowne 
.greater frofts,and fartc greater foowes in ourownc Coun- 
trey. ' .... : '' / . •

TheVtoestbatcame from ¥&wmmh % doe ptofpertoy 
well: nay, it is to be affured, that any thing that grovresin 
Enplttnd, will grow and profper very well here: whereby it 
plpinely appeares vnto your Honour, what manner of Conn- 
tiey thcfameis. Therefore it may plcafe you to giue.credit 
vntQho man that (hall feeme to vrge the contrary. And for 
my part, feeing that by the prouidence of God and your Ho- 
npfusnieercfauour towards me,this imploymenc is falneto 
my Jot, I trull that neither Gods gracein me, nor the experi¬ 
ence that Ihauegainedby thcttauels ofmyyouthjWill fiif- . 
fer roe to wrong your Honour. Farrfcbeitfrom meeto goe 
aboutto betray you and my .Countrey,.-as. others haue done 
that hauebeeneiroployed in the like trull. Itruftalfo, that 
what 1 haue yndenaken either by word or writing,will bee • 
found the Chara&ers ofatnieand zealous minde, wholy de¬ 
noted vnto your Honours feruice, the good of my poore di- 
ftreffed Countrimcn, and totheaduancementofGods glory. 

Itmaypleafeyour Honour to vnderftand, that our Salt- 
maker hath performed his part with a great deale of fufficien- 
cy, by whom I haue fent your Honour a barrell of the bed 
Saltthat euer my eyes beheld, who with better fettling doth. 
vnderrake to better this,which hee hath made already. I (lndi 
humbly alfo defire you to remember my laft yeeres fuit, that • 
our .delicate Harbours and Woods may not lie altogether do* . 
ftrpycd. For therehauebeene rinded thisyeere not fo few as 
50000. trees, and they hcaoe out ba&aft into the Harbors, . 
though! looke on. 

It may likewife plcafe your Honour to glue expreffeorder; 
Krft,that fuch as be fent hither hereafter,may be fuch men as 
(ball be of good .ftrength whereof wee ftandinneedoffixe 
Mffbns, fboreCarpentcrs, two or three good Quarry men, a 
Slator or two* %Lyme-bumer,,~and lymeftones,,* good 
otundey of hard laths, a coupleofArong maids, that(be- 
hd*s other works) can both brew and bike* and to furnilh ■' 
y*withwheeles,hempe,8cflaxe,andaconuenientnumber of 
Wcfboountry labourers to fitthe ground for the Plough. 

Secondly, that nojnore boyes and gixlts be few hither, I 
racaoc,, 
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meanc, vpon your Honours charge nor, any other perfona 
which haue not bcene brought vp to labour: for they arevo* 
fit for thcfe affaires. 

Thirdly, your Honour ofnertflityrauft fend foroi Gunnes 
and a Gunner with his neceflaries: for the place and time doe 
require it. It is a durable Chattcl;they will command the Har¬ 
boured fecureall. 

Wee (land alfo in need of another brewing Copper, fome 
Clap-boords,moreIron and ftcele, brick, fome Lime, and 
Tiles for a beginning, wbileft the Slate-ciuarry is in fitting. 

A compleat Magazine of all things will be neceflary with 
viftualsjlinnen,woollen for apparell and*cdding.with better 
couerleds, foooes of wet leather,Irifh-llockins, coorfe knit- 
hofe, cootfe ticks,good flocks in caske, and in ftead of cloth, 
coorfe mingled kerties, and nocanuaft fuits, nor any ready 
made : But otherwife it may pleafe yonr Honour to fend 
Taylors,fuch aswillhelpe to gard the place, and doe other 
things. The like of other Trades-men.andall to befurnifoed 
out of the Magazine,vpon account. 

I went to Formoufe and Ttyouze, vpon the fourth of this 
moneth, to buy fait for your Honour againft the nextyeere, 
becaufe it is fo deare \n Englandfic. that which is now bought 
for the next yeeres fifoing,amountsto the number of i8d. 
hogs-heads. 

It may ploafe your Honour,thatanothcr Ironmill,and two 
Bridewell mils maybefent hither,and then our bread-come 
maybefent vnground : and if atany timeitfoould happen 
to take wet, it may be dryed againe. 

W e wanta doozen ofleathcr buckets, aGhzicr,fome glew, 

: rats-bane,two fowling pecccs of fixe foote in the barrell, and 
one offeuen foote, with a-mould to caft foot of feuerall fizes 
'forfowKng. 

Thelaftycerel foewed your Honour of much courtefie 
receiued from fundty Maftcrsimany this yeere haue done the 
like, though fome hkee not our flourifoing beginning and 
prosperity.

SIR, 


M Y humble feruice remembred; accounting my. 
fclfcbound vnto you in a double bond, namely, 
louc,and duty: I could not bee vnmindfull to (hew 
the fame vnto you in thefe rude lines, thereby to 
acquaint you with our health, the temperature of our Coun¬ 
trey,and the commodities and blcffines therein. Andfirft/fbr 
the firft: Concerning our health, there is not any man a- 
mongft our company,that hath beene fick'e fcarcely one day 
li*Cc he came, but hath been able to follow his workc.'. Thfe 
Climate differs bnt little from England, and I my felfefelc 
leffe cold hecrc this Winter, then I did in England the Win¬ 
ter before,by much.The ayreis fweeter: for Irieuerimelt any 
euill fauour in the Countrey, norffiw any venomous creature 
to hurt me. Gods bleflings vpon this Land are manifold s As 
forWood and Water, England: the or,c moft fwcet 
in growing and burning,the other moft plcafant to tafte, and’ 
good to drinke. For in tne Whicfon-holidayes (I taking with 
meMafter Jrww^ didcoaft fomc ten miles into the.Couiv. 
trey. Weftward from our Plantation, to make fo.me difcduciy^ 
of the Countrey,and to kill a Deere; and being fomey,miles' 
into the Land,where wee lodged that night in a Wood, ‘ wee 
found much Champion ground, and good leuelsof one,two, 
three or fourchiindrcd Acres together,and at the foot of each 
Moutjtainc and fmall hill, wee alwayes ifiet with a faire frcffl 
Riuer,orafwect brookeof running water 1 ,whereof we free-, 
lydrankc, and it did quench my third as well asanyBrere,! 
and much refrefli vs both,and neuer offended our ftopnackes 
at all.’ Wee trauelled three dayes, but found no Deere fatie 
their footings, which came to pa(Tc by meancs of a greit fire’ 
T’3 , "that • 




the Winds'a little before, ten irifty ebrn- 
p^fle.ltbeganbctweene Ttmonfe and Aqunfort: itburncd 
a wceke,and then was quenched by a great rainc. 

1 know not who,or what he was that gauc fire to it, but I 
thinke he was a feruant hired by the diuell to doe that wic¬ 
ked deed, who (I doe not doubt) will pay him for his workc. 
In the night,the Woolues being ncere,did fomething affright 
YS with their howlings, but did not hurt vs :.for wee had 
dogs,firc and fword to welcome them. AsfortheB«ares„al- 
: though there b'e many.they bearevs noill will, I thinkcjorl 
, haue eaten my part or two or three, and taken no hurt by 
them. Foxes heere are many,and as fubtill as a Fox, yet haue 
wecoozcnedmany of them of their rich coates, which our 
worthy Gouemour keepes carefully, as alio of Cattagena’s 
and Otters, whofecouerings wee prefenie as fitting prefents 
for greater perfons. ThcFowlcs and Birds of the Land are 
Partriges,CutIues, Fillidayes, Black-birds,Bulfinches,Larks, 
Sparrowes,and fuch like. Thofe of the Sea.are Goofe,Ducks 
or foure forts, Capderace, Tealc, Snipes,Penguyns,Murre$, 
Hounds, Sanderlins, Redlhankes and others; all very fat, 
fWeetandwholefome.ThcFowlesof prey,arc Tercels,Gof- 
hawkes, Falcons, Laners, Sparhawkes, -Gripes, Ofprcis, 
Owles great and fmall, Rauens, Gulls, Pitterils,and lomco- 
thers; and of moft of thefe forts I haue killed many. As for 
tbepledty ofCodfiih,itis well knownc vnto you. Salmons, 
EeTeS, Mackarell,Herrings, Lance, Caplin, Dogfifli,Holli- 
buts,Flowkes, Lobfters, Crabs andMuskles: All, and more 
then all thefe are here in great plenty, very good and fwcet 
meat, the wildefiuit and Betties,are fmalIPcarcs, Cherries, 
Nuts,Resberries,Strawbcrries,Barberries,De wherries, Hur- 
debcrnes,with others, allgood to cate.Alany faire Flowers 
Ihape feene heere, which I cannot name, although I had 
learned Gerrardt Herball by heart. But wildc Rofcs are heere 
both red and damaskc, as fragrant and faire as in England. 
All our Cjarric and feeds haue profpered well, and are alrea¬ 
dy grdwpealmoRtoperfedtmaturity.What (hall I fay? To 
Uythatl know not, Idareuot. Thus much I know, as an

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£y&»wStfieffe,and much more good the Country doth or©^ 
mifetofhmme ; the which, when I fee you, my hearts'll all 
command my tongue to ccrtifie you. Our Gouernours let= 
aers (I doubt not) will bring you newes at large 5 1 wrote bug 
ahis in hafte, to fatisfiemy felfe,and fhew my duty, defiring 
you to looke therow it,as thorow a profpe$iue glaffe, whe?= 
in you may difccme a farre off, what Ihauefeencneerehand, :

good health at Fenjkad ,who in theloweR Rep ofduty takes 
his Seaue, with prayers for your preferusdosi, and will su®
